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MECHANICAL FLIGHT 

Interesting Talk Before (he Men’s Club of 
Newton Highlands 


Before the Men’s Club, St. Paul’s 
Newton Highlands, Wednesday night, 
Mr. J. Emery Harriman of Brookline 
delivered his lecture on Mechanical 
Flight. He first demonstrated the 
method used by the Wright Bros, in 
solving the problem of Equilibrium by 
the flexing of the rea extremities of 
the wings in combination with rudder 
appliances for steering. As an alter- 
nate method of accomplishing this he 
demonstrated his own device of an 
overhead wing, centrally loqated with 
an umbrella-like handle that instinct- 
ively influences the machine upward, 
downward, to the right or left, by a 
one arm movement of the operator 
without any wing flexing or rudder 
steering. 

He also demonstrated the natural 
movements in bird flight of raising 
the wings above the body during de- 
scent for the purpose of gaining sta- 
bility and maintaining balance and 
equilibrium during flight. He first il- 
lustrated his theories of natural and 
mechanical flight with chalk drawings, 
going quite deeply into an analysis of 
natural flight with the construction of 
the bird’s body in reference to its 
wrings, head, tail and legs. He claimed 
that the wings themselves were used 
only in the accomplishment of flight, 
while the head, tail, body and legs in 
their many movements were used in 
the guidance of flight in maintenance 
of stability and equilibrium. 

After illustrating natural flight to 
a considerable extent, he showed de- 
signs of a machine closely conforming 
to the points brought out and ad- 
vanced theories in reference thereto 
that w’ere New’tonian in scope. The 
one great theory that Mr. Harriman 
has advanced is that “There can be no 
inherent stability during propelled 
flight,” and that during propelled flight 
the machine is a projectile and may 
twist on its travelling axis; that, like 
the bicycle, it may be maintained in 
equilibrium and balance by manipula- 
tion of wing areas and w’eights and re- 
sistances. He pointed out that a boat 
has stability, w'hereas a bicycle has no 
stability but, like a flying machine, 
is balanced in equilibrium during for- 
ward motion, and both fall when the 
forward motion ceases. 

He further showed that the experi- 
ment ers in the problem of mechanical 
flight have endeavored to solve the 
, problem of stability as a moving or 
live machine w’ith non-stop motor, the 
impracticability of which theory, has 
been demonstrated, thousands of ac- 
cidents resulting in more than 500 
deaths, w’hereas Mr. Harriman claims 
the problem should be attacked as a 
dead machine in the air, with its motor 
stopr.ed, and the the only way of gain- 
ing stability under such conditions 
would be by the upraising of the wings 
as in natural flight, thereby placing 
the weights far below’ them and bring- 
ing the machine to earth similar to a 
parachute. 

During his lecture he illustrated 
mechanical flight with about 175 ster- 
copticon views, showing the progress 
from its infancy to the present time, 
even covering the flying machine as 
now* used in the European war. He 
claimed that history of the present 


war will show that the value of n 
single aeroplane may be estimated in 
figures running into the millions and 
even into the billions, for, according 
to the reports of General Joffre, he 
warned General French to make the 
resisting retreat before the powerful 
forward movement of the German 
army, as his aeroplane scouts had re- 
ported 3 corps of the Germans advanc- 
ing on the English. Without this no- 
tice, making possible the wonderful 
resisting retreat, the taking of Paris 
w’as more than probable, and the con- 
sequences could be estimated in bill- 
ions, if the penalty of the loss of Paris 
to the Germans in 1870 be used as a 
criterion. 

He show’ed that a transatlantic ma- 
chine would have been designed with 
adaptability to travel on sea, land, and 
in the air, as its initial start with op- 
erators and supplies must necessarily 
be from the land, with ultimate return 
to the land, and provisions should be 
made for resting and travelling on the 
water at any desired time. He thor- 
oughly illustrated the dirigible or pro- 
pelled gas bag; pointed out that, in its 
present form, it waB not by any means 
adaptable to resting or travelling on 
land or water, and show’ed as a solu- 
tion for making it adaptable to sea, 
land and air, his patents for pivotedly 
connecting two dirigibles, with the 
operating car and propellers midw’ay 
between and aw’ay from danger of 
gas ignition, and with central pull by 
propellers. The dirigibles are further 
connected together with aeroplane 
surfaces which lift twenty-five to thir- 
ty per cent of the w’eight after for- 
ward motion shall have been attained. 

Mr. Harriman has lectured on Me- 
chanical Flight for the last ten years, 
having given his first lecture in May, 
1904, before the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, and before the Society of 
Arts, M. I. T. He has received patents 
in England, France and Germany and 
w’as recently granted forty-tw r o addi- 
tional claims to his patents already 
issued in the United States.

A new record for an open amateur 
golf tourney was established last Fri- 
day and Saturday at the Albemarle 
Golf Club, when 169 entries were re- 
corded, and the club officials believe 
that fully 200 would have been out 
had weather conditions been a little 
more satisfactory. 

M. P. Graham of the home club, the 
Waltham High School boy, captured 
the prize for the best gross with a 74. 
Raymond Ouimet, Woodland, got the 
second best gross, one stroke behind 
Graham, while John H. Sullivan, Jr., 
Woodland, had the third best score. 

W. I. Woodman, Newton, captured 
the prize for the best net, and four 
players tied for second and third best 
net. 

R. C. Leliane, Commonwealth, w’on 
the best selected nine holes, with a 
33, and J. H. Sullivan, Jr., Common- 
wealth, F. P. Lee, Framingham, C. W. 
Huntington, P. Schofield, J. L. Mc- 
Keon, H. H. Cook and H. A. Roark, all 
of the home club, tied for the greatest 
number of 3s, each having five. 


BEAUTIFUL DAHLIAS 

Brilliant Exhibition of those Fall Flowers 
On Farlow Hill 


Now that the w inds arc beginning to 
blow off the leaves and the days be- 
coming shorter and colder, w’e feel 
that the glory of summer has departed. 
Not so on Farlow’ Hill, Newton. There 
spring is holding high carnival in 
brilliant array. Dahlias! dahlias! 
dahlias! Thousands of them. Over 
two thousand bulbs were planted the 
first of June with inspiring results. 
Here in one of the choicest locations 
in Newton, encircled by the deep green 
of trees for a background, is this gor- 
geous field of color. 

For the first impression, the visitor 
had better stand at the top of the hill 
and overlook the color enmasse before 
examining the individual plants. The 
bulbs have been planted in long row’s 
with wide intervening lanes which per- 
mit a person to walk through to 
study the coloring and shape of each 
flower. All varieties are labeled so 
if one admires a particularly fine white 
bloom he may read, “Yvonne Cayeux” 
or “Riesen Edelweiss,” or a pink “Cor- 
allina” or “Yellow’ gem” or the immense 
red “Mammoth” and the still darker 
crimson with its deep glooms labeled, 
“Aunt Chloe.” “Fireburst” attracts 
the eye by its large scarlet blossoms 
and W. W. Rawson is interesting in 
its cup-like shaped petals and dainty 
lavendar color. 

One hardly recognizes these aristo- 
cratic flowers with their velvety and 
satinlike texture and ravishing color 
as relatives of the stiff dahlias of ola- 
fashioned gardens. Here are the won- 
derful cacti varieties with the narrow’ 
petals suggesting chrysanthemums, 
then other larger, curled petals until 
one finds the very large open petals of 
the single dahlias. The visitor Is im- 
pressed by the uniform size and quan- 
tity of blossoms on each plant, some 
of the flow’ers measuring eight inches 
across. The number of blooms on each 
plant has not been sacrificed to size by 
pinching off side buds to allow’ the 
strength of the plant to go into one 
central large bloom as is done for 
chrysanthemum exhibitions. 

The dahlias are not allow’ed to bloom 
during the summer as the heat and 
dryness would produce small flow’ers 
and these large splendid blossoms are 
all the more appreciated in the fail 
w’hen the gardens are w’aning. 

Mr. George A. Rawson, a well-known 
citizen of Newton started his dahlia 
hobby on a small scale, eight years 
ago and has gradually enlarged his 
space to this large "field of glory” 
which annually attracts hundreds of 
visitors from all parts of the country, 
one being from the Sandwich Islands. 
By actual count, over three hundred 
persons visited the display one Sunday 
and yet it is unknow’n to many is 
proved by the surprise of a near-by, 
old resident wiien he discovered it. 

The bulbs are imported, a few’ new 
varieties being tried each year and 
if they prove satisfactory, a larger 
order is given the following year with 
additional new’ varieties to test and 
so the interest grows. For the next 
tw'o w’eeks, the dahlia^ will be at their 
height and well worth a visit. 
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AGED CLERGYMAN DEAD 

Rev. Dr. A, Judson Padelford Passes Away 
At Newton Centre 


Rev. A. Judson Padelford, D. D., a 
retired Baptist minister, died Monday 
at his residence at 21 Chase street, 
Newton Centre, at the age of eighty- 
three years. 

Dr. Padelford was born in Galway, 
N. Y., in 1831. He was graduated from 
Rochester University in 1860 and from 
the Rochester Theological Seminary in 
1862. His first pastorate was the 
First Baptist Church in Fall River. 
He later became pastor of the Fourth 
Baptist Church in Providence and of 
the First Baptist Church in Amherst. 
Several years later he accepted the 
pastorage of the Portland Street Bap- 
tist Church, Haverhill, where he re- 
mained for eight years, and then be- 
came pastor of the Baptist. Church in 
Calais, Me., where he remained for 
thirty-two years, resigning four years 
ago at the age of seventy-nine years. 
Dr. Padelford is survived by two sons, 
Rev. Frank W. Padelford, educational 
secretary for the Baptists of the 
United States, and Frederick M. Padel- 
ford, head of the department of English 
at the State University in Washington. 

Funeral services were held from his 
late home on Wednesday afternoon 
and w’ere conducted by Rev. Galusha 
Anderson of New’ton Centre, an old 
friend and classmate of Dr. Padelford, 
and Rev. Willard E. W’aterbury of the 
Massachusetts Baptist Missionary So- 
ciety. 

Four pallbearers were Rev. H." A. 
Heath of Boston, Rev. George R. Baker 
of Leominster, Rev. M. W. Schuh of 
Westboro and Rev. W. E. Waterbury 
of Boston, all close friends of Rev. 
Frank W. Padelford, son of the de- 
ceased clergyman. The body was 
taken for burial to Albion, N. Y., which 
w’G3 Mrs. Padelford’s native place. 


POSTPONED UNTIL NOVEMBER 2ND 

The Public Service Commission has 
again held up the proposed new’ rate 
of schedule of the Boston & Middlesex 
Street Raihvay Company, pending its 
decision with respect to the petition 
of the street railway company to in- 
crease its fares from 5 to 6 cents and 
to charge for transfer privileges. 

Under a former order of the board 
the new schedule was suspended until 
Oct. 1. The new order of the board 
suspends the proposed new schedule 
until Nov. 2. Meantime it is expected 
that the board will hand down its de- 
cision as to the proposed fare increase. 


NEWTONSCHOOLS 

New Superintendent Praises System and 
Faculty 

The Christian Science Monitor, in 
a recent issue, has an interesting in- 
terview with the new superintendent 
of schools of this city, Mr. U. G. 
Wheeler, from which the following 
quotations are made, — 

Although the statement is of neces- 
sity based on a very superficial know l- 
edge of the true situation, owing to 
the short time in which he has 1 been 
in Newton — and this Superintendent 
Wheeler wishes to emphasize at the 
outset — nevertheless, “I believe I am 
justified in saving,” he declares, “that 
the splendid work that has been car- 
ried on here for the past several years 
by all connected with the department 
has resulted in the perfecting of a 
school system second to none in the 
country. 

Broad Progressive Lines 
"The present situation is due, I be- 
lieve, to the broad and progressive 
policies inaugurated and to the liberal 
co-operation of the taxpayers. The 
people of this city should, and I pre- 
sume do, take a just pride in their 
schools. 

"The system is complete in every 
detail, including kindergartens, grades 
with a full line of special activities, 
and high schools for classical, tech- 
nical and vocational preparation 
Surely these opportunities are suffi- 
ciently complete and varied to meet 
the needs of all rupils in the city, 
thus providing for the education of all 
the children of all the people, so far 
as they choose to make use of these 
various activities.” 

As indicated in the foregoing state- 
ment, the success of the school sys- 
tem has been brought about by the 
willingness of the taxpayers to adopt 
the liberal policies of the school au- 
thorities. Another important element 
has entered into this success and to 
this element Superintendent Wheeler 
refers as follows: 

“During my few weeks here I have 
given a good deal of my time to meet- 
ing and getting acquainted with the 
members of the faculty, and my obser- 
vations lead me to conclude that we 
have a strong and well-qualified corps 
of teachers and principals, that in fact 
it would be hard to find a place where 
the average is as good. This opinion, 
based on observation, is but corrobo- 
rated by the reputation which our fac- 
ulty enjoys in this city and elsewhere.

STILL ANOTHER VIEW 

Known Newton Resident Gives His [Im- 
pressions ol the War In Europe 


London, September 8th, 1914. 
To the Editor: 

Dear Sir: 

During my annual visits to Europe 
in the last twenty years, I have been 
greatly impressed with the prepara- 
tions everywhere for war. The ques- 
tion, “Why is this?” has always been 
answered by both English and French 
— “We are afraid of Germany." Ask- 
ing of Germans, the answer has al- 
ways been vague but with a tinge of 
ambition running through it, as shown 
by the practice of the Germans always 
at their public dinners of drinking to 
“Ded Tag” (the day). That is, the 
day of German domination of Europe. 
This idea was so preposterous to me, 
that I set it aside as unthinkable, as 
too awful in its accomplishment to be 
considered, and tried to think, as prob- 
ably many others have thought, that 
with the inevitable breaking up of the 
Austrian Empire, when the old Emp- 
eror dies, that Germany would sieze 
the western portion and get an outlet 
to the Adriatic by thus gaining the 
port of Trieste, and also that she 
might absorb Holland, thus securing 
an outlet to the west which she does 
not now possess because the ports of 
Hamburgh and Bremen are so difficult 
of access . The extension of Germany's 
possessions thus to the south and to 
the west seemed the only adequate 
reason for her immense army and 
navy; the former to acquire and tne 
latter to hold what had been acquired. 

The overbearing attitude of the Ger- 
mans has been growing the past few 
years to a noticeable extent, so much 
so that it has been quite unpleasant 
at times for tourists travelling in 
Germany, — and we know how during 
our Spanish war the German navy 
was a thorn in the flesh to our Admiral 
Dewey at Manila; and apparently for 
no other reason than a desire to have 
a hand in everything that is going on 
and to show their importance, a vain 
bumptiousness having taken posses- 
sion of them. Had not a feeling ex- 
isted of the impossibility of Germany 
trying to dominate Europe in the very 
same way that Xapoleou tried to do 
so, people would have been more 
awake to the real situation. 

The present generation of Germans 
has never seen war; but war has been 
preached to them and their young men 
have been trained to it for the past 
forty years. England and France, not- 
withstanding protests of taxpayers, 
have been preparing for defence, but 
in the hearts of the people of those 
two countries there has been the be- 
lief that they would not be directly 
attacked. But Germany during this 
forty years has been preparing to be- 
gin where Napoleon left off just one 
hundred years ago, — and to do what he

failed to do; that is, conquer Europe, 
a state of mind on their part one is 
forced to accept as the result of pres- 
ent conditions. In the past we have 
admired German methods of thought 
and their great achievements in sci- 
ence, and our colleges in America have 
ail been copying German methods 
more or less, but the teaching of Ger- 
man professors in Germany has been 
all towards a glorification of force and 
of science instead of ideals and moral- 
ity. The most powerful intellects in 
Germany, and especially in Prussia, 
have devoted themselves for many 
years past to teaching in schools and 
colleges the gospel of aggressive rorcc, 
of which General von Bernhardi’s 
book “Germany and the Next War” has 
been the most brutal expression. 
Treitschke, perhaps the most influen- 
tial of their professors, and who stands 
for German modern thought, has 
taught a violent hatred of Britain and 
France, a hatred that seems to know 
no bounds and which teaches that in 
war every sentiment of humanity must 
be obliterated, and that the perpretra- 
tion of the cruelties of savages are 
not only permissable but obligatory, to 
the end that the enemy may be para- 
lyzed. 

So though I did not expect war, be- 
cause of its terrible results when us- 
ing modern science. Germany has 
taught war because she saw success 
as the result of her advances in sci- 
ence, and has brought up her young 
men to think that might makes right. 
On no other hypothesis can one un- 
derstand her bringing on war at this 
time. 

The evidence is that Germany 
pushed Austria to war with Servia. 
Russia said she must stand by Servia, 
and France said she would stand by 
Russia. Then Germany demanded per- 
mission to march across Belgium to 
get at France, and when Belgium re- 
fused said she would go across any- 
way and proceeded to go, having her 
army ready on the spot England de- 
manded to know why Germany was 
violating her solemn treaty obligations 
in crossing Belgium, and Germany 
said, “What is a scrap of paper” to 
stop us when war is before us.” The 
very fact that she could hurl a big 
army so quickly at France shows that 
she intended war and was standing 
armed. Had not Belgium heroically 
opposed Germany at Liege, -the Ger- 
man troops would have been in Paris 
before this. 

So for the past month the war has 
been on. England had to fight beside 
France, for after all it is England and 
what England stands for that Germany 
is fighting against, the idea of govern- 
ment by the consent of the governed. 

.It has come to me as a great shock, 
this low standard of German morals. 
My former opinion was based on their 
professions of altruism and peace, but 
the stubborn facts all point in the 
other direction, and the drunkenness 
of their great success since 1871 has 
so warped their .vision that they are

While the opening of the new sub- 
way tomorrow will give residents far 
better transportation facilities than 
at present, the change to be made In 
the service between Nonantum and 
Harvard squares, will probably cause 
considerable criticism and loud pro- 
test from those in the habit of travel- 
ling in that direction. The Elevated 
Company is making an effort to im- 1 
prove the congested conditions in No- , 
nantum square by removing the pres- 
ent Harvard square cars and starting 
them from the Watertown car barn 
thus requiring passengers travelling 
in that direction to use the Newton- 
Brigliton cars to that point and trans- 
fer there to the inward bound car. 
This additional transfer will undoubt- 
edly turn the stream of travel into 
Boston by way of Brighton instead of 
thru Cambridge, and its effect will be 
watched with interest. 

The removal of the Harvard square 
cars from Nonantum square will also 
relieve to some extent the congestion 
at that point, but it will probably 
prove the contention maintained in 
these columns in the past that the 
real obstruction in Nonantum square 
is caused by the cars of the Middlesex 
and Boston Co.

Boston 
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A large audience listened to the 
lecture of Mf. Virgil O. Strlckler on 
Christian Science at Players’ Hall last 
evening evidencing t!:e Interest taken 
in this subject by »>ewton and Wal- 
tham people. The lecturer was intro- 
duced by the First Kcader of the 
Church, Mrs. George H. Moore, as fol- 
lows : 

The teachings of Christian Science 
have brought to the world a renewal 
and a restatement of the gospel of the 
Prince of Peace. Its message should 
be doubly welcome nt this time If for 
no other reason than that Christian 
Science has become one of the most 
vital influences for the ultimate peace 
and unity of mankind that the world 
has yet seen. The attack of Christian 
Science is directed ngainst the very 
(foundations of human discord: it is 
displacing the spirit of intolerance and 
hate, of strife and bitterness and fear 
from the hearts of men and is substi- 
tuting therefor an intelligent confi- 
dence in the overruling power of di- 
vine Principle. Christlnn Science is 
thereby enabling men to live nt peace 
not onlv with God and their fellows, 
but what is even more significant, it 
nunlitlcs man to live nt peace with 
himself. 

Mr. Strlckler said: 

It is undeniable that Christian Sci- 
ence has healed many sick people and 
has brought about the regeneration of 
many who were the victims of sin. 
i Among its membership are those who 
I have been healed of intemperance, of 
j so-called chronic and organic diseases, 
as well as of maladies that were acute 
or functional. It has healed others of 
sorrow, fear, unhappiness and similar 
diseased mental conditions that often 
cause more suffering and distress than 
physical disorders. 

In every case of Christian Science 
healing, whether the disease was 
chronic or acute, physical or mental, 
the cure was brought about without 
the use of hypnotism, mental sugges- 
tion. drugs or any material means, and 
entirely through the application of the 
spiritual and metaphysical teachings 
of Christian Science. 

The healing of the sick, however, is 
not the primary purpose of Christian 
Science. According to the teachings 
of this Science all sickness and disease 
result from error and false belief, 
which are summarized as sin, and 
when the error of belief is destroyed 
by the truth which Christian Science 
imparts, the disease disa ppears. 
Christian Science, therefore, teaches 
that the cause of all disease and sin 
is mental, and not physical, and that 
both sin and disease may be cured by 
one and the same metaphysical proc- 
ess, namely, by the substitution of 
spiritual truth in place of error and 
false belief in the human conscious- 
ness. 

u Ye Shall Know the Truth and the 

Truth Shall Make You Free” 

It is recorded in the 8th Chapter of 
the Gospel of John that upon one oc- 
casion when Jesus was being harassed 
by the lawyers and theologians, who 
were plying him with questions and 
seeking to entrap him by his answers, 
he turned to a group of his followers, 
who were standing near, and said to 
them, "Ye shall know the truth and 
the truth shall make you free." In 
all of the Bible there is no statement 
of greater importance to mankind than 
this utterance of the Master. It pre- 
scribes the remedy for every human 
ill. Knowledge of a thing must come 
through the mental and not through 
the physical, hence, according to the 
words of Jesus, mankind will be de- 
livered from sin, disease and death 
not by doctoring the physical, but by 
filling the mental with truth. If this 
statement of Jesus was true it fol- 
lows by irresistible logic that the en- 
slaving conditions from which human- 
ity suffers must be due to the belief of 
something which is not true. In other 
words, if the time is ever to come, as | 
Jesus has declared that it will come, 
when the knowledge of the truth shall 
emancipate humanity from its bondage 
to sickness, sin, unhappinesB, poverty, 
old age and death, such results can 
only be brought about when the knowl- 
edge of the truth shall have displaced 
and destroyed (out of human con- 
sciousness). the belief of that which is 
not true. There is no escape from this 
conclusion. 

Christian Science shows that it is 
the effect produced by Truth operating 
in the human mentality, destroying 
superstition, false and vicious beliefs 
that must and will some day emanci- 
pate mankind from bondage to sin, 
disease and death. 

ritimate Truth 

There must be ultimate truth some- 
where, and when it is upprehended by 
the human mind it will emancipate 
those who apprehend it from bondage 
to evil. Christian Science asserts that 
ultimate truth concerning God and 
man and their relationship is revealed 
by the Scriptures, and may be gained 
by every person when the Scriptures 
are rightly interpreted. 

Difference Between Belief and 
Understanding’ 

It is sometimes difficult for people 
to understand how’ religion can heal 
sickness and destroy sin, but the words 
of Jesus make it plain. Since it is 
through a knowledge of tin* trutli that 
these results are accomplished the 
important tiling for each one is to gain 
an understanding of trutli instead of 
being satisfied with mere belief about 
it. In other words, in order to find 
out how religion can destroy sin, sick- 
ness and ail sorts of evil condition, 
it is first necessary to gain an under- 
standing as to what is religion. To 
guin the benefits promised in the Bible 
to true believers it is necessary to 
get lid of that which is erroneous in 
religious belief and practise, and to 
ascertain what constitutes true re- 
ligion. 

There are many who honestly think 
that i» makes no difference what relig- 
ious beliefs they entertain, so long as 
they are sincere in them. A moment’s 
reflection, however, will show’ that 
such a theory is pernicious und de- 
structive, for it is perfectly pluin that 


If n thing Is not, In fact, true, no 
nmount of sincerity on the part of the 
believer can ever make It true. No 
engineer ever arrived at a correct re- 
sult, no matter how sincerely he may 
have believed that his processes were 
correct, if they were not so in fact. 

With respect to man'* things it may 
be unimportant whether the thing be- 
lieved is true or not. hut with respect 
to the things that people be”. eve about 
God. and about themselves, and about 
their relationship to God, they nre 
vital, because it w ill be shown that the 
things believed with respect to these 
matters, become laws that are bind- 
ing upon the believer. 

God 

In trying to ascertain what consti- 
tutes religion the very first subject to 
be considered is that which relates to 
God. Every one must agree that n 
correct understanding of God is essen- 
tial as the foundation of religion. Any 
system of religious teaching that is 
founded upon an imperfect or erron- 
eous conception of God must necess- 
nrily fail to bring to its adherents the 
help and comfort for which they seek. 
When we look about us and see the 
splendid fidelity of men and w*omen 
to their religious beliefs, and then see 
how much suffering and failure they 
experience, and how far short they 
come of attaining the good which they 
so honestly seek, it is a fair deduction 
that there is something wrong about 
their understanding of God. 

No offense will he given, therefore, 
by the statement that the average per- 
son has a very indefinite and nebulous 
conception of God. If you were to ask 
a dozen people to tell you who and 
what God is, you would get a dozen 
different answers. There are some 
who think God is a person. How many 
people there are who, when they kneel 
down and close their eyes, and rever- 
ently pray to God, have in mind a per- 
son, or a form, or an image, to which 
they pray. And how many others then* 
are who think of God as a being of 
anger and resentment, who sends fail- 
ure and suffering to those who dis- 
please him? And are there not a 
great many others who think of God 
as a being who lives in a far-off coun- 
try called Heaven, and that it is neces- 
sary for people to die and go there, in 
order to see Him? 

These are a few of the incorrect 
beliefs which people entertain about 
God. When it is remembered that 
Jesus has said that it is the knowledge 
of the truth that shall make men free, 
in the face of such confusion of be- 
lief about Him, is it strange that peo- 
ple are sick and that they die? Is it 
not apparent that what humanity needs 
is a demonstrable understanding of 
God in place of theoretical and specu- 
lative beliefs about Him? 

Yet, all the while that people have 
gone on believing these erroneous 
things about God, the Bible statement* 
concerning him have been perfectly 
plain. The Bible says, for instance, 
that God is Love, and, since He is in- 
finite, He must be Infinite Love. 
Christian Science says, therefore, that 
infinite Love cannot be the author of 
evil, either in the form of sickness’ or 
sin, and that, no matter what one may 
think about evil, it must be accounted 
for in some other way than as being 
a part of the creation of God. Now, 
note the significance of that statement, 
for if God did not create evil, and it Is 
manifest that He could not have cre- 
ated it, then it follows absolutely that 
evil is not eternal. For whatever God 
created must be eternal like Himself, 
and if God were the creator of evil, 
then evil would be eternal, and, hence, 
indestructible. 

Christian Science presents a scien- 
tific method for the destruction of evil. 
No matter in what form it may present 
itself to the individual, whether as 
sickness, sin, unhappiness, sorrow or 
distress, Christian Science says, that 
since it is evil, it may be destroyed and 
that the destroyer of evil in every 
case is Truth, precisely as Jesus has 
declared. Wherever you find a Christ- 
ian Scientist, therefore, you will find 
a person who is honestly striving to 
destroy evil out of his or her experi- 
ence by means of the scientific method 
which Christian Science presents. 
While it may be true that no one, thus 
far, but Jesus, has been able to make 
a perfect demonstration over evil, yet 
every one will concede that Christian 
Scientists have, at least, made some 
progress, and have succeeded, to some 
extent, in destroying both sickness 
and sin for themselves and others. 

The Bible further discloses that God 
not only is Love, but is also omni- 
present. If that is so, then He is 
everywhere, for that is what the worn 
means. He fills all space, and lu in 
one place in precisely the same degree 
and to precisely the same extent tnai 
Hi* is in every other place. Hoes that 
not lift one’s thought above the con- 
cept of a limited God? And is it not 
plain that so long as people believe in 
a limited God, who is limited as to His 
form, dwelling place, or goodness, they 
will continue to suffer from limitations 

-limitations with respect to life and 
the duration thereof, health, strength, 
mental capacity, success, love, spirit- 
uality and every good thing? Christian 
Science makes plain that humanity 
can hope to be emancipated from the 
curae <>t limitations in any and ftll of 
these directions when men and women 
shull have given up their false beliefs 
about a limited God, and shall have 
learned the truth concerning H1b nat- 
ure and character. 

Upon one occasion they uHked JeBiis 
to tell them when the Kingdom of God 
would come, und lie made an unswer 
that hue proved to be a stumbling 
block to many people from that day to 
this. Ho said, in substance, t hat the 
Kingdom of God is not u place that 
you can see with observation; it is 
not u place that you cun suy, Lo here 
it is, or I M there it is, for behold, lie 
said, the Kingdom of God is within 
you. If that statement is true, then 
it follows absolutely that the Kingdom 
of God, or the Kingdom of Heaven, 
must be a state of consciousness, und 
not u locality. Then is it not plain 
that the further people go in the be- 
lief that the Kingdom of God, or the 


Kingdom of Heaven, is a locality, andi 

that it is necessary for people to die l 
and go there in order to become cltl- 1 
zens of that kingdom, in reality the 
further they nre alienating themselves 
from it? And the more sincerely they 
believe thnt sort of thing, the more 
their sincerity will stand ns n harrier 
to prevent their progress towards thnt 
kingdom. 

Christian Science, therefore, pleads 
for a rational and demonstrable under- 
standing of God in place of theoretical 
and speculative beliefs about Him. 

Prayer 

Another subject that enters into the 
lv’.'.gioiiB life of nil people is that of 
prayer. Since prayer is the medium 
through which the connection is es- 
tablished between the human and the 
divine, it is, therefore, of great im- 
portance for evfcry person to find out 
what constitutes true prayer. What 
nre its characteristics, what is Its nat- 
ure, nnd how it may be employed so 
as to bring to the one who prays with 
certainty the blessings which the 
Scriptures say shall come as a result 
of true prayer. 

It Is stated In the fifth chapter of 
James that "The prayer of faith shall 
save the sick." There is no ambiguity 
about that langungc. It is not indefi- 
nite or uncertain in any particular. It 
is, in fact, as positive and direct a 
statement as can be made with human 
language. And yet, it would seem that 
one of two things must necessarily he 
true, either thnt statement in the 
Scriptures is wholly false, or else peo- 
ple have not known how to make the 
prayer of faith throughout the cen- 
turies. Except In sporadic instances, 
the sick huve not been saved as the 
result of prayer. It, therefore, be- 
comes a subject for legitimate inquiry 
in order that it may be determined, 
if possible, whether or not that state- 
ment in the Scriptures is true. Many 
people ask if Christian Scientists pray, 
nnd how Christian Science prayer dif- 
fers from that of other churches, and 
it will doubtless prove both interesting 
and helpful if the difference is ex- 
plained. 

It can be said that almost every per- 
son is taught to make the prayer of 
petition, the prayer of pleading. They 
are taught to petition God for whatever 
good thing they desire, and also to 
petition Him to withhold whatever evil 
thing they seek to avoid. Running 
through the prayer of petition, and in 
fact, its very foundation and essence, 
is the belief that the mind of God can 
be changed by the petition. There is 
the belief that, but for the petition, 
God w’ould not do the thing He is asked 
to do, else why ask Him? Or that but 
for the petition He would do the thing 
and would send the evil, that He is 
asked not to do or not to send. 

Yet, all the while that thiB form of 
prayer has gone up from unnumbered 
millions of agonizing hearts, the Bible 
has declared that God is unchanging. 
If God is unchanging, as the Bible de- 
clares Him to be, then is it not plain 
that so long as people go on in the 
belief that it is the function of prayer 
to change the mind of God to meet the 
human desire, in reality the further 
they are getting away from the true 
theory of prayer; and the more sin- 
cerely they believe that sort of thing, 
the more their very sincerity will con- 
fuse their understanding and will pre- 
vent them from making the prayer of 
faith w’hich, the Bible says, "shall save 
the sick." 

Christian Science, upon the other 
hand, teaches its adherents to make 
the prayer of realization, the prayer of 
affirmation. Christian Science teaches 
that God is infinite good, and that it is 
wholly unnecessary to beg or petition 
infinite good, to manifest good to us, 
for infinite good cannot do anything 
elBe except manifest good to every 
creature. If one should let fall an ob- 
ject it would be absurd to beg or peti- 
tion the law of gravitation to operate. 
That law would operate automatically, 
and would pull the object down to the 
first obstruction. Christian Science 
teaches that God is Mind, or Principle, 
and that Mind governs through spirit- 
ual law, which law is operating 
throughout the entire universe, and is 
a law of infinite good, and is manifest- 
ing good and nothing but good cease- 
lessly to every human being. 

One person says if that is true, why, 
then, do people seem to have so little 
trood, and so much that is not good? 
Let us look at that for a moment. If 
one drops an object the law of gravita- 
tion will pull It down to the first ob- 
struction, but If the obstruction be re- 
moved, it will pull It down further and 
further as the obstructions are re- 
moved, until at last, if every obstruc- 
tion were removed, the law of gravi- 
tation w’ould then have its perfect 
work, and would pull the object to the 
center of the earth. That is precisely 
what happens through the operation 
of spiritual law. That law is operat- 
ing in human consciousness, just us 
fur as the obstructions will permit, 
which obstructions are mental quali- 
ties-Buperstition, false beliefs, human 
will and the like. As they are re- 
moved, the spiritual law’ will operate 
further and further in human consci- 
ousness, bringing good deeper anfl 
deeper into human experience, until 
at last, when every such obstruction 
shall have been removd, when the 
human consciousness shull huve been 
completely evangelized by truth, and 
every mortal thought shall have been 
brought Into obedience to Christ, as the 
Scripture commands, then the spiritual 
luw’ will have its perfect work in 
human consciousness. In that day 
men and women will walk the earth 
free from every evil condition, no 
longer in bondage to sickness, sin, 
poverty, old age or death, hut shall 
then lie found in the conscious poss- 
ession of that dominion which God said 
in the beginning belongs to man. 

Ah each one shall work out this 
question for himself, striving to arrive 
at that conclusion which shall best 
satisfy him as to which is the true 
theory of prayer, one other thing can 
he mentioned to aid t he inquirer in 
reaching that conclusion, and t hut is 
that through the Christian Science 
method of prayer hundreds of thou- 
sands of sick people have been healed. 
Is not this great array of proof by 
demonstration at least sufficient to put 
every thinking person upon inquiry, 
lest the Christian Science theory of 
prayer may not, in fact, be the true 
theory. 

Every person who prays desires to 
know how to make true prayer. All 
people desire good and not evil, and, in 
the main, all people are equally honest 


In their religious affiliations, for no 
one w’ould knowingly deceive himself 
about so important a matter. The only 
reason, therefore, why people are 
grouped together in different religious 
organizations is because they honestly 
believe that through the organization 
to which they belong they will he most 
likely to gnin the good which they so 
earnestly desire. Since, then, through 
Christian Science prayer, so many peo- 
ple have found health, contentment 
nnd peace, It Is plain that sooner or 
later, every thinking person will de- 
sire to know how to pray as Christian 
Science teaches. 

Crentlon 

Another subject about which there ts 
great confusion of belief, Ib the sub- 
ject of creation. There is perhaps no 
subject connected with religion, or 
mentioned in the Bible, about which 
there is greater misunderstanding than 
there is about creation. It is surpris- 
ing how many people there arc who 
do not even know’ that there arc two 
accounts of the creation in the Bible. 
The first account is to be found in the 
first chapter of Genesis, and extends 
down to nnd includes the third verse 
of the second chapter. Beginning with 
the fourth verse of the second chapter 
there follows another account that is 
wholly different from the first. 

In the first account, w’e are told that 
God created the universe, and that 
everything made by Him was good, anu 
lastly, that He created man, in His 
image, and after His own likeness, and 
that he w’as good; while in the second 
account, w’e have the allegory about 
God coming down to earth, and mixing 
up dust nnd calling it man. Then 
follows the story of Adam nnd Eve, 
and the Garden of Eden, and w’e are 
told that a deep sleep fell upon Adam, 
and that then sin appeared, and that 
brother murdered brother, and from 
that day to this that the man made of 
dust has been a sinner and has been 
at enmity with God. 

Christian Science accepts the first 
account of the creation as the spiritual 
and real creation and upon this foun- 
dation and basis it builds. Religious 
teachers throughout the centuries have 
erroneously regarded the Ada m-« 
man as being the real man made in 
the image and likeness of God, and 
yet the Bible nowhere says so. The 
Bible nowhere says that the Adam-man 
was made in God’s image or likeness. 
That statement was made concerning 
the real man described in an account 
of the real creation. And religious 
teachers have vainly striven to make 
the wisdom and the love of God fit 
the creation of a sinner. 

Such a doctrine as that is impossi- 
ble. It dishonors God, and degrades 
man. It makes God responsible for all 
of the sin and all of the misery from 
the beginning of time, and the best 
proof that it is not true is that is has 
never delivered those who believed 
it from evil. 

How perfectly the name "mortal 
man” fits him. Have you ever thought 
of it? Mortal-mort-death, for that is 
what the w’ord means. A death-man, 
having a death-body and a death-mind! 
Does any one believe that God ever 
created a death-man or gave him a 
death-mind or a death-body? And is 
it not plain that so long as people con- 
ceive of themselves as being mortals, 
or the mortal, or death-man, so long 
will they continue to remain in part- 
nership with death. Christian Science 
makes plain that men and women can 
be emancipated from that enemy when 
they shall have learned the truth of 
their own being, and of their own true 
relationship to God. 

Christian Science teaches that man 
is just what the Bible says he is; that 
he is spiritual; that God made him in 
His own image and after His own like- 
ness; that He made him perfect, and 
that what God made perfect has never 
possessed the capacity to become im- 
perfect. 

Christian Science is the only sys- 
tem of teaching, either religious or 
secular, that even makes an attempt 
to explain the difference between man 
and the Adam-man, and Christian Sci- 
ence does explain it and make it per- 
fectly plain by pointing out that the 
Adam-man — the dust-man — the mortal 
or death-man, is nothing more or less 
than the false mortal concept of man — 
the mis-concept of man. It .is pre- 
cisely as though one should put on a 
pair of green eyeglasses. He would 
then look out upon a green universe. 
He might Bcrub and scour some object 
all he pleased, but could never remove 
the green from it, because the green 
would not be in the object though 
appearing to be there, for it would be 
in the lens through which he looked at 
it. The only thing necessary for the 
man to do in order to translate the en- 
tire universe back into its normal as- 
pect would be for him merely to take 
off the green lenses through which he 
was looking. In like manner, the only 
thing necessary for us to do in order 
to translate what seems to be a mater- 
ial universe and material man back 
into the spiritual is to take off the 
false, mortal eyeglasses. 

Christian Science is making plain in 
many ways that so long aB people con- 
tinue to look through mortal eye- 
glasses, through lenses that are com- 
posed of superstition, false beliefs, 
human will, pride, self-righteousness 
und the like, they will continue to Bee 
man and the universe as material in- 
stead of spiritual; they will continue 
to see a deformed and diseased man 
und a distorted universe. But when 
they shull begin to lay aside the mor- 
tal eyeglasses und shall begin to look 
through tlie lenses of the spirit — lenses 
that are composed of truth, spiritual 
understanding, meekness, humility, 
love, faith und purity — they will then 
see a constantly improving man und 
universe. As tills mental transforma- 
tion progresses, disease, sin, sorrow, 
poverty and t lie limitations of old age 
will disappear and the spiritual real 
man will begin to appear. When this 
transformation shall have been com- 
pleted we shull then see mun and the 
universe as wholly spiritual as they 
now’ uppear to God and us they have 
always appeared to God, for God has 
never seen Ills children nor His crea- 
tion through mortal eyeglusses.

If all this were only a theory people 
might be justified In "ofusing to accept 
it. but Christian Science practitioners 
are proving dally In all parts of the 
civilized world that by holding the 
perfect man in concept, by knowing 
that man is spiritual and perfect ano 
is governed by an all-loving God, nnd 
by arguing steadfastly from the stand- 
point of the reality of good instead of 
from the standpoint of the supposed 
reality of evil, the sick are healed, ann 
human conditions do Improve. 

Christian Science, therefore, Ib prov- 
ing Rtep by step that the declaration 
made by Jesus is true, nnd that in 
proportion ns the knowledge of the 
truth fills human consciousness, driv- 
ing out error and false beliefs, men 
and women come into the possession 
here nnd now of their God-given do- 
minion. 

Mental Causation 

I know how difficult a thing it is for 
people who are unacquninted with the 
teachings of Christian Science to un- 
derstand what is meant by mental 
causation. Humanity hns been accus- 
tomed through so many centuries to 
consider that all causation is vested 
in matter, that when we begin to dis- 
cuss the subject of mental causation 
we are dealing with something that Is 
unfamiliar to many. When I first 
turned to Christian Science, I did so 
for physical healing, and I was healed 
under circumstances that admitted of 
no doubt that I had been healed. I. 
therefore, became deeply convinced 
that Christian Science must be the 
truth, because it had wrought in me so 
great a change. When I was told, 
however, that there was no intelli- 
gence or sensation in the human body, 

I said that the thing was so manifestly 
absurd that no intelliegnt person could 
believe it for a moment, and in spite 
of the fact that I had been healed 
through Christian Science, I came very 
near turning my back upon it. In- 
stead of doing so, however, I deter- 
mined to make an honest effort to find 
out. if I could, what Christian Science 
meant by the statement that there is 
no intelligence or sensation in the mor- 
tal body. 

I had not proceeded very far before 
I found that the statement was true, 
and then I found that it was necess- 
arily true, and thea I began to won- 
der why I myself had not thought of 
it long before, because it appeared so 
perfectly plain and obvious. It was 
pointed out to me that this body which 
people worship and fear, and which 
most people get down on their knees 
before every day and say to it, ‘‘Oh, 
body, what can I do for you today, to 
keep you from hurting me?” is com- 
posed of something over 70 per ceni 
of water, and that the balapce of it 
is chalk, lime, starch, potash and a few 
other things — that it is matter, just 
as truly as the ingredients of the dirt 
and wood are matter. 

I then learned that there could be 
no more intelligence or sensation in 
matter when in the form of flesh, bones 
and nerves than when in the form of 
dirt or stone, which fact is proved 
whenever an opiate is given to a per- 
son and the human mind is put to 
sleep. The body may then be cut and 
gashed and the nerves lacerated, with- 
out the slightest indication of intelli- 
gence or sensation. 

I thus learned that sensation and In- 
telligence do not reside in the human 
body apart from the human mind. 

Some day mankind will recognize 
the immeasurable service that Christ- 
ian Science has performed for the 
human race is making this fact plain. 
For if it be true, and it is true, that 
sensation and intelligence do not re- 
side in the human body, apart from the 
human mind, then it follows, absolute- 
ly, that the human body cannot ao 
anything, feel anything, or have any- 
thing, except that which the human 
mind first decrees, and that by educat- 
ing, instructing and controlling the, 
human mind ' wilh truth, we shall 
thereby control the body with truth, 
and the body will then be healthy and 
harmonious. 

Just as certainly as the human body 
has suffered from disease and discord, 
and has gone down in wreckage in all 
of the ages of the past, as a result of 
wrong mental government, Christian 
Science is proving that in the future 
the body will respond with health and 
harmony, when it shall be governed by 
“that mind which was also in Christ 
Jesus.” 

Regardless of what any one may 
think or say to the contrary, Christian 
Science has proved beyond all possi- 
bility of successful contradiction, that 
the human body is not self-acting. It 
is not a self-acting machine. Since it 
possesses neither intelligence nor sen- 
sation in nor of itself, it can act only 
in obedience to the mentality that gov- 
erns it. 

At this point Christian Science per- 
forms an invaluable service to man- 
kind by explaining how eaclt one may 
take possession of his body and govern 
it harmoniously. Christian Science 
here declares that no one is under any 
obligation whatever to allow the so- 
called mortal mind to dictate the terms 
and conditions upon which he may 
live, but upon the contrary, it is the 
right and privilege of every one to be 
governed by the law of Spirit instead 
of the so-ealled laws of matter, and 
that by telling the truth to mortal 
mind, and thereby destroying false be- 
lief, to preserve ills body in health. 

To illustrate how the body responds 
to the mentality that governs it, study 
the faces of two men. One is furrowed 
with deep lines, it expresses bitter- 
ness, und shows that the man hates 
every one, and believes t hat every one 
hates him. The other is radiant with 
good will, and shows by its every ex- 
pression that the man loves every one, 
and thinks that every one loves him. 
What is it that makes the difference 
between t lie faces of the two men? is 
is not their thought? And if thought 
ran produce such radical changes in 
the shape, expression and contour of 
men’s faces, is it not pluin that thought 
will also produce like changes in the 
shape and action of every organ and 
part of the body? For there is no part of 
tin* body that is beyond the reach of 
I'umaii thought, and since no part of 
the body possesses intelligence or sen- 
sation in nor of itself, it follows that 
no organ or nerve can act except in 
obedience to the mentality that gov- 
erns it. 


Also observe what happens when a 
person becomes angry. Immediately 
the functions of every organ in the 
body are disarranged. The liver at 
once hegina to secrete bile, and to dif- 
fuse it through the system, so that 
one of the first results of a fit of anger 
is that the breath becomes foul. The 
heart action Is also disturbed, either 
being accelerated or retarded, and the 
face becomes pale or flushed. Any 
physician will say that many deaths 
have occurred from fits of anger, and 
yet anger is only a mental quality or 
state. 

Now, let one ask himself that, since 
such results as these, which are wit- 
nessed dally, can arise from a sudden 
wrong mental Impulse, does it require 
much thought to see that like evil re- 
sults will also occur from the habitual 
entertainment of a wrong mental qual- 
ity? Is it not plain, that hatred, and 
all of its subdivisions and by-products, 
such as malice, Bpite, resentment and 
revenge, must necessarily produce evil 
and discordant conditions upon the 
human body? And. likewise, that 
every evil quality of the mortal mind, 
such as dishonesty, Jealousy, greed, 
avarice, self-will, fear and the like, are 
so many conspirators against the 
peace and harmony of mankind, and 
that until these qualities are cast out, 
and are displaced by the qualities of 
that mind “which was also in Christ 
Jesus,” men nnd women will continue 
to suffer sin, be unhappy, and die. 

*As another illustration of how the 
human mind governs the human body, 
let a mother tell her girl that she will 
take cold if she gets her feet wet, and 
it will be so, and why? It is because 
the child believes what her mother 
says, and when she believes it, she 
embraces her body within her belief, 
and her body responds to the belief. 
Let the same mother, however, tell the 
same little girl, that water has no 
more power to make her take cold 
when it gets on her feet than when it 
gets on her face, or when she drinks 
it, and the child may then get her feet 
wet every day, without the slightest 
bad results. 

Again, one man believes that if he 
sleeps in a draught, he will take cold, 
and it will be so. Sitting right by his 
side is another man who believes that 
unless he sleeps in a draught, he will 
be sick, and it will be so, and there 
are two exactly opposite results fol- 
lowing from the same draught, not 
because there is any power in the 
draught, but because of human belief 
about it, thus showing that the body 
responds to whatever the human mind 
believes concerning it. 

Tints Christian Science is proving in 
many different directions that the body 
is not self-acting, that it has no intelli- 
gence to act and no sensation to feel, 
and that in every case, it obeys and 
responds to the neutrality that governs 
it. 

Indeed, this fact is so plain, that 
when it is once pointed out, every one 
will readily observe instances to prove 
it, and the more one gives heed to it, 
the more it becomes plain that by con- 
trolling one’s mental state of truth, 
he can thereby control his body, and 
govern its feeling and action. 

Real Significance of Jesus’ Words 

It then becomes easy to understand 
the immense significance df the words 
of Jesus, when he said, “Ye shall know 
the truth and the truth shall make you 
free.” for when the human mind is 
filled with truth instead of error, the 
body will respond with harmony in 
stead of with discord. It also becomes 
self-evident that humanity must and 
will be emancipated from bondage to 
sin, sickness and death, not by doctor- 
ing the matter body with drugs nor 
through reliance upon dead ceremonies 
or blind unreasoning faith, b u t 
through the regeneration of the human 
mind. 

Is that not precisely what St. Paul 
meant when he said, "Be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your 
mind"? Can there be any other way 
for suffering men and women to be 
liberated from evil conditions and 
transformed into a state of peace and 
harmony except through tile conscious 
evangelization and regeneration of the 
human mind?

Beat until well 
mixed. Put the butter or bacou fnt 
into n fry pan. When hot pour in the 
beaten egg nnd reduce the beat n lit- 
tle. Shake the pan constantly nnd 
with a fork loosen the edges until the 
egg la firm. Pour In the tomato, 
which has beeh thickened with corn- 
stnreh. wet with a little cold water. 
Fold over half the omelet and turn out 
on hot platter. Garnish with pursley. 
Grapes In Salad. 

Fruit Snlad.— Take one-half pound 
greeu grapes, five bananas, juice of 
lemon and one small head lettuce. 
Wash the grapes, make an Incision 
and remove the seeds. Skin the ba- 
nanas nnd with a French potato cut- 
ter cut into round balls. Squeeze the 
Juice from the lemon nnd pour over the 
bannnas. Put the grapes nnd bananas 
In cold place until ready to use. When 
ready to serve pile on lettuce leaves 
and cover with French dressing. To 
make the dressing put one tablespoon- 
ful of lemon Juice and one-quarter ten- 
sponful salt Into sauce disli; add two 
tablespoonfuls of olive oil slowly, beat- 
ing constantly. 

A Delicious Dessert. 

Plums In Batter.— Make n batter 
with two beaten eggs, five tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, a little more thun one 
pint of milk nnd a pinch of salt Re- 
move the stones from one quart of 
large ripe plums, crock them, put the 
kernels Inside of the plums again, 
mix the fruit with two heaping table- 
spoonfuls of moist sugar and stir it 
lightly Into the batter. Turn It Into 
a buttered pudding dish and bake in 
a hot oven till done. Sprinkle pow- 
dered sugar over the top and serve hot 
with one-balf cupful of butter, one cup- 
ful of sugar and one well beaten egg 
stirred to a cream nnd flavored.

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GREEN CORN DAINTIES. 

T HIS favorite vegetable may be 
prepared In so many different 
ways and Is so delicious in al- 
most any form that It is no wonder It 
bolds a high place in the housewife’s 
favor. For the fastidious the follow- 
ing recipes may be of special value: 
Superior Fritters. 

Corn Fritters. — Sift one cupful of 
flour, one-balf tenspoonful of salt, one 
scant teaspoonful of baking powder 
and one level tenspoonful of sugar to- 
gether. Stir in two eggs, one cupful of 
grated corn and milk enough to make 
a batter that will drop easily from a 
spoon. Cook in hot fut and pluce on 
absorbent paper before serving. 

Corn Salad With Mayonnulse.— Take 
cold boiled corn, cut It from the cob, 
carefully removing any shreds of silk. 
Line n salad bowl with small white 
leaves from the heart of a lettuce head 
and then heap the corn in the center. 
Pour the mayonnaise over the whole, 
being sure to have plenty of it. The 
toothsoineness of corn as a salud Ingre- 
dieut Is Just becoming appreciated. 
Com alone Is better eaten with a muy- 
onnuise than when mixed with other 
vegetables. 

A Dainty Souffle. 

Corn Souffles.— Prepare a cream 
sauce with a rounded teaspoouful each 
of butter nud flour and a cupful of hot 
milk. Add the beaten yolks of three 
eggs, a cupful of grated raw corn and 
seasonings to taste. Fold in the stiff 
whites of three eggs, turn Into individ- 
ual cases, well buttered, und bake 
about twenty minutes in a bot oven. 
These must be served hot In the molds 
In which baked. 

Com Timbales. — Take oue cupful 
each of gruted corn and milk, two 
whole eggs nnd one extra yolk, well 
beaten. Season, turn Into buttered 
tlmbulo molds, place in u pan of hot 
water and bake about a half hour lu a 
moderate oven. Remove from molds, 
gurulsh with bits of truffle and serve 
with tomato sauce or with Spanish 
suuce. This latter Is a rich white 
sauce, into which Is stirred smull cubes 
cut from the firm pulp of a tomato and 
diced green peppers.

now given up to the lust of war and 
conquest. The great number of Ger- 
mans in America who look back to the 
Fatherland with affection, and prob- 
ably most of whom left Germany be- 
cause of the militarism there which 
overwhelms every other thought, must 
look on this war with sadness. This 
is the greatest war the world has ever 
known. It Is a war fought In secret. 
The brass bands we heard In 1861 are 
hushed, London is remarkably quiet, 
the soldiers have nothing on that glit- 
ters, and England has sent 200,000 men 
to the Continent and no one knew’ 
when they went for they were all 
transported In the night. All that 
people living near Portsmouth knew 
about It was that every night’ there 
w’ould go out a large fleet of trans- 
ports, dull, dark looking vessels Just 
seen as they crept out of port, nnd 
that they were back at their anchor- 
age again in the morning before any- 
one was up. The King held tile usual 
review’ of the Fleet on the last week 
in July. People noticed that it was 
larger than usual. The King, after 
the review’, went ashore from his 
yacht. The Fleet anchored, but next 
morning it was nowhere to be seen, 
and to this day no one of the public 
knows of its whereabouts — except that 
it is in the North Sea. The news- 
pnpers have not been allowed to send 
reporters, and all the new’s given out 
here Is a few paragraphs daily from 
the War Office. All this because of 
the wonderful good sense and patience 
of the British people, w’ho acquiesce 
in Ix>rd Kitchener’s regulations. 

At England, France and Russia 
w ill be successful I have no ddubt, but 
the loss of life 1 b awful; the greatest 
war the world has ever known, but the 
spirit of the lust for pow r er must be 
put down at any cost — and at home 
in America we can only remain the 
land of the free by holding to our 
sense of right, — keeping the propor- 
tion of things before us. 

The Germans are united; the work- 
ingman as well ns the Kaiser thinks 
he is striving for what is best for 
Germany, for the thought of the na- 
tion has been perverted, — and, sad to 
say, by the influence of some of their 
ablest thinkers. Let us see to It that 
In America we think straight and have 
justice towards all both high and low’. 

We have peace societies In America, 
and to hear the talk at their meetings 
one would think that all the world was 
ready to submit everything to arbitra- 
tion, but I have never found anywhere 
in Germany, that is amongst the peo- 
ple, one who w’ould ever listen to a 
word of peace. So "it must needs be 
that offences will come,” through suf- 
fering to learn, and after It is all over 
there may come an agreed peace— a 
disbanding of armies, with only an 
army under the orders of the Hague 
Conference, whose duty it shall be to 
keep the peace.

ENGINEERING FEATS. 

Ctevtr Trick. With Which Emergen- 
cla* Have Been Met. 

Engineering is tilled with so many 
tricks to meet emergencies that most 
of them pass unnoticed, but two have 
recently attrnctod the attention of en- 
gineers because of their real oddity. 

One was n scheme for stopping a 
blazing leak in a big high pressure gas 
main in San Francisco. Some unknown 
men who wanted to make trouble set 
«ff a chemical preparation on the gas 
main, with the result that in a few 
seconds n hole had been melted in the 
main, the gas poured out and a great 
flame shot twenty-five feet in the air. 
It was then after midnight, and it was 
very inadvisable to shut the big main 
off, so it was decided to mnke an at- 
tempt to stop the leak without shutting 
off the gas. 

An oil well trick was used. An Iron 
pipe six inches in diameter and twenty 
feet long was stood on end beside the 
gas main and then by careful manipu- 
lation placed directly over the leak. 
This sent the leaking gas shooting 
through the pipe and flaming out at. tho 
top twenty feet In the nlr. Some gas 
leaked out at the bottom of the pipe, 
but this was easily stopped, so the only 
flame was that at the top of the pipe. 

Ropes had been attached to tho pipe, 
and finally at a given slgnnl the ropes 
were yanked nnd the pipe wns thrown 
many feet away from the gas main. 
The pipe carried the flame with it. Tho 
leaking gas then shot directly into the 
air from the main, but as there was 
no flame near it did hot burn. It wns 
then a comparatively simple task to 
plug the hole until permanent repnirs 
could be made. 

The other scheme wns to get to the 
top of a high chimney without using 
scaffolding or other expensive methods. 
The chimney rose two hundred feet be- 
side n Missouri power plant, nnd it wns 
proposed to attach a sign running up 
nnd down its side. A little parachute 
with a stout cord attached wns pushed 
into the chimney at the bottom, the 
flue gases carried it to the top nnd 
then out into the air. It fell on one 
side, dragging the cord after it. Then 
by means of the cord a rope was pass- 
ed up outside of the chimney nnd down 
the inside nnd the chimney top was 
accessible.— Saturday Evening Post 


DEVILED SHIRTS.

8tarted a New Fashion. 

Alexandre Dumas, the fnmous 
French romancist, wns ns recklessly 
extravagant ns he wns abnormally 
stout, nnd more than once found him- 
self in nwkwnrd straits. Indeed, he 
wns often enough without the com- 
monest necessities, even of dress, as 
when anxious to attend an ambas- 
sador’s reception he discovered he was 
without a single clean shirt among his 
linen. A friend who chanced to be 
with him at the time volunteered to go 
and buy one, ouly to find that none of 
the shops had In stock a garment sufll- 
ciently large to encircle the novelist’s 
generous girth of neck and chest 

At last when on the point of relin- 
quishing his search. Dumas’ friend 
came upon u shop where a shirt called 
“the hercules” wns advertised.

TORTURE FOR CONVICTS. 


Tho Cruel Method* In Use In Portu- 
gal’s Mozambique Colony. 

Mozambique being one of the prin- 
cipal convict settlements of the Portu- 
guese government, ninny poor crea- 
tures mnke desperate dashes for liber- 
ty only to be devoured by the sharks 
before the eyes of their guards. It 
was no uncommon event to hear the 
fortress gun boom forth, announcing 
that another poor soul was running 
this ghastly gantlet of the sharks soon- 
er than exist like a half starved dog 
in deplorable surroundings. 

There being no capital punishment 
under Portuguese law, many of tho 
convicts were of course of t ho most 
desperate type— notorious murderers, 
nnd so on. Some of them, after a 
certain time and ns a reward for good 
conduct were allowed to work on 
parole, lenving the fortress in the 
morning nnd returning at night, ply- 
ing their various trades to their own 
advantage. Others of a more danger- 
ous character might be seen working 
In chains on the road, guarded by 
slovenly half caste sepoys. 

Outside the dungeon cells were 
whipping posts, over which poor crea- 
tures had to kneel, their arms and 
logs being bound to iron rings, while 
lashes were administered with n chi- 
cotte, n strip of hippo hide. Pnlmn- 
toria wns nnother torture used. Al- 
though illegal to Portuguese law, It is 
nevertheless still widely used, causing 
excruciating pain. The Implement 
employed 1s a flat, spoon shaped 
heavy piece of hard wood about an 
inch nnd a half thick, with a handle 
eighteen inches long, the spoon bend 
being perforated with five holes. The 
person to be punished extends the 
palms of his hnnds, and sharp, regu- 
lar blows nre administered, which at 
each stroke suck up the flesh. The 
bravest can rarely stand more than 
thirty blows, for the tortured hnnds 
swell to double tlielr natural size. 
Tlie sentence is often several hundred 
blows, the punishment continuing on 
succeeding days until “justice” is sat- 
isfied.— Sibyl Belcher in Wide World 
Magazine. 


UNSELFISH SAVAGES. 


Generosity of the Semieavage Eskimo* 
of Arctio Siberia. 

Probably no more clannish— nnd un- 
selfish— people exist than the natives 
of the arctic coast of Siberia, the low- 
est type of semlsnvage Eskimos. They 
are ever thinking of one another’s wel- 
fare, nnd if one comes into possession 
of anything of value he never thinks 
of keeping it for himself, but calls 
the other members of the tribe to share 
with him. If a whale Is taken or a 
polar bear, caribou or walrus is killed 
the meat is divided among all the 
igloos. Even during the bard winter, 
when there is a shortage of food, if a 
seal is brought In by some fortunate 
hunter the meat and blubber are equal- 
ly distributed. 

Four men from East Cape, the Si- 
berian side of Bering strait, were 
taken aboard the whale ship Narwhal 
to make up the boat crews for whaling 
in tho Arctic. All through the summer 
season they remained aboard the ves- 
sel. doing their share of the perilous 
and wearisome work. When the ves- 
sel returned to East Cape on its way 
south the captain made a pile of flour, 
sugar, hard bread, calico, tobacco, car- 
tridges, needles nnd thread, tea, match- 
es — everything dear to the Eskimo 
heart. It was their wages, and the Es- 
kimos were proud of their wealth. 

The walrus hide canoes came along- 
side. and the four men were taken 
ashore with their riches. At the wa- 
ter’s edge every article was delivered 
to waiting hands, and when the men 
who bad worked all summer for these 
necessaries and luxuries started for 
their igloos they carried all they kept 
for themselves in their hands. They 
were almost ns poor as they were when 
they Btarted on tho cruise, but the vil- 
lago was temporarily happy, and so 
were they.— Exchange. 


Alleged Scottish Kings. 

Jests innumerable huve been shower- 
ed upon the hundred portraits of al- 
leged Scottish kings, with a strong 
family likeness, especially about the 
nose, which adorn Holy rood— kings, as 
Scott says, “who, if they ever flourish- 
ed at all, lived several hundred years 
before the invention of painting in oil 
colors.’’ The late Mr. W. C. Hazlltt, 
recalls the London Chronicle, hnd a 
story of a visitor who gravely inquired 
of tlie old woman who allowed him 
over the palace, “Did you do these?”

CHANGE IX SERVICE 


The Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way announces a change in service 
beginning tomorrow in consequence 
of the opening of the New Boylston 
Street subway in Boston.

£ HOW TO CHOOSE COLORS. I 


It Is nn important question, for we 
can make ourselves almost beautiful or 
entirely hideous just by the colors we 
wear. Is there one of us who hasn't 
some friend who persists in wearing a 
color which grates on the nerves and 
tastes of the beholder— a color which 
gives her face u washed out pallor or 
which accentuates to apopleptic propor- 
tions a florid complexion? 

Whatever may be your faults of color 
or line, •whether you are too pale, too 
sallow’, too highly colored, too thin, too 
fat. too short, too tall, you can subdue 
mul sometimes, to all appearances, 
eradicate them by care in ehoosing the 
colors of your gowns. 

Nor is tills all. Different colors pro- 
duce distinct psychological effects, and 
you can to a degree create In others 
the attitudes of mind which are pleas- 
ing to you. 

How’ do you feel, for instance, on a 
boiling hot day when a woman in a 
bright red gown greets your gaze? Dis- 
tinctly irritated und increasingly con- 
scious of the state of the thermometer, 
of course, while the vision of a pret- 
ty girl in a cool filmy white gow’n, 
white hose and white slippers is almost 
as refreshing as a breeze. 

For summer white is t lie color pre- 
eminent. not only because it is cool to 
look at, but also because it repulses the 
heat rays, while red absorbs them. 

In using touches of color with your 
white gown be careful to avoid “hot 
colors” and to select pastel shades. An 
exception to this is a rather vivid 
green, but this should not be worn un- 
less you have a clear complexion and 
s good deal of color. 


CANNING HINTS. 

It is not possible to obtain the best 
results from vegetables that are over- 
grown or from fruits that are dead 
ripe, yet even these have their uses 
when nothing better is available. 

The -fresh material should be cleaned, 
all imperfect portions removed and the 
remainder sorted for different pur- 
poses. 

Large articles may. be sliced or cut 
in convenient . uniform sections. Im- 
perfect shapes pr edges may be. chop- 
ped tine for .pickles or used for jams 
or jellies. * 

Uniform sections of different fruits 
and vegetables may be cooked until 
nearly tender and then put in a sw’eet 
pickle vinegity or a mustard sauce. 

Underripe fruit is suitable for. pickles 
or for jelly making. If fully ripe it 
may not look ns well in the jars, but 
will have good ilaVor. A fruit that 
may be too soft to keep its shape even 
in a thick sirup will serve for jam or 
fruit butter. 

Proper utensils are essential, espe- 
cially of materials tlint will not injure 
the delicate flavors of fruits, such ns 
silver, wood and enamel ware. 

Wire baskets for scalding fruit to re- 
move skins and the rapid use of n 
wire strainer for fruit pulp are not ob- 
jectionable. The large mouthed funnel 
for filling jars is made of tin or of 
enamel ware. 

A wooden spoon or pnddle is con- 
venient and it wooden masher is good 
for “Jams.” 

For accuracy, thermometer and sirup 
gauge are required. Where large quan- 
tities are to be prepared cherry stoners 
mid fruit presses are desirable. 


DISCRIMINATING MARKETING. 

Choosing Foods Whose Nutritive Value 

Is High Good Policy In Hard Timas. 

Now, when food prices sour, is the 
time to think of the comparative nutri- 
tive values of foods, what cheap food 
can be substituted for expensive food 
and bow cheap meats and fish, when 
available, can be made into attractive 
dishes. 

To build the tissues tile body re- 
quires protein, from meat, llsli, eggs, 
cheese, peas, beaus or milk; to furnish 
bent and energy, sugars and starchy 
foods and fats, und to keep well, min- 
eral matter, from various vegetables, 
cabbage and greens. The point is to 
select the cheapest source of these 
nutritive elements required. 

When potatoes are high remember 
that rice, at ft to lb cents a pound, 
can well lie substituted, us it lias very 
nearly t lie same composition when 
boiled as (xitators and is even slightly 
more nutritive. Macaroni and spa- 
ghetti, being starchy foods, may also 
replace potatoes and have the further 
advantage of containing considerable 
protein. 


WAXED PAPER. 

Odds and Ends From Cracker Boxes 
Are Useful In the Kitchen. 

The thick waxed paper that adds so 
to the weight of cracker boxes and for 
which housewives are paying at bo 
much a pound may as well be utilized 
in some way. It is of great help in the 
kitchen. 

The cakes that stick to the pan mny 
safely be intrusted to the lining of tills 
paper, which will need no grease, as 
tin* ordinary white sort does. In 
lining the pun. if the paper is cut bo a 
flap can be brought up nearly to the 
top on both sides, a cake may be nicely 
lifted out without danger of breaking. 

Also where there is a chance that the 
oven is n little too hot lay u round of 
the paper on top of the cake until the 
baking is nearly clone, then remove to 
permit of the proper browning. 

This same paper If rolled into a corn- 
ucopia and fastened with a pin or two 
to prevent collapse makes as good un 
apparatus with which to drop icing in 
fancy designs on u cake as the real tin 
pastry tube, with the advantage that 
tlie whole thing may be crumpled up 
and burned after use. 


^Kitchen! 
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SUBSTANTIAL PEACH DESSERT8. 

W ITH cooler weather desserts of 
n more sL’bstnntiul character 
nre appreciated. Delicious pies 
and pastries are available with late 
fruit. Peaches are most useful In the 
making of these late desserts, for the 
ncld of the fruit Is n grent aid to dlges- 
tlon. 

Nice For Luncheons, 
reach Cakes.— Take a cupful of flour, 
n tenspoonful of linking powder, a half 
tenspoonful of salt, one egg. n half 
cupful of milk, a half cupful of sugar, a 
tnblespoonful of butter and six peaches 
Sift the flour, linking powder and salt 
into a bowl; add the milk, lienten egg 
and melted butter and mix together. 
Put on Inrge, deep pie dish. Wash, 
pare and halve the peaches and put 
on top of batter, stone side up; sprin- 
kle with sugar. Bake in hot oven. 
Serve while warm with milk or cream. 

Peach Cobbler.— Take one pint flour, 
one-lmlf tenspoonful suit, two teaspoon- 
fuls baking powder sifted together sev- 
eral times, one-qunrter cupful butter 
rubbed In, cue egg beaten ar.d mixed 
with one scant cupful milk, one quar- 
ter cupful cretin). Bent this batter 
well. Fill a granite baking dish nbout 
one-half full of pared and stoned peach- 
es. Allow one pint of sugar to each 
quart of fruit; cover with batter and 
bake until peaches show n dark red 
color; cool nnd serve with sugar and 
cream. 

Fritter* For Tea. 

Peach Fritters.— Lay the halves of 
ripe, tender peaches on a Hat dish, 
sprinkle with sugar. Let stand for nn 
hour, turning once. Dip each piece 
separately in bntter and cook to n 
golden brown in deep, boiling fat. The 
bntter should be mixed several hours 
before it is needed. It is made by 
stirring one-half cupful cold water Into 
the well beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Add to this gradually an even cupful 
of sifted Hour and n tnblespoonful of 
olive oil. Beat vigorously for three 
minutes. Just before using add a pinch 
of salt nnd the whites of the eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth. 

Baked Penck Pudding.— Take one 
half cupful of rice nnd boil In n qunrt 
of boiling wuter till tender. Add one 
cupful of grnnulnted sugar, one table 
spoonful of butter, nnd when the sugar 
is dissolved add the yolks of two eggs. 
Cook for one minute. Butter a pud- 
ding dish, add first n lnyer of rice, then 
a layer of peaches and so on until the 
peaches nre nil used, finishing with the 
rice. Add one cupful of the peach 
Juice. Bake in n moderate oven twen- 
ty-five minutes. Take from the oven 
nnd cool. Make a meringue of two 
whites of the eggs nnd two tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar. Slightly brown 
In n slow oven nnd serve with or with- 
out sauce.

H ERE’S a suggestion for the day’s 
dinner that is economical and 
palatable: 

Nourishing and Cheap. 

Soup Without Meat.— Take one cup- 
ful of pearl barley, three or four po- 
tatoes cut fine, two or three onions, 
celery or any other vegetable that Is at 
hnnd and one cun of tomatoes. Cook 
slowly, the tireless cooker being best 
Barley should soak overnight nnd then 
cook two or three hours before adding 
other vegetables. Strain when done 
and add a cupful of cream or milk. 
The pulp can be used with n can of 
corned beef for hash for luncheon next 
day. 

Baked Vegetables. 

Cucumbers Stuffed With Meat.— 
Take four medium sized cucumbers, 
peel and cut in two lengthwise, re- 
moving seeds. Prepare a filling of one 
cupful of minced veal or chicken, two 
tnblespoonfuls of cream, one- half tea- 
spoonful of soft crumbs, one teaspoon- 
ful of minced parsley ami salt and 
pepper as needed. Fill cucumbers uud 
pour around them in baking pan a 
cupful of veal or chicken stock or 
white sauce. Bake one-lmlf hour, cov- 
ered; then uncover, strew top with but- 
tered crumbs and brown five minutes. 
A Stew That's Different. 

Tomnto Beef Stew.— Pour into a 
porcelain saucepan one can of toma- 
toes. two large onions sliced, one tea- 
spoonful each of cloves, nutmeg and 
allspice and one cupful of sugar. Let 
cook until onions nre tender, about an 
hour, und add eold boiled meat, diced. 

Walnut Cake.— Take one cupful of 
sugar and one-lmlf cupful of butter, 
creamed together. Add two eggs and 
two-thtrds of a cupful of milk, two 
cupfuls of Hour. Into which Ims been 
sifted two teaspoonfuls of Imklng pow- 
der. one cupful of raisins and one cup- 
ful of chopped walnuts. This is nice 
with chocolate frosting thickly covered 
with walnut meats

Newton High opened its football 
season by winning from Quincy High 
7 to 0, on Claflin Field Tuesday after- 
noon in a poorly played game. With 
the exception of the first period, Quin- 
cy had all the better of the contest 
and were it not for fumbles, would 
have tied Newton. 

Wellman, Newton’s quarterback; 
Capt. Van Tassel and Brady were the 
three Newton boys who played up to 
expectations. The former, who played 
his first game at quarterback, used 
good judgment directing his plays and 
his ability to carry the ball was sur- 
prising. Capt. Larkin. Foy, Bogan and 
Hamlin excelled for Quincy. 

Newton hud two chances to score 
and Quincy one. Newton made its 
touchdown in the first three minutes 
of the first period. Quincy kicked 
off to Brady, who ran back 15 yards. 
The Newton backs made three first 
downs and brought the ball beyond 
the center of the field. Wellman 
circled Quincy’s end for a 28-yard run. 
which placed the ball within a yard of 
the goal. 

On the second play Wellman went 
through the center of the Quincy line 
for a touchdown. Harris kicked the 
goal. 

In the third period Quincy inter- 
cepted a Newton forward pass and ran 
back 40 yards. Turner of Newton 
overtook the Quincy back and downed 
him on Newton’s 20-yard line. Three 
attempts to gain failed and Newton 
took the ball on downs. 

Quincy made two forward passes 
which gained 35 yards. Newton's 
backfield found the Quincy line very 
strong and the visiting players fre- 
quently sifted througii and stopped 
plays before the Newton backs started. 


MASSACHUSETTS NAUTICAL 
SCHOOL 


The outlook for young men who 
answer the call of the sea has not 
been so promising since the era of 
clipper ships as it is today. It Is ex- 
pected that the opening of the Panama 
Canal will result in the development 
of n commerce of Inrge proportions 
between the Atlantic and Pacific coast 
ports of the United States. 

The trnde with South America that 
Germany, England and France have 
been compelled to relinquish on ac- 
count of the war, will be diverted very 
largely to the United States if the war 
continues. 

On August 18 Inst, an amendment 
to the Panama Canal act became ef- 
fective allowing foreign built ships to 
be admitted to American registry for 
deep sea trade. Already a number of 
foreign ships have been placed under 
the American flag in accordance with 
this act. 

The law recently enacted requiring 
all vessels of one thousand tons or 
more to carry an additional officer has 
increased the demand for graduates 
of the Massachusetts Nautical School. 

In his Inst annual report, the U. S. 
Commissioner of Navigation reports 
as follows regarding the condition of 
shipping: “The year has been one of 
steady and symmetrical growth in 
practically all branches of the mer- 
chant marine. On June 30, 1913, the 
total tonnage of our merchant marine 
was 7,8S6,518 gross tons, an increase 
of 172,336 tons over the previous year, 
and the largbst in our history. Ex- 
cepting the British Empire, this ton- 
nage greatly exceeds the combined 
tonnage of any other three nations. 
The most satisfactory statement is 
the record of 1,027,776 gross tons reg- 
istered for the foreign trade, an in- 
crease of 95,675 tons over the previous 
year. Twenty-seven years have 
elapsed since we registered for foreign 
trade so large a tonnage as at present.’ 1 

The development of our shipping 
and the increased demand for com- 
petent officers insure rapid promotion 
to those having proper qualifications 
and training. The young man who 
prepares himself today for a seafaring 
career will be in command of a ship 
in ten years, and the American ships 
of the future will be larger and better 
efluipped than anything the country 
has yet seen. 

The American merchant marine, 
“the great national training school,” 
not only affords the youth of the state 
an opportunity to enter an honorable 
profession with a good income, but it 
develops character. The discipline of 
ship-board life brings out those heroic 
qualities which make for the highest 
manhood. 

The Massachusetts Nautical School, 
now in its twenty-second year, is 
maintained by the state of Massachu- 
setts and offers practical and theo- 
retical instruction in seamanship and 
marine engineering. The scientific 
training received in this school pre- 
prepares young men for the highest 
service as officers in the mercantile 
marine. Lads of good character, 
physique and ability are graduated in 
two years. 

The autumn examination of candi- 
dates will be held on October 10, 1914.

NEWTON SCHOOLS

training and broad experience, deeply 
Interested In achieving the highest 
sucess for their individual schools. 
The teachers are earnest, enthusiastic 
a ml capable. I feel that our chief 
asset is not our buildings, fine as they 
Hre, but our faculty. 

_"Of course to maintain a system ot 
schools ns complete, up-to-date and 
progressive as ours requires a great 
deal of money, and mnkeB the cost of 
education seem excessive compared 
with what it was in years gone by. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
the cost of maintenance in all of the 
city departments has greatly increased 
in the last 10 or 15 years, and 1 don’t 
think that the increase for school 
maintenance hns been above the aver- 
age increase found necessary in other 
departments. 

“Nor do I believe that the cost of the 
Newton schools is excessive when 
compared with that of other leading 
cities in the state. The cost ot schools 
In any community will be determined 
ultimately by the ability of the com- 
munity to pay the bills and by whether 
or not they desire the best in educa- 
tion. I am not in a position to know 
whether the Newton schools are more 
expensive than they ought to be, but 
I trust the city is eager for and will 
tolerate nothing but first-class schools. 

Changes Unnecessary 

"In view’ of the great variety of op- 
portunities offered here it would seem 
to me unnecessary to enlarge our ac- 
tivities at present or make any chang- 
es in the policies that have prevailed. 

I shall be fully occupied in studying 
the present system for the next few’ 
weeks and it will be my purpose to 
encourage and demand the best pos- 
sible work In all lines pursued. 
Schools exist only for the highest wel- 
fare of the children who attend them, 
and any system fully to fulfil this pur- 
pose must be an alert, growing sys- 
tem, frequently subject to modifica- 
tion. Usually such modification should 
come about so naturally and gradually 
as not to disturb the situation.” 

Newton differs from many places in 
having both a classical and a technical 
high school building. More than that, 
the technical building houses tw’o dis- 
tinct schools, the technical and voca- 
tional. Each occupies about one half 
of the plant. The first offers courses 
which prepare for college and techni- 
cal schools of college grade, for the 
managing and office side of mercan- 
tile business, and for art w’ork. The 
vocational school aims to prepare pu- 
pils to pursue the practical arts of the 
home and to enter trade and the pro- 
ductive rather than the distributive 
side of manufacturing industry. 

Vocational Work 

It Is expected that the total enrol- 
ment in the vocational school this year 
will be nearly 400, and present signs 
indicate that two thirds will be boys. 
The courses open to boys comprise 
the machine, electrical, pattern mak- 
ing, cabinet making, printing, and a 
combined carpentry and cabinet-mak- 
ing course. 

The course open to girls is called 
household arts, and its aim is to give 
girls and young women training for 
the profession of homemaking as w’ell 
as the practical training which will 
enable them to be at least partially 
self-supporting upon completion of the 
course. This means that the sewing, 
cooking, millinery and so forth are 
given in such a way that they will 
measure up to a high commercial 
standard. 

Beginning about the middle of Octo- 
ber the school is to conduct evening 
classes for trade workers, both men 
and women. An enrolment of about 
480 is anticiapted, the instruction be- 
ing open to those over 17 years of age. 

The vocational school is conducted 
under the direction of Michael W. Mur- 
ray, head master, who also holds the 
position of director of manual and 
industrial work in the grades. “What 
we are trying to do,” Mr. Murray says, 
“is to fill the need of the state for 
men who come between skilled me- 
chanics and technical school gradu- 
ates. Employers want young men w ho 
have detailed knowledge of the work 
in which they are to engage, knowl- 
edge that cannot be found in text- 
books. We aim to supply this knowl- 
edge and at the same time we insist 
that the student take with his shop- 
work a certain amount of cultural 
study, English, civics, mathematics 
and the like. 

“One difficulty we have is that boyB 
get work to do in the summers and, by 
the way, we encourage them to do that 
— and then become so well pleased 
with the idea of having a job that they 
fail to return to finish their course 
It would be better all around if the 
manufacturers would insist on these 
boys coming back to school. 

“Another difficulty w'e have had is 
to secure the right kind of teachers, 
for they must be persons who have 
had college training and industrial 
experience as well. We are fortunate 
in the teachers we have and inasmuch 
as the state lias undertaken now to 
provide training for the kind of teach- 
ers we need, it should not be difficult 
to secure them hereafter. Our teach- 
ers have come from all over New Eng- 
land, and from the West. 

“It probably will be a surprise to 
some to learn that in each of our 
shops about $1500 worth of work is 
done each year. The boys who take 
the printing course, for example, do 
the printing for the school department 
of the city. 

"There is no doubt that there is 
need in the state for much more of 
that kind of education given in our 
vocational courses. To be sure, the 
equipment required by such a school 
as ours makes it an expensive plant 
to build, but ufter such a building 1 b 
once constructed the state pays half 
the maintenance expenses, so that 
really it is not such u costly proposi- 
tion as it might at first appear. 

"Our Newton technical high school 
was planned for 800, and now we have 
nearly 1100 pupils. This means tliut 
every available inch of space is being 
UBed. In the vocational school we have 
a faculty of 27, und we limit our 
classes to a membership of 15 in order 
that the pupils may get the individual 
attention necessary in tills type of 
instruction.”

A CITY MANAGER 


How II Works In Dayton, Ohio the First City To 
Adopt This Method 


The following article on the Cltyi 
Manager form of municipal govern- 
ment by Henry M. Waite of Dayton, 
Ohio, will be of Interest to students of 
city government in this community. 
Mr. Waite says 

The commission-manager form of 
government in Dayton is the applica- 
tion of the newest development in or- 
ganization to a municipality. The 
commission is elected by the people 
on a non-partisan and short ballot. 
The commissioner receiving the high- 
est number of votes is the mayor. 
These five commissioners correspond 
to the bonrd of directors of a corpora- 
tion, and they select and appoint an 
executive, who is the city manager. 
All the functions of the municipal gov- 
ernment come under the city mana- 
ger, outside of the legislative func- 
tions, which are in the hands of the 
commission. 

Under the executive in Dayton are 
the five operating departments. Each 
of these departments is headed by a 
director, and each of these directors 
is appointed by the city manager. 
They are: 

Director of public safety, covering 
the police, fire, weights and measures. 

Director of service, who has charge 
of the water works, engineering, the 
construction, repairing and cleaning 
of the streets r»nd sewers, the collec- 
tion of garbage and ashes, and the 
general supervision of all public util- 
ities. 

Director of finance, who has under 
him the treasurer, the accountant, and 
the purchasing agent. 

Director of welfare, having charge 
of all correctional institutions, hospi- 
tals, charities, parks, playgrounds, rec- 
reations, outdoor relief and Bocial bet- 
terment and all community and social 
features. 

Director of law, who is the city at- 
torney. 

The appointment of these directors 
ia the flrBt step in the application of 
business methods to municipal gov- 
ernment. Our director of law is one 
of the. leading attorneys of Dayton. 
He was on the original charter com- 
mission and had more to do than any- 
one else with the drafting of the char- 
ter. He accepted the position at a 
sacrifice to his own business. 

The director of welfare was a min- 
ister. He is an executive. He was at 
the head of a very large parish, and 
he is a man who was doing a wonder- 
ful work outside of his church. He 
had made studies of social conditions 
and social betterment; had traveled 
abroad and studied conditions in for- 
eign cities, as well as the cities in 
this country, and his greatest work 
was being done outside of the church. 
He accepted the position of director 
of welfare and resigned from his 
church. 

The director of finance is a man 
from Dayton who had occupied in the 
various industries of Dayton the posi- 
tions of accountant, purchasing agent, 
and treasurer. When he was appoint- 
ed he was a member of a firm of pub- 
lic accountants. 

The director of service is a man 
from out of Dayton. When it came to 
the appointment of the various direc- 
tors the commission and myself got 
together and they furnished me lists of 


the men who they thought had the 
characteristics and experience to fill 
the various positions. For the position 
of the director of service, however, 
they thought it advisable to bring a 
man from out of town, and bo 1 se- 
lected a man who had large construc- 
tion experience, had been on the new 
aqueduct in New York, a man who had 
studied municipal work, and who had 
been my principal assistant engineer 
in Cincinnati. 

The directorship of safety has never 
been filled, as we were not able to find 
the right man, and the city manager 
is now filling that position. 

These directors with the city mana- 
ger, form the staff. They meet every 
day for an hour nnd go over the im- 
portant questions in each departmem, 
the same as would be done in a cor- 
poration. If there Is a division of 
ideas in these staff meetings, a vote 
is taken, and while this particular 
function is not called for in the char- 
ter, it centralizes the entire organiza- 
tion. Each director is responsible for 
his own department. Each director 
makes his own appointments, subject 
to the approval of the city manager, 
and the question of appointments is 
taken up at the staff meetings. 

The commissioners, together with 
the city manager and the director of 
finance as secretary, form the sinking 
fund trustees. This brings all of the 
finance of the government inside of 
the central organization. 

I think everyone will agree that 
there has been an awakening all over 
the country to the inefficiency of the 
old forms of municipal government 
and to the fact that we ourselves, the 
voters, made the conditions what they 
are. We may be dissatisfied at what is 
being accomplished, but, as a matter 
of fact, we are responsible. We have 
allowed innumerable laws and stat- 
utes to be passed which surround 
municipal work with a network of 
red tape, making progress and efficien- 
cy impossible. We, to protect our 
communities and ourselves — as we 
thought — allowed these laws to be 
passed, and there we ended our inter- 
est in municipal affairs. We elected 
people to office and then hampered 
them, then condemned them. I have 
thought, since I have been in muni- 
cipal work, that if it was possible to 
get one of these public Jobs in the 
open where we could handle it as our 
big businesses are handled, most re- 
markable showings could be made 
Unfortunately, however, it is impossi- 
ble, due to the network of laws and 
the attitude of the people, to get effi- 
ciency rapidly. 

The municipal governments of 
American cities may be divided today 
into three classes: federal, commis- 
sion, and commission-manager. Take 
any city organization under the old 
federal form and analyze it. Could 
any man operate his own private busi- 
ness with the organizations which we 
have allowed in our municipal affairs? 
We have here all kinds and conditions 
of individuality — some departments 
run by boards and commissions, some 
appointed and some elected. In a 
number of our cities the governor may 
appoint some of the boards or com- 
missions.

A NEIGHBORS DUTY 

Good Advice To Follow In Conlagious 
Diseases 


Every family which has a member 
ill with typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
or other contagious disease, is en- 
titled to the sympathy and intelligent 
help of the community. At the same* 
time, the stricken family should real- 
ize fully that simple good citizenship 
calls upon its members to do every- 
thing in their power to prevent the 
spread of the contagion to neighbors. 
In the country especially, where there 
are seldom health officers to impose 
rigid quarantines, the duty of keep- 
ing the sick separated from the well 
falls with peculiar weight on the af- 
flicted family. Ordinary neighborli- 
ness demands that such a family keep 
its members away from others and 
prevent outsiders from coming in con- 
tact with the infection. 

On a farm producing and Belling 
milk, a contagious disease such as 
typhoid or scarlet fever demands 
special precautions. A very few germs 
of these diseases allowed to get into 
the milk may multiply rapidly and be 
a source of disease in many families 
on the milk route served by the 
farmer. 

In the case of typhoid, the disease 
may come from germs in the well 
water, and this water if used unboiled 
for cleansing milk bottles or cans 
may very well start a typhoid epidemic 
in a neighboring town. Inspectors 
have frequently traced outbreaks of 
scarlet fever and typhoid along a milk 
route and back to a sick person on 
the producer’s farm. 

It is the duty of every milk farmer 
to see that no one who is suffering 
from fever of any kind ever enters 
the dairy. Moreover, no one engaged 
in nursing the sick should ever be al- 
lowed to go near milk. Those who 
handle the milk on such farms, even 
though they never have been near the 
person who is sick, should take special 
precautions. Before entering the milk 
room they should put on a clean cap 
and a clean duster, which are never 
allowed to go into the house. In cases 
of typhoid or suspected typhoid all 
water used in cleansing milk vessels 
should first be boiled. Finally, even 
with all these precautions, wherever 
typhoid or scarlet fever is even sus- 
pected in a family, the milk should be 
thoroughly pasteurized before being 
sold. 

The milk producer who takes these 
precautions establishes his good citi- 
zenship. The one who handles milk 
carelessly with sickness in his family 
is, though he may not realize it, a pos- 
sible enemy to his customers. 

Such precautions are doubly neces- 
sary where the owner of the farm is 
the sufferer, because the milk is apt 
to be handled carelessly for lack of 
his supervision. Inspectors recently 
following up a case of bad milk found 
the owner of the farm sick with a 
bad case of typhoid fever. He gave 
his illness as a reason for his not 
being prosecuted, because the low 
quality of the milk was due directly 
to its handling by inexperienced per- 
sons. Investigation proved that the 
farmer’s illness was one of a succes- 
sion of cases of typhoid that had oc- 
curred on this farm. The probability, 
therefore, was that the milk being 
sent out before the farmer was sick 
was dangerously contaminated, while,

EDITORIAL 


The platforms of the three political 
parties in this state are now before 
the voters for consideration. Not one 
of them probably represents all that 
each individual voter would like em- 
phasized as a party creed, and yet all 
undoubtedly are a fair statement of 
the prevalent opinions of large groups 
of voters, modified, possibly by the in- 
dividual impress of some of the prom- 
inent leaders. Rut the voters will, 
undoubtedly, look beyond the platform 
to the personality of the party candi- 
dates, for, after all. the man chosen as 
the leader of the people will point the 
way, more or less regardless of a plat- 
form, framed by others than himself. 
In this respect, the Republican party 
must commend itself, for in Mr. Mc- 
Call, it has a candidate for governor 
who measures head and shoulders 
above the others. With a splendid 
record for many years for independent 
thought and action, combined with 
much constructive legislation in the 
National Congress, Mr. McCall has 
gained the confidence of the people of 
Massachusetts which will he reflected 
in the vote on November 3rd. When 
Mr. McCall is compared with the “ami 
able inefficiency” of Mr. Walsh and the 
weather vane performances of Mr. 
Walker, there can be but one answer. 
Elect Mr. McCall as the next governor 
of Massachusetts. 

One of the interesting side lights on 
the action of the aldermen in calling 
the city election for Dec. 8th was the 
failure to recognize a vacancy which 
will take place on January first on 
account of the removal of Alderman 
Blakemore from ward one to ward 
seven Mr. Blakemore would have one 
year more to serve, had he not pur- 
chased a home in another ward, and 
under the city charter, his office will 
become vacant at the end of the pres- 
ent year. The same thing took place 
some five or six years ago, when Al- 
derman Weston of ward 7 moved to 
ward 3, and at that time the call was 
inserted in the order for the city elec- 
tion and the people filled the vacancy 
by electing Alderman Barker. As the 
matter stands at present, the voters 
will not have the opportunity to fill 
the coming vacancy and it will be left 
to the new hoard of aldermen to elect 
Mr. Blak?more’s successor. The 
GRAPHIC believes that the matter 
should have been treated as it was 
before and that the people should fill 
this office and not the board of aider- 
men. 


If the country is lo be called Upon 
lo protect the cotton growers of the 
South by the purchase of individual 
hales of cotton, there is an equal de- 
mand from New England apple grow- 
ers who are facing a similar crisis in 
their own field of Industry An enor- 
mous crop, limited world markets on 
account of the war, competition from 
exceptionally heavy crops of other 
fruits. — all these causes spell a con- 
dition that the New England apple 
growers must face. This year is but 
a promise of what will shortly come. 
Over one-half of the apple-trees in 
the state are practically coming into 
hearing, nnd in a few years more the 
resulting enormous additional crop o* 
npples from these maturing trees will 
glut the market yearly. 

“Buy A Barrel." 

While it is possibly too soon to pro- 
test too vigorously against the new 
arrangements of the Roston Elevated 
due to the opening of the new Boylston 
street subway, it is quite evident that 
two conditions require modification 
before they will become acceptable to 
the travelling public. The most an- 
noying situation is that of the new 
transfer point at the Watertown car 
barn, where conditions have been very 
bad all the week, largely due to the 
negligence nnd indifference of the op- 
erating force of the company. The 
Company also, probably did not real- 
ize that the new subway would add 
very much to the travel between No- 
nantum square and Boston by way of 
Brighton and more cars are urgently 
needed to accomodnte the public. 

It is nmusing to note that the Re 
publican state convention sidestepped 
the equal suffrage matter by simply 
ignoring it. It reminds one of the 
ostrich hiding its head in the sand 
for that matter will certainly come up 
for action at the next legislature and 
if the vote at the last session is any 
criterion, will receive a large major- 
ity in favor of its submission to the 
people at the election in November. 
1915. In some things the leaders of 
the Republican party are as obtuse 
as ever, and this is perhaps the most 
conspicuous.

While the Heath claim for reim- 
bursement for money advanced for a 
splendid public improvement has no 
legal standing before our city govern- 
ment, there can be no question re- 
garding the moral obligation resting 
on the city to recompense Mrs. Heath 
for all financial outlay regarding the 
widening of Ixjwell avenue, as soon 
as the necessary Legislative authority 
can he obtained. 


The change just made in the Build- 
ing Code to stiffen the requirements 
of fireproof construction in all apart- 
ment and tenement houses is a step in 
the right direction.

The Potato Habit. 

Potato eating has berdtUe a habit 
Hot because potatoes contain enough 
nourishment to carry on life, hut be- 
cause they arc cheap, easy to prepare 
nnd bulky enough to fill up the stom- 
ach. The potato consists almost en- 
tirely of starch, and though this has .a 
place in the diet it Is not capable of 
building Up strength and muscle. Con- 
stant reference Is made to the hardi- 
hood of colonists and early settlers. 
They were not raised on a potato diet, 
for the potato was a luxury ns late ns 
1800, to be served with sugar, nutmeg 
nnd mace. It Is a product of more re- 
cent years, part and parcel of the 
struggle to keep down the living ex- 
pense nt the cost of the body. 

This does not mean that potatoes 
should be eliminated from the dietary, 
for like every other food they have a 
definite mission to fulfill, but they 
must Ik* used with discretion and in 
proper combination. Excessive use 
brings nn Inevitable trail of nnnemin, 
obesity and autointoxication.— Country 
Gentleman. 


Foal estate owners, agents and

Further 
Information having been laid, 170 
matrons were condemned. In 184 B. 
C. n four months' inquiry by the 
praetor resulted In the condemnation 
of 2,000 persons for poisoning. There 
were many similar scnndals, hut it will 
always remain doubtful whether In 
any particular one of these ancient 
enses the epidemic was not really nat- 
ural. ^ —London Spectator.

William H. Carter of Needham is 
the Republican candidate for Congress 
against John Mitchell who won the 
special election when Captain Weeks 
was elected Senator. Mitchell has 
done effective campaigning with the 
aid of Cncle Sam's frank and garden 
seeds. If nbilitv to do such routine 
and formal work is the measure of 
a congressman, Mitchell can make 
quite a showing. But this district is 
vitally interested in the tariff. Many 
large factories are located here and 
many residents of the district aro 
financially interested or work in fac- 
tories located elsewhere. It is an 
undeniable fact that the Democratic 
tariff ignored the interests of New 
Englnnd industries. It is common 
knowledge that many factories are on 
short time and that business general- 
ly was unfavorably affected by this 
tariff. And what did Mitchell and the 
other Democrats from New England 
do? They meekly walked into a Dem- 
ocratic caucus and agreed to vote as 
Mr. Underwood from Alabama and 
Mr. Kitchen from South Carolina and 
the other southern congressmen de- 
cided they should. That’s good poli- 
tics when one is playing for the favor 
of an important committee appoint- 
ment. It remains to be seen whether 
it is good politics "back home" to play 
for one’s own advantage and ignore 
the industrial interests of one’s dis- 
trict. The tariff hasn't certainly 
made the cost of living any lower for 
the laborer. If the manufacturer 
says it is hurting him and the work- 
men know that they are not getting 
"full time,” who wins? Perhaps 
some one across the water or perhaps 
the congressman himself. We’ll join 
in any resolution declaring Congress- j 
man Mitchell a good fellow and we 
might truthfully say many nice things 
about him, but when it comes to an- 
alyzing his congressional career, we 
fail to see where his real record is 
entitled to more than a very ordinary 
rating. The fact that he is going on 
the Ways and Means Committee is 
notice to us in Massachusetts that his 
presence there is acceptable to the 
next chairman Kitchen of South Caro- 
lina who was the man who attacked 
New England so viciously in his tar- 
iff speeches. 

In Mr. Carter the Republicans offer 
a man who has risen thro’ hard labor 
in his factory to the head of a great 
business and to an honored place in 
his community. He knows the effect 
of the Underwood tariff for he has 
felt it in his business. Mr. Carter is 
not a great orator. He is not skilled 
in the tactics of politics. He opened 
his campaign for the nomination by 
going straight to the voters. After 
he had secured the support of enough 
voters, the so-called leaders of the 
party were asked to support him. One 
needs only to inquire about him 
through his business friends to learn 
that he is a plain, outspoken, straight, 
from-the-shoulder business man who 
would represent the business service 
of this district and who wouldn’t know 
when he was “licked" if the interests 
of the district were attacked.

A SUBSTANTIAL yet inexpensive 
<1 inner is outlined above. Some 
suggestions for preparing it are 
given here. 

A Novel Soup. 

Splnnch Puree.— Wash and boll until 
tender one pound of fresh spinach. 
Drain, chop tine and simmer in a 
saucepan in which one tablespoouful 
of butter lias been melted. Take from 
stove, add oue-lialf teaspoonful of suit, 
a dash of nutmeg and one tablespoon- 
ful of gnited cheese. Heat one cupful 
each of milk and water. When holliug 
add the spinach and two beaten eggs, 
simmer for four minutes, then place, 
uncovered, on the top shelf of a very 
hot oven for five minutes. Serve with 
croutons. 

Scalloped Tomatoes.— Season about a 
pint of sliced tomatoes with a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a scant teaspoonful of 
pepper and onion Juice. Add a cupful 
of liuely minced celery. Butter a bak- 
ing dish. First put in half of the to- 
matoes. then a layer of crackers. 
Sprinkle with two heaping tablespoou- 
fuls of grated cheese; then add the to- 
matoes, sprinkle the top with cracker 
crumbs anil bits of butter and bake 
twenty minutes. 

A French Method. 

Veal Goulash.— Take about one and 
one-half pounds of lean fillet or leg of 
veal. Remove skin and sinews and 
cut luto fairly thick slices or cubes of 
even size. Peel and slice thinly a fair- 
lj* large ouiou and fry in a pan with an 
ounce of lard to a pale color. Now 
put in the meat, season with salt, pep- 
per and paprika and allow to cook. 
Next dredge the meat with about a ta- 
blespoonful of flour, mix well and 
moisten with one-half a pint of good 
stock and a small glass of claret, cover 
the pan and allow’ to cook slowly for 
about an hour. Have ready two or 
three potatoes, washed, peeled and cut 
into cubes; add those when the meat 
is half done. About ten minutes be- 
fore serving ndx a little sour cream 
with the stew. Serve hot 
Apple Custard.— Take a half dozen 
apples, pare and grate these with the 
rind of one lemon. Adil the yolks of 
three eggs, .sweeten to taste and bake 
ten to fifteen minutes in a quick oven. 
When done spread over the top a 
meringue made by beating the wiiltes 
of three eggs to a stiff froth, with n 
tablespoonful of powdered sugar nml a 
tenspoonful of lemon extract Put the 
custurd In the oven to brown.

WAYS OF USING POTATOES. 

T HE homely potato may be disguis- 
ed in various appetizing ways, 
If you are looking for novel 
w ays of serving potatoes consider these 
recipes : 

Potato Custard. — Take six large 
white potatoes, boll and mash them 
nud add two well beaten eggs, butter, 
pepper, salt and u cupful of hot milk. 
Beat until smooth and light, add a lit- 
tle sugar und a dash of nutmeg. Light- 
ly fill greased custard cups and buke. 
Foreign Recipes. 

Potato Wanders.— Take four large 
potatoes, boll and slice them and ndil 
a tablespoonful of chopped onion, as 
much parsley, pepper and salt to taste 
and half u cupful of rich milk. Stir 
and pour into a baking dish, cover 
with the yolk of an egg mixed with 
hulf a cupful of breadcrumbs. Bake 
until brown. 

Hollandaiso Potatoes.— Cut boiled po- 
tatoes in quarters. If potatoes are 
large cut Into eighths. Pour melted 
butter flavored with lemon Juice over 
them. Seuson with salt und paprika 
nnd cook about ten minutes in the 
oven. Them sprinkle with parsley. 
Use one and a half cupfuls of potatoes 
to two tablcspoonfuls of butter and 
half u teaspoonful of lemon juice, 

A Tempting Salad. 

Potato and Olive Salad.— Take four 
good sized boiled potatoes and cut into 
dice. Add fifteen stoned and chopped 
olives cut Into good sized pieces and 
two hard boiled eggs, also cut up. 
Sprinkle with salt, olive oil and vine- 
gar and fold together. Set on Ice for 
an hour. Add half a cupful of stiff 
mayonnaise. Put rings of olives on top. 

Curried Potatoes.— Take tw*o largo 
potatoes cut luto cubes about an inch 
square, place in suucepau with a ta- 
blespoouful of melted butter. Seuson 
to taste with salt, cayenne pepper and 
u teaspoonful of curry powder. Stir 
thoroughly and then add a pint of hot 
water. Let cook till potatoes are w’ell 
done, but uot mushy. Leuvo enough 
liquid to form u gravy when they are 
served. If you like u milk suuce put 
an eighth uf a cupful of udlk In 
bow l, add half a cupful of cold water 
and blend in two tablespoonfuls of 
flour. Pour this over the potatoes and 
cook till liquid is reduced one-half.

TOASTING BREAD. 


Preparing It So That It May Be Easily 
Digested. 

We toast breud not merely to brown 
It, but to take out all the moisture 
possible, that it may lie more easily 
moistened with the saliva and thus 
easily digested; then we brown it to 
give it a better flavor. 

If tlie slice be thick nnd carelessly ex- 
posed to u blazing fire the outside is 
blackened and made into charcoal be- 
fore the heat enn reach the inside. The 
moisture Is then only heated, not evap- 
orated. and makes the inside doughy 
or clammy. Butter when spread upon 
such bread cannot penetrate, but floats 
on the surface in the form of oil, and 
the result is one of the most in- 
digestible compounds. 

The correct wuy is to have the bread 
stale nud cut into thin uniform slices 
and to dry it thoroughly before brown- 
ing. Such toast moistened with water 
or milk may be easily and thoroughly 
acted upon by digestive fluids. 


To Avoid Shelling Peas. 

Instead of shelling peas, throw them, 
pods anil all. Into u saucepan of boil- 
ing water after wushing ami discard 
all spoiled ones. When they ure done 
tho pods will rise to the surface, while 
the peas will stay at the bottom of the 
saucepan. LVas cooked hi tills man- 
ner liuvo a fine flavor.

of course, the risk after illness had 
withdrawn his attention was vastly 
increased. 

In many ensos where an outbreak 
of typhoid hns been traced back to a 
dairy the owner was not deliberately 
careless. Typhoid fever is not always 
readily recognized as such, and not 
uncommonly passes simply as a fever 
or bowel complaint. For this reason 
every case of fever on a dairy farm 
should he regarded with suspicion nnd 
lead to very careful handling of the 
milk. 

Members of households in which 
there are contagious or suspicious ill- 
nesses also have an important part to 
play in keeping the milk supply clean. 
They should never return empty milk 
bottles without first boiling them, and 
any family which takes a public milk 
bottle into a room where there is a 
contagious disease is really a party 
to a serious offense against public 
health. A milk dealer who learns of 
a case of sickness in a family should 
keep the bottles from that house sep- 
arated from the others and make cer- 
tain that they are very carefully ster- 
ilized before they are aagin used for 
milk. 

Even when there is no sickness on 
a farm, the dairy farmer should use 
every effort to produce a high grade, 
clean milk from healthy cows. Ster- 
ilization of bottles and other milk 
vessels is essential.

Dog* For Draft Work. 

The use of dogs for draft work was 
prohibited in London In 1830, but re- 
mained legal In the provlnn** for an- 
other fifteen years. Sir Walter Gil- 
bey, In his "Recollections of Seventy 
Years,” notes as a feature of his boy- 
hood at Bishop Htortford the numbers 
of dog carriages and carts on the 
Essex lanes and highroads. "All sorts 
and conditions of men used dog car- 
riages, from small tradesmen to poorer 
people who could not afford n pony. 
Dog draft was abolished because 
certain people agitated against it as 
cruel, but I think that generally the 
dogs were neither 111 treated nor over- 
worked. There are probably many peo- 
ple living who can remember when the 
tugging propensity of the dog was 
utilized in England. Workingmen had 
their ‘dogcarts,’ in which they made 
Sunday and holldny excursions. The 
dogs employed were, ns a rule, heavy 
half bred bull mnstKTs with a touch of 
the lurcher in them. They thought 
nothing of drawing their masters fifty 
or sixty miles in a day.”— London 
Sphere.

T HE present vogue of long 
gloves will continue during 
the early fall months, gradual- 
ly giving way to short gloves, 
says the Dry Goods Economist.

Autumn Flowers Look Charming 

In the New Basket Receptacles | 


I 



B ASKETS make charming re- 
ceptacles for the autuiuu 
flowers and grasses that now 
make the woods and fields so 
gay. The illustration shows two use- 
ful forms, one the vase shape with the 
overarching handle, the other the wide 
open shape, Probably the most popu- 
lar of the new baskets nre the reed 
and burnt bamboo ones that come in 
every conceivable shape and form. 

Some of the prettiest of these are 
made long and slender with long han- 
dles by which they may be hung on 
the porch or at the windows. How- 
ever, many prefer to use them Just as 
any other ordinary vase or flower 
holder, a bit of vine or smilux being 
twined around the handle. 

One dainty and inexpensive basket 
was filled with delicate pink sweet 
peas and asparagus fern, the handle 
tied with a bow of pale blue satin rib- 
bon. Another, a little round flat one 
of the reddish brown burnt burnboo, 
was filled with orange and scarlet nas- 
turtiums. 

All the baskets that are used for ta- 
ble or room decoration are fitted with 
tin or glass containers for water. For 
the large flowers that look best In big 
loose hunches there are u number of 
large baskets made in the same shapes 
as the beautiful earthenware and pot- 
tery jars that are used so much. One 
of these in the burnt bamboo was 
filled with u huge hunch of holly- 
hocks, purple and white and pink; an- 
other, a tall slender shape, contained 
long stemmed American Beauties. 

Borne of these baskets are made in 
the shape of fern dishes, but as they 
are quite deep they would make a 
charming receptacle for short stemmed 
flowers that must he picked in order 
to make sure of a continuous bloom, 
hut are too short to tit into the orili- baskets Fob autumn okaksks. 
nury vuse or basket The low arrangement of flowers is always preferable, 
too, for the table, for it is annoying to huve to dodge around a spray of blos- 
soms. no mutter how attractive, in order to talk to one’s neighbor across the 
table. 


In addition to the bamboo baskets, there are a number of gilded and en- 
ameled wicker that are very attractive. One particularly pretty little basket 
was of a soft gray enamel. It was round and squat In shape and was filled

SALADS OF THE SEASON. 

E NDIVE can be used In a salnil, 
but it Is much stronger than let- 
tuce and should not he combin- 
ed with so many other vegetables. 
When making the successful salad 
sometimes one dressing, sometimes an- 
other, sometimes one garnish nnd 
sometimes one flavor Is wanted. The 
same dressing, garnish and flavor can- 
not be used with every summer salmi. 
Novelty Salad. 

Stuffed Toiftnto Salad.— Scoop out the 
centers of even, firm and not very 
large ripe tomatoes. Leave the top 
cut off for a cover. Dice the firm 
pulp, removing some of the seeds, nnd 
mix it with chopped olives nnd mayon- 
naise dressing. Put a tnblespoonful 
of the mixture in each tomato nnd re- 
place the covers. Serve on lettuce with 
mayonnaise dressing. 

Egg Salad.— This is made with hard 
boiled eggs— six of them— cut in quar- 
ters nnd arranged on lettuce leaves. 
Sprinkle these with French dressing 
nnd garnish with parsley. Boll hard 
two more eggs, chop the whites nnd 
rub the yolks through a sieve. Sprin- 
kle this egg garnish over the whole 
salad. A little onion juice can be add- 
ed to the French dressing if onion fla- 
vor is desired. 

A Delicious Combination. 
Cauliflower and Asparagus Salad.— 
Cauliflower and asparagus enn be used 
for salnil. Both vegetables should be 
cooked tender nnd should be very cold. 
Sepnrnte the cauliflower into little 
heads. Arrange the asparagus tips in 
the center of a salad bowl carefully, 
so thnt they nre not broken, anil sur- 
round them with the cauliflower heads. 
Sprinkle chopped parsley nnd French 
dressing over nil nnd set in the refrig- 
erator to become chilled through be- 
fore serving. This salnil depends for 
its delicncy on the dnintiness of the 
vegetables nnd in having them chilled. 

Cheese Ball Salad.— Press balls of 
crenm cheese between English wal- 
nuts. nnd serve three or four of these 
balls on lettuce lenves witli French 
dressing. 

For another chop large olives nnd 
mix with cream cheese, moisten with 
French dressing, mold into balls nnd 
serve on lettuce. 

For still another, make balls of the 
cheese, roll them in minced parsley 
nnd serve them, with toasted wafers, 
on plain lettuce dressed with French 
dressing.

Parsnip Fritters.— To make the frit- 
ters cook parsnips forty-five minutes 
in boiling suited water and then drain, 
plunge into cold water, when skins will 
he found to slip off easily. Mash, 
season with butter, stilt and pepper, 
shape Into small flat cakes, roll iu flour 
and saute in butter. 

Boiled Green Corn. — Remove the 
outer husk which incloses the corn 
and put the cobs into u large saucepan 
of boiling unsalted water. Cover and 
boll. When tender drain, sprinkle with 
stilt tind serve with melted butter. If 
desired when removed from the pan 
the corn uitty be sliced from the cob 
with a sharp knife aud reheated with 
a little butter, milk, pepper and stilt. 
Quickly Fried.

T IIE vogue of dancing hns 
brought into being some en- 
tirely new styles In silver 
cups. Though the Argentine 
tango Is seldom danced now for theso 
prizes, the name tango cup has been 
given to all varieties alike, nnd wheth- 
er it be ttie one step, hesitation, half 
nnd half, mnxixe or tango mnkes no 
difference. The prize. If It is a cup, la 
known ns a tango cup. 

Orlginnlity is demanded In the de- 
sign of those cups. Tlie higher they 
are nnd the more oddly shnped the 
greater they are admired. 

Thcro is one particularly pleasing 
cup formed after the shnpe of n com- 
pote dish. It stands on a brond. firm 
base modeled in tiers of concnve nnd 
convex ridges, nnd Its long, slim stem 
sprends nt the top into a wide two 
bnndled bowl. One cup of this shnpe 
is decorated In bands of chasing. An- 
other hns open rims of pierced work 
finishing bowl and stand, with the 
hnndles entirely of fine openwork. A 
third is made with fluted bowl nnd 
stem nnd engraved stem and hnndles. 

Smnll patterns are used ns borders 
In many of the newest designs, nnd 
they make dainty finishes on tall, slen- 
der cups. Millegrnin nnd coarser bend- 
ings are especially favored, nnd with- 
out other ornamentation n bended edge 
mnkes a cup attractive. 

The hnndles on these cups are all 
important, for they mny add the requi- 
site touch of individuality to the most 
ordinnry bowl and give to a clumsy 
goblet an aristocratic air. The hnn- 
dles are likely to be chic nnd Jaunty 
with sharp turns nnd close curves or 
elegant nnd graceful with long, sweep- 
ing lines. Some spring from the bowl 
at right angles or Jut out on a level 
with the rim nnd turn sharply down, 
meeting the stem a few inches below 
the bowl. Other hnndles go from the 
top of the bowl to the base in a wide 
reaching flare, but nil are prominent 
nnd a decided factor in determining 
the character and style of the cup 
they adorn.

WAR HAMPERS STYLES. 


Possibility of Shortage In Materials and 
Scarcity of Dyestuffs. 

Although manufacturers assure their 
customers that there will be a scarcity 
of desirable fabrics later in the season, 
only fair sized orders for separate coats 
are being placed, says the Dry Goods 
Economist. 

Many of the handsomer coats are 
made of materials which, being import- 
ed, cannot be obtained at any price. 

Some of the houses. Indeed, are al- 
ready beginning to take out some of 
the models from their line, their or- 
ders being sufficient to use up such 
quantities of certain kinds of fabrics 
as they have in stock. 

Even in the domestic goods there is 
likely to be a scarcity later on. since 
the mills will be hampered by the lack 
of dyestuffs, the greater proportion of 
which are made in Germany. As is 
well known, stocks of fabrics nt the 
mills are very low ns the result of pro- 
longed curtailment of production.

A CITY MANAGER 

(Continued from Fnge 1.) 

TvOt us take n comparison of our 
present federal form of government 
with nn organization like the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. Suppose the stock- 
holders took it into their minds to 
elect nn auditor, nn attorney, a treas- 
urer, another board to look nfter sta- 
tion grounds and buildings, ami an- 
other bonrd to look after their filing 
system and keeping of records. Do 
you suppose the present president of 
the Pennsylvania railroad would re- 
main in the position? Would not the 
directors resign? Could you get a 
competent man to take charge of the 
rnilrond company with such nn or- 
ganization around him? You cannot 
select men trained in the particular 
functions of government through the 
ballot. It would be ns reasonable to' 
expert a Inrge manufacturing plant. 
In the case of a vacancy, to go out and 
ask neighbors to elect some one whom 
they might suggest to fill the vacancy. 
We shall not have efficient govern- 
ments until we are able to select from 
the point of efficiency., 

This is where the commission form 
of government has proved inadequate. 
The voters have not been able to se- 
lect the trained men to take care of 
the particular functions of government 
It is usually customary for the com- 
missioners, nfter election, to divide 
the various functions of government 
among themselves. Under the federal 
form, whenever there is a political 
overthrow, the old organization is 
usually entirely wiped out and a new 
one put in. Could any private business 
stand such nn operation? 

This condition of affairs has built 
up political machines, run by a cen- 
tralized power, and we ourselves have 
allowed it. We have not in our gov- 
ernmental organizations allowed for 
any centralized power, and as we 
know in our own business that central- 
ization is essential, the political parties 
themselves have centralized around 
a boss, and we have allowed our cit- 
ies to be governed by two parties — 
one party in power and entrenched, 
and the other party on the outside 
waiting for an opportunity to become 
entrenched. Our idea of municipal 
reform has been to throw out one 
party and put in the other. We have 
allowed these party organizations, one 
in and one out, to be molded under 
our very hands. Their strength lies 
in organization, and the centralized 
power, or boss, holds his organization 
together with the idea that “to the 
victor belong the spoils.” We often 
hear that the city manager is nothing 
more than a boss, or centralized pow- 
er. This may be true, but the condi- 
tions are not comparable, as under the 
old form of bossism the boss was un- 
assailable — he was unofficial. Under 
the city-manager form the “boss” is 
assailable because he is official, and, 
under our particular charter in D.ay- 
ton, the city manager is subject* to 
recall. 

The commission-manager form of 
government does away with the con- 
ditions which have in the past ham- 
pered and made impossible efficiency 
under the old forms of government. 
You have a commission elected on a 
non-partisan ballot, which become^ 
the board of directors or the legisla- 
tive body. They select the adminis- 
trative officer who is directly respon- 
sible for the carrying out of the ad- 
ministrative functions. His success 
depends upon his fitness and general 
capability. He selects men who have 
been specially trained for the work 
to be done, and in this selection he is 
not hampered by political promises. 

I cannot tell you today the political 
faith of any of the men I have ap- 
pointed since I have been in Dayton. 
Party and politics are simply left out 
of the reckoning. 

The general awakening of the Amer- 
ican republic to our municipal affairs 
is, to my mind, one of the best signs 
we have had, because it means that 
we are going to start at the bottom 
and work up. In foreign cities, the 
municipal governments were the orig- 
inal governments which spread into 
provinces, and the provinces into the 
nations. In this country it has been 
the reverse. It started with our na- 
tional government and worked into 
states, and then cities. Now we are 
proceeding to build up our municipal 
governments. 

There is such an awakening in this 
country at the present time on the 
question of municipal government that 
we fear that too many will be rushing 
into improved forms before the peo- 
ple are ready. Dayton was well pre- 
pared for the change. Over two years 
ago there was started, through public 
subscription, the Bureau of Municipal 
Research. It made impartial investi- 
gations into each department of the 
city, and worked up a wonderful fund 
of data and caused many beneficial 
changes; it was constructive in its 
attitude, not destructive. This is the 
same procedure that is carried on in 
business corporations, hut which has 
never been generally followed in our 
municipal governments. 

The people of a community must be 
educated up to a change. A few peo- 
ple cannot rise in their wrath and 
make it alone. A municipal bureau of 
research is absolutely necessary to 
our mind for three reasons; first, it 
compiles data which shows t he peo- 
ple the necessity of a change; second, 
, after the change lias occurred, the in- 
formation and experience of the bur- 
eau are necessary for the installation 
of the new government; third, the in- 
formation which tiie bureau lias gath- 
ered together is necessary as a basis 
of comparison, after the new govern- 
ment lias been established, so that the 
new cun be compared with the old. 

There is a general idea through the 
country that Dayton did not start the 
campaign for the change of govern- 
ment until after the high water. This 
, is not true. This research had been 
started a year before, and a committee 
wus organized in January to deter- 
mine upon the method of procedure. 
Undoubtedly tin* high water caused 
the people to be drawn closer to- 
gether, and aided in the rapid devel- 
opments which have taken place in 
i lie change of government since tin* 
flood. We have one organization in 
Dayton (the Greater Dayton Associa- 
tion l which comprises about 7000 
people— this out of a population of 
125,000 — and it is heart and soul be- 
hind tiie new charter. In uddition to 
that . during the campaign there was 


built up from a regular wnrd and 
precinct organization a citizen's com- 
mittee. which is used ns nn educational 
organization to get Information to the 
people. This eduentionn! matter was 
gotten up by the bureau of municipal 
research. This same organization got 
the people to the polls. 

From this it is evident thnt there is 
considerable work necessary before 
any change in government is at- 
tempted. Finally, 1 should like to em- 
phasize the following very important 
point — one 1 think the American peo- 
ple have lost sight of, but that they 
are now beginning to grnsp: No mat- 
ter what form of government a city 
may have, if the people themselves 
nre not interested in it and participate 
in it. that government will never be 
a success. 


A CITY'S CREED 

It’s a fine tiling for n city to hnve 
a creed. Churches hnve one, frater- 
nities have one. many men have one, 
a City may well adopt otic that makes 
it stand for something for its own peo- 
ple and the outside world. 

Here is the creed of the city of 
Scranton, Penn., about which much 
hns been printed in the Record of late: 

“A city must think progress; must 
be guided by its optimists; must ap- 
prove of enterprise; must value con- 
structive men more thnn destructive 
ones; must, have a clenr idea of the 
demands of future city growth and 
must live up to its ideals." 

It reads well. It means something. 
It is worthy of notice and worthy of 
copying. 

A city must think progress, not the 
progress of any one individual in it, 
but the progress that comes from col- 
lective thought and energy. A man 
can progress, and in his progress in- 
directly bring an advantage to the 
city in which he does business, but 
he does not reach the fullest develop- 
ment of his progress unless he stnnds 
with others of his kind in bringing 
the city and all its people along with 
him. No individual can stand alone 
in n community and insist that what 
he does for good or ill does not have 
a bearing upon the lives of his fellow 
citizens. 

A city must be guided by optimists. 
Not by the man who is forced into a 
forward movement because it is fash- 
ionable or because the other fellow is 
in it, but by the men who really be- 
lieve the city has a future, who can see 
where that future lies and who will 
work for it. 

A city must approve of enterprise. 
Not all cities do this, strange as it 
may seem, and this weakness is more 
to be noted here in the East than in 
the West. New England is too con- 
servative. We have too many jealous- 
ies here. Let a man get a little bit 
of success, and too often others stand 
off and criticise him, doubt his meth- 
ods, predict his failure and refuse to 
give him credit for his enterprise and 
far-sightedness. Too often success is 
a crime in our New England cities. 
Fortunately we are getting over that, 
and the sooner the disposition entire- 
ly disappears the better it will be for 
our communities. 

A city must value its constructive 
men rather than its destructive ones, 
a rule that has an important bearing 
upon the growth of any community. 
You can find men all the time trying 
to tear down the municipal structure. 
Honest criticism is to be welcomed in 
any community, but not dishonest 
criticism foundod upon malice and 
selfishness, and when you have this 
latter form of criticism coupled with 
the aspersing of motives of leading 
men, of manufacturers who are build- 
ing the city up, of men who are giving 
of their time, influence and money for 
the public good, you have condition 
that is working against the best inter- 
ests of a city all the time, an influence 
which will interfere with even the 
best efforts of any organization whose 
object it is to aid the city. 

The Lynn News commends the creed 
of the Scranton Board of Trade to the 
people of Lynn. The Record com- 
mends it to the people of Haverhill, 
every one of whom it hopes is inter- 
ested in the good name of the city and 
the development of its trade and in- 
dustries. — Haverhill Record.

lishing polling places for the state and 
city election and the city primary. 
The ordinnnee amending the Building 
Code was adopted after a brief ex- 
planation by Alderman Bartlett thnt 
it was intended to improve fire con- 
ditions in tenement and npnrtinent 
houses. 

Aldormnn Jarvis presented nn 
amendment to the Building Code to 
increase the distance of wooden 
buildings from the property line from 
five to ten feet and to increase the 
distnnee between wooden buildings 
from ten to twenty feet. Mr. Jnrvis 
said his amendment was necessary 
because on land on Trcmont street, it 
was said that 32 houses were to he 
erected on lots of about 4000 feet each. 
He believed this would prove n great 
fire menace to the city. The amend- 
ment was referred to the Rules Com- 
mittee with instructions to grant a 
public hearing on the matter. 

Tiie report of leave to withdraw on 
claim of Mrs. D. C. Heath for reim- 
bursement on account of the laying 
out of Lowell avenue many years ago, 
was recommitted to the Claims com- 
mittee after Aldermen Bartlett and 
Richardson had explained the matter 
at length, but without renlly touching 
on the right of the city to pay such n 
claim. Mr. Bartlett said that Mrs. 
Heath had gone to considerable ex- 
pense and lnbor to obtain the releases, 
land and money for the widening of 
what is now Lowell avenue and had 
advanced $1000 of her own money to 
secure certain property necessary for 
the widening. This she had done 
without authority from the city offi- 
cials and she has no legal claim 
against the city. Alderman Richard- 
son thought Mrs. Heath ought to have 
an opportunity to be heard before the 
committee with counsel and the mat- 
ter was then sent back. 

John J. Cronin was granted a li- 
cense for four bowling alleys in No- 
nantum square and the board ut 8.58 
P. M. adjourned.

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THE CHRISTIAN FORUM 

Holds the First Meeting For the Season At Eliot 
Church 


Dr. Arthur Judson Drown of New 
York, Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions, was the 
speaker at the first meeting of the 
Christian Forum -held Sunday evening 
in Eloit Church. His topic was "The 
Effect of the European War upon 
World-wide Christian Work.” A por- 
tion of his remarks follow: " 1 com- 
mitted myself to this subject before 
preparation and I have since repented. 
Dealing with the effects of war upon 
Christian work, I had supposed it 
would be easy to talk about it. I 
now feel the difficulty of the subject 
and can only mention the facts which 
directly concern this Christian work. 
•The first, manifestation we experienced 
was economical, the effect of the war 
being felt by a number from whom 
we were accustomed to receive large 
giftB. One large supporter has turned 
us down with a remark that he is a 
dealer in flax and 90 per cent of this 
product comes from Belgium and Rus- 
sia. Another can not help us because 
he is a manufacturer of wall paper 
and 90 per cent of his dyes come from 
Germany. With this war we begin to 
realize the importance of our interna- 
tional trade. We import into this 
country in a year goods to the value 
of eighteen billions of dollars, one- 
half of this importation comes from 
these warring nations of Europe and 
7-8ths of the ships used owned by 
the belligerent nations. Few of us 
realize the extent of our dependence 
on other nations, how many things 
we eat and wear and use are made in 
some other country. What are the 
effects of the war upon other foreign 
fields? From India we have received 
a telegram, "Exchange prohibited. 
Find some way of getting money to 
us.” From Persia comes the same 
cry. From Columbia, South America, 
"Banks closed, business paralyzed, 
prices are up 100 per cent.” From 
Chile, where the wealth of the country 
depends entirely upon its international 
trade, we hear that business is at a 
stand still. And so we realize that 
when the great money centres of the 
world, London and Paris and Berlin 
are paralyzed, it paralyzes business 
everywhere. 

"Imagine the effect upon our Chris- 
tian work in other countries where the 
half civilized peoples, who are under 
the control of the belligerent nations, 
are being brought forward to fight the 
white man. Recently a group of na- 
tives from India were refused admit- 
tance to Canada, tvhere they came 
seeking work, but they were most joy- 
fully welcome when they landed in 
France to fight against the German 
nation. Think of the effect this will 
have upon the work we have been 
striving to accomplish for over one 
hundred years. 

“There are now at least eight nations 
in the conquest representing at least 
two-thirds of the population of the 
Globe. 

“Then we begin to realize that there 
is an effect from this struggle much 
deeper than the economical effect and 
that is the moral effect. Our young 
people read of this conquest in the 
daily papers where one issue contra- 
dicts another and it familiarizes them 
with the loss of life and the thoughts 
of this bloody horror. Is it not true 
that war develops in man the greatest 
passion of hatred revenge. It demor- 
alizes the highest type of Christian 
belief and faith in religion and the 
rights of man, that highest level which 
has been prominent in England. Ger- 
many and the United States. It will 
lead to a terrible disaster in our faitli 
in one another. It is difficult to see 
how one of these nations is to keep 
from being permanently crippled. It 
would be an enormous loss if Germany 
should be captured bv autocratic and 


| seml-bnrbarous Russia. One thousand 
years from now the effects of this war 
will still be felt. 

"Men are saying ‘Does this mean the 
break down of the church?’ 1 do not 
know whether they are asking this 
question in Boston, but I do know 
that it is being asked in New York. 
They have said, What 1 b Christianity 
good for if these nations operating 
under it so long nre to suddenly go 
to war? What we need is more Christ- 
ian work in our business. 

"There is a lot of talk about the 
eventB which led up to this war. We 
are told of the assassination of the 
Arch Duke of Austria and other vio- 
lations against the weaker nations. 
Now nil theBe things are only immedi- 
ate causes of the war rather than the 
final causes, merely sparks to ignite 
the powder magazines. Everyone of 
the warring nations has broken treaty. 
Everyone has violated the neutrality of 
the weaker nations in the last few 
years. Germany has siezed colonies 
in a dozen parts of the world as well 
as France. Great Britain has absorbed 
large territories and now rules one- 
fifth of the globe. Russia extended 
her domains through Siberia and tried 
to take Korea. We are also told that 
militarism was a cause of the war. 
Long before the war we were told that 
Germany had 800,000 regulars ready 
for instant service and over 4,000,000 
counting her reserves, France an army 
of 727,000 and an army of 3,151,000 
counting reserves, almost as large as 
Germany. Russia had 4,788,000 men. 
Great Britain not as large an army 
but the largest navy in the world. 
Belgium was armed to the teeth. At 
this moment Holland has 312,000 men 
under arms and little Switzerland has 
500,000 men ready to preserve neutral- 
ity. They are all cursed with militar- 
ism and each one protesting but com- 
pelled to carry on the armament be- 
cause afraid of the other. The real 
causes are not found in these things 
nor in the immediate events which pre- 
ceded the war, but rather in the sus- 
picions, jealousies, feelings and hat- 
reds of long standing. Two years ago 
a German said to me that he feared 
that war between his nation and Great 
Britain was surely coming because 
England was to attack Germany. The 
French have had the Statue of Stras- 
burg draped in mourning for 40 years. 

"Each nation has had a feeling of 
hatred for the other. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury has said, ‘This is not a 
work of God, but the work of the 
devil.’ 

"The world is fighting because it is 
not accepting the law of God as a rule 
of life. Somehow these men do not 
regard each other as brethren. It is 
true that Christianity must begin with 
the individual. 

"If we would only use a Christian 
spirit in our business I believe it 
would help to stop some of our suffer- 
ing. A Christian spirit has not been 
used in our great corporations in 
America. If it were true that they had 
it is certain that they would not have 
been proven guilty by the Courts of 
the land. An elder of the Presbyterian 
Church has said, “Business is War.” 
He is a good Christian on Sundays, a 
good father in his home, kind and gen- 
erous, but says that in business if he 
can crush his competitor he is going 
to do sq every time. There are busi- 
ness men who have tried to carry 
Christianity into their work but the 
majority have proven failures. Poli- 
tics is non-Christian, rarely Chirstian. 
The only help for business, politics 
and government is a firm belief in the 
Christian Church.”

LUCY JACKSON CHAPTER, 0. A. R. 

Recollections of Its Organization and Its First 
Regent Miss Fanny B. Allen 


The following paper was read at the 
meeting of the Lucy Jackson Chapter 
D. A. R., on Monday, by Miss Mary 
Anne Greene. Honorary State Regent 
of Rhode Island. 

The father of the Misses Allen, so 
well-known in this community, as well 
as in many other countries, as a 
teacher of youth, a reformer, a phil- 
anthropist, and a patriotic citizen, Mr. 
Nathaniel Topliff Allen, had always 
taken a just pride in the Revolution- 
ary service of his grandfather, Phin- 
eas Allen of Medfleld, and was, by 
right of descent from him, a member 
of the Massachusetts Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution. 
He distinctly remembered this grand- 
father, and drew his early lessons in 
patriotism from him. Phineas Allen 
was a boy soldier, enlisting in 1780, 
at the age of sixteen. He served till 
mustered out at the close of the war. 
when, without money, because Con- 
gress had none to pay the troops, he 
walked all the way from New Jersey, 
where he had suffered much priva- 
tion in the campaigns, to Medfield. 
arriving ragged and footsore, but 
spared to live to a good old age, a 
useful citizen in the town, and a dea- 
con in the Unitarian Church. 

Mr. Allen was. on the mother's side, 
descended from Elder Brewster of 
Plymouth, and his daughter Fanny 
was a member of the Massachusetts 
Society of Mayflower Descendants, by 
virtue of this line of ancestry. 

Mr. Allen himself was not only- 
proud of the past, but was a patriot 
of the highest type, warmly advocat- 
ing and working for every good meas- 
ure to elevate the standard of the com- 
munity. 

With such heredity and training, 
added to her own high character and 
desire to do good as she had oppor- 
tunity, it is no wonder that the 
founder of the Lucy Jackson Chapter, 
Fanny Bassett Allen, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Nathaniel Topliff and Caroline 
Bassett Allen, and her sisters, also 
women of high ideals, took a deep in- 
terest in the objects of the National 
Society of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, seeing in it a means 
of added good to individuals and to 
society in its best sense. They wanted

therefore, to have a chapter estab- 
lished in Newton, one that should be 
of the finest and strongest type, with 
the most elevated purpose and ideals. 

It now becomes necessary for me to 
speak of the part and privilege I had 
In helping to open the way for the 
founding of this chapter. Fanny Allen 
and I were intimate friends from the 
days when in early girlhood, we were 
classmates in her father’s school. We 
shared each other’s hopes, plans, joys, 
sorrows, life-purposes and experi- 
ences. When I became, in 1895, State 
Regent for Rhode Island of the D. A. 
R., and undertook the organization of 
four new chapters in my State, she 
was of course much interested, and 
began to discuss with me the possibil- 
ity of having a chapter in Newton. 
During a visit I made that summer at 
the Allen’s summer home in Linekin, 
Maine, she and I, with her two sisters. 
Sarah, about to become Mrs. Cooney, 
and Lucy Allen, talked much of the 
matter, and they learned of the nec- 
essary steps to be taken. 

The result was, that in the following 
summer, of 1896, I furnished to the 
three Allen sisters, and to Mrs. Ella 
Ledvard Sargent, who became the 
first Corresponding Secretary of the 
Lucy Jackson Chapter, the application 
blanks, and, if I remember rightly, I 
endorsed the papers of all four of 
these first charter members, I know 
I did those of Fanny Allen and Mrs. 
Sargent. (My diary of July 23, 1896 
states that I had that day forwarded 
“the Allen and Sargent” D. A. R. 
papers). 

By November, 1896, the necessary 
twelve members had been secured, 
largely by the personal invitation and 
solicitation of the Allen sisters, not- 
ably of her who was to be honored 
by the Regency. 

On November 27, 1896, these twelve 
ladies met in the parlors of the Allen 
residence on Webster street, having as 
their guests, Mme. von Rydingsvard. 
State Regent of Massachusetts, and 
myself, whom you christened on that 
day as the Chapter’s godmother, a 
highly prized relationship. After ad- 
dresses by the two State Regents, and 
asking of questions, and discussion, 
it was voted to organize a chapter and 
apply to the National Society for a 
charter. Officers were elected, and by 
unanimous choice, she who had first 
furnished the inspiration and had done 
the preliminary work was chosen as 
Regent, an office which she graced Tor 
nine years, and might have held still 
longer, had she so chosen. It was at 
this first meeting, as appears from ray 
diary, for the date, that the name 
"Lucy Jackson” was chosen.

BAD LEGISLATION 


Senator Weeks Speech Opposing the Clayton 
Anti-Trust Bill 


Mr. President, the legislative sit- 
uation existing in Washington is well 
Illustrated. 1 think, by the attention 
which has been given to the masterly 
speech which the Senator from Idaho 
(Mr. Borah i has just concluded. I 
do not believe there is a living man 
who can successfully controvert the 
statements which he has advanced 
relating to the results which are sure 
to come from this legislation which is come within the provisions 
now pending. Nobody knows what is : paragraph. 


any such provision as that in this law. 
I regret that the Senate conferees did 
not stand by the bill ns it passed the 
Senate; hut. in any case, to limit di- 
rectorships in n national hank to men 
who are not directors in a Stnto bank 
under such conditions is going to be 
demoralizing and prejudicial to the 
best conduct of hanking business in 
one of the 2S cities which will 
of that 


going to happen. The best lawyers 
of this body and of the House of Rep- 
resentatives are in entire disagree- 
ment ns to what the effect of this bill 
will be. 

I have been listening to the debate 
on this subject off and on for several 
weeks, and 1 have come to the conclu- 
sion thnt there is not a Member of the 
Senate who really knows what the re- 
sult of this legislation is going to be, 
either from a legal standpoint or from 
the standpoint of the great industrial 
operations of this country. Neither 
do those who framed the bill know 
what motives are behind this legisla- 
tion. 

I am not going to discuss in detail 
the various phases of this bill. If 1 
were to do so and were able to do so, 
1 should do it along the lines followed 
by the Senator from Idaho (Mr. 
Borah). 1 believe it is bad legislation, 
and legislation that is going to cause 
serious trouble in this country. There 
might be some excuse for experiment- 
ing along these lines if business condi- 
tion were normal; but everybody 
knows that business conditions are ab- 
normal, due to various causes, and es- 
pecially to the great war which is be- 
ing fought in Europe. It is no time to 
be imposing on business a new form of 
straitjacket, the effect of which will 
have to be determined by long-contin- 
ued litigation, as in the case of the 
Sherman Antitrust Act. 

I am one of those who believe that 
those engaged in lareg business, gen- 
erally speaking, have been honestly 
trying to carry out the provisions of 
that law. They have employed the best 
legal talent, not to be told how to 
avoid the provisions of the law, but 
to be told what they can do and obey 
the law. Neither they nor their attor- 


Mr. CHILTON. The Senator has 
noticed, 1 presume, that the provision 
to which he refers does not go into 
effect for two years? 

Mr. WEEKS. Yes; but the provision 
is fundamentally wrong. It is not a 
question of when it goes into effect, 
it is a question of whether it is wise 
and sound, or unwise and unsound; 
and 1 contend that it is the latter. 

State banks and trust companies in 
many respects conduct an entirely dif- 
ferent kind of business from that con- 
ducted by national banks in such re- 
spects. They are supplementary to 
national banks. They do a trust busi- 
ness. a mortgage business, and various 
other things which are prohibited by 
the national banking act, so they are 
supplementary to national banks. But 
there is another and even sounder 
reason. 

Mr. OVERMAN. There is a proviso 
here allowing any bank to have one 
trust company at the same place, 
which can do the very thing the Sen- 
ator is talking about. 

Mr. WEEKS. Yes; but if the Sena- 
tor will read the provision I think he 
will find that in that case the trust 
company must be entirely owned by 
the stockholders of the bank. 

Mr. OVERMAN. Exactly; and it can 
do that kind of work. Another thing 
to which I wish to call the Senator’s 
attention is that while a person can 
be a director in only one bank in one 
of these cities, outside of the city he 
can be a director in as many banks as 
he pleases. It applies only to banks 
located in the same city. 

Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, I think 
I know the reason why this legislation 
has taken this form. There were 
cases, in one of the great cities of this 
country, especially, where certain men

cisions of the court of last resort that 
there has been finally given to busi- 
ness men a fairly clear course which 
they may follow and keep within the 
provisions of the law. 

When the Trade Commission bill 
was under discussion I referred to an 
opinion given by Senator Hoar to what 
was known as the Wire Pool very soon 
after the passage of the Sherman Anti- 
trust Act. Those people, engaged in 
manufacturing wire, asked Senator 
Hoar, who had had very much to do 
with if he was not a dominating factor 
in drawing that bill, if they could, 
within the provisions of this act, con- 
tinue the methods of business which 
they were then following; the Senator 
gave a very long and comprehensive 
opinion on the subject. He was a 
great lawyer, and it may be assumed 
that he was as intimate with the terms 
and provisions of the act as any man 
in the Senate or any man in the United 
States at that time. The men who 
asked for the opinion followed with 
exactness the course which he out- 
lined; and yet, within the last five 
years, every one of them has been 
fined from one to five thousand dol- 
lars for doing what Senator Hoar had 
told them they could do. 

After 20 years of trials of cases fol- 
lowing the advice of attorneys and fol- 
lowed by the decisions of the courts, 
business has finally come to a reason- 
ably sound conclusion, as far as the 
Sherman Antitrust Act is applicable. 
It will take as many years of doubt 
to determine what this law means, 
multiplied by the increased number of 
cases which will he covered by the 
provisions of this law as compared 
with those which are affected by the 
Sherman Antitrust Act. There are 
300,000 corporations in the United 
States which would come under the 
jurisdiction of this commission; and 
anyone who has followed the course 
of the courts in the case of the Sher 
man Antitrust Act must be convinced 
that it will be many, many years be- 
fore there will be even a reasonable 
course outlined by the courts them- 
selves to indicate where business men 
may go, how far they may go, and 
where they must stop. All the time 
they will be employing expensive coun 
eel to advise them what they may do, 
and the advice of counsel in many 
cases will be wrong, as it was in tb 
case of Senator Hoar, to which I hav 
j referred. 

I There is one provision in ibis act 
j to which I wish to refer particularly, 

I and that is the one in section 8 re- 
lating to directorships in banks. We 
1 follow a directly contrary course in 
l this country regarding directorships 
; from that which lias been evolved as 
a result of the experience of the rest 
of the world, in foreign countries 
in 
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intent and tie* purpose of those who 
are interested in corporations or large 
business enterprises to obtain us di- 
rectors those men whose previous ex- 
perience and whose knowledge of the 
current conduct of business will make 
them safe and wise advisers. There 
are practically professional directors 
in those countries, and there is no lim- 
itation to the number of boards or the 
character of the boards on which such 
men may serve. Even the great na- 
tional banks of Europe are directed by 
men who are almost without exception 
directors in other large corporations — 
directors in private banks, directors 
in joint-stock banks, directors in trust 
companies, directors in all the multi- 
tudinous operations in which the peo- 
ple of Germany and France and Great 
Britain are involved 
We are no wproviding that a man 
in a city having 200,000 people or more 
<run not be a director of a national 
bank and a director of a State bank at 
tiie same time. There could not be a 
greater piece of folly, from tlie stand- 
point of sound business, than to put 


and that a provision which would pre- 
vent any such condition would be wise 
and salutary. If, however, the trust 
company or the State bank does per- 
form the same general kind or banking 
which is conducted by the national 
bank, it is of manifest advantage to 
have a director of a State bank also 
eligible for a directorship in a national 
bank. 

If there is any value in the examin- 
ation of banks by examiners or in- 
spectors — and I believe there is — that 
value is negatived by the fact that the 
same inspectors or examiners who 
examine the national bank never see 
the inside of the State bank. If, how- 
ever. there is a man on the board of 
directors of the national bank who is 
at the same time a member of the 
hoard of directors of the State bank, 
so that he may give to the officers of 
the national hank the information 
which comes from his experience as 
a director of the State bank, then he 
is a more valuable director than any 
other that can be obtained. 

You are taking that possibility away 
from hundreds of banks in the cities 
to which this legislation refers. It 
is injudicious and unwise, in my judg- 
ment. and I regret, as I said before, 
that the conferees of the Senate did 
not insist on leaving this provision out 
of the bill although a provision which 
would have covered the instance which 
I have given would have met my ap- 
proval. 

Mr. President, what I particularly 
want to refer to in connection with 
this legislation is the bogy man which 
has been set up by almost all those 
who have discussed it, in the shape of 
the company known as the United 
Shoe Machinery Co. I know that in 
this saturnalia of crimination and re- 
crimination and denunciation which 
goes on against large business com- 
binations, large corporations called 
trusts, it is unusual for anybody to 
venture to say a word in defense of 
what he believes has been the building 
up of a great Industry, which lias been 
of benefit to all the people of this 
country and other countries. Yet I 
can not believe that in relation to this 
particular enterprise Senators or Rep- 
resentatives or the country at large 
have sufficient knowledge of its opera- 
tions to warrant their indulging in 
the denunciation which lias been in- 
dulged in, and in using it as a basis — as 
has been done in this case, in my judg- 
ment — for legislation. 

It is true that the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. is now being proceeded 
against by the Government, which lias 
asked for a dissolution of the com- 
pany. That in itself should be suffi- 
cient reason, I think, why legislation 
should not be passed which is going to 
affect tin* operations of that company, 
The trial of the case has been com- 
pleted; the evidence lias been sub' 
mitted; the arguments have been 
made. Incidentally, I want to say that 
all the evidence which lias been re- 
tailed in one form or another, before 
the Senate and House committees, and 
before the Senate itself, has been sub- 
mitted to the United States courts in 
Boston. All of it has been passed on, 
and much of it has been thrown out 
of court, and it is now' in the hands of 
three judges who are writing the de- 
cision. 

Under the circumstances I think 
Cpngress might well refrain from leg- 
islating in a way which is intended to 
affect directly that great industry until 
our courts have determined what 
course should lie taken. 

Not only that, but we have pending 
in tiie House legislation which very 
largely relates to this industry. It 
is a revision of the patent laws, which 
in effect, is exactly what we are doing 
in this bill. A report has been made, 
and the bill is now on the House cal- 
endar dealing with this subject. I 
suppose, under the procedure we are 
now following, tliat sogae day this bill 
will be taken up in the Senate. When 


it is, it should bo ns thoroughly dis- 
cussed as any legislation thnt ever has 
come before this body, because we 
have excelled in many of our industrial 
and business operations in this country 
because of our patent laws, as a re- 
sult of our patent legislation; and be- 
fore anything is done to destroy the 
effects of thnt legislation, the change 
should be given the utmost scrutiny. 

I notice In the report which has been 
made on that bill, House bill 15989 — a 
report which is astounding in its latk 
of accuracy — a paragraph which 1 
want to rend: 

"A monopoly of 98 or 99 per cent of 
The shoe-manufacturing machinery 
business ot’ the United States brought 
about by acquirement of ownership of 
between seven and twelve thousand 
patents completely covering the shoe 
industry exists in the United States 
to-day. There is not a single shoe 

manufacturer in the United States able 
to continue in business against the 
pleasure of the owner of these patents, 
because of the power to enforce the 
tying and restrictive clauses based on 
patents and embodied in the lease con- 
tracts. This monopoly compels every 
slice manufacturer in the United States 
using its machinery, and there are no 
others, to buy front it only at its ar- 
bitrarily fixed price all nails, wire, 
wax, and other necessities of the in- 
dustry, under penalty of having his 
machinery ripped from his factory 
without notice or redress. Nobody 
can buy shoe-manufacturing machin- 
ery from this monopoly at any price, 
and because of the tying and restrict- 
ive clauses based on patents inserted 
in its lease contracts a monopoly of 
the manufacture of shoemaking ma- 
chinery has been built up until to-day 
only 1 or 2 per cent of the shoe ma- 
chinery in the United States is made 
by competing companies, and the ma- 
chines made by these competing com- 
panies are only such machines as are 
not covered by patents and which can 
not be manufactured at a very great 
profit. 

The Shoe Machinery Trust, by virtue 
of tying and restrictive clauses based 
on patents, under no circumstances 
permits its lessees to install shoe ma- 
chinery obtained from a source other 
than itself, and as a result control of 
practically all of the shoe machinery 
in operation in the United States is 
retained in the patentee manufac- 
turers. Machinery may be obtained 
from this monopoly by lease only. The 
company will not sell its machines, 
and its monopoly in its field is com- 
plete.” 

Mr. President, substantially every 
statement made in that report is un- 
true. Some of them are so far from 
the truth that it would seem as if the 
writer could not have given any in- 
vestigation whatever to the facts. The 
entire record of the evidence of the 
trial of the Shoe Machinery Co., in 
Boston, which is now before the court, 
would substantiate the correctness of 
the statement which 1 have just made. 
But I want to refer particularly to 
some of the statements. 

First, This record shows that even 
the United States abandoned the claim 
that the United Co. monopolizes shoe 
machinery generally, and claimed only 
that tli e company liad a monopoly of 
“machines for preparing and attach- 
ing the bottoms to the uppers of boots 
and shoes, eyeletting machines, and 
clicking machines.” In all other re- 
spects it abandoned the contention 
that there was a monopoly in shoe 
machinery. 

I may well say at this point, Mr. 
President, that when the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. was formed it was a 
combination of three fundamental ma- 
chines — the Goodyear Shoe Machinery 
Co., the McKay Shoe Machinery Co., 
and the McKay Lasting Machine Co. — 
all different in their purposes, one sup- 
plementary to the other, hut not in any 
degree competitive. All tlipse ma- 
chines have to do with the sole of the 
shoe or the heel of the shoe and at- 
taching the sole and the heel to the 
upper. Tlie« United Shoe Machinery 
Co. does not furnish the machinery 
which is used in making tiie uppers of 
shoos. Much of that machinery is 
made by the Singer Sewing Machine 
Co., which puts out many machines u 
day where the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. puts out one for use in the shoe- 
manufacturing business. 

It takes more than 60 different ma- 
chines to make a shoe. In some shoes 
as many as 185 operations are gone 
through, 28 of which are by hand, 
even in these days of machinery mak- 
ing. Some of that handwork has been 
obviated very recently by the United 
Shoe Machinery, which lias spent a 
million dollars in developing what is 
called the pulling-over machine, which 
simply means pulling the leather over 
the last and tacking or fastening tiie 
leather to the sole of the shoe. It 
leuses those machines to manufac- 
turers on a royalty basis of three- 
eighths of a cent a pair. 

Now, if it were necessary to buy 
such machines at a cost of $3,000 or 
$3,500, in addition to the great number 
of other machines which are necessary 
in making a shoe, it would be impos- 
sible for the smaller shoe manufac- 
turers to purchase sufficient equip- 
ment to conduct their business. More 
t Han half of the 1,300 shoe manufac- 
turers in the United States manufac- 
ture less than 700 pairs of shoes a 
day. They conduct a small business, 
but are able to undertake the business 
because they can lease machinery of 
the United Co. 

Mr. OVERMAN. I feel curiosity on 
one point, to know what would be the 
cost of inukiiig one pair of shoes in 
royalty paid for the use of these ma- 
chines. 

Mr. WEEKS. Tiie highest possible 
machinery cost in making shoes is less 
than 6 cents a pair. Tiie average is 
2 2-3 cents a pair. There are some 
grades of shoes where tiie cost is less 
than 1 cent a pair. On all tiie McKay 
shoes, not Goodyear shoes, manufac- 
tured in this country the machinery 
cost averages 1 1-2 cents a pair. It 
is the only element entering into the 
manufacture of shoes which has not 
increased in cost since the organiza- 
tion of the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
ill 1899. 

Mr. BORAH. The Senator from 
North Carolina asked the Senator what 
would be the royalty derived for mak- 
ing a pair of shoes by those who own 
the machines. Is tliat the way the 
Senator understood the question? 

Mr. WEEKS. I understand that it is 
less than 6 cents a pair. 

Mr. LIPPITT. If the Senutor will 


yield to mo a moment, does ho moan 
by machinery cost the royalty cost? 

Mr. WEEKS. The royalty cost. 

Mr. LIPPITT. The price of the roy- 
alty? 

Mr. WEEKS. The price of the roy- 
alty. 

Mr. WEST. I thought the Senator 
said it was a cent and a half. 

Mr. WEEKS. 1 said the highest pos- 
sible cost is loss than 6 cents a pair, 
and that in the MacKay shoe the ave- 
rage machinery cost is 1 1-2 cents a 
pair, and of all the shoes made by ma- 
chinery in this country, 300,000,000 
pair, the average machinery cost is 
2 2-3 cents a pair. 

Mr. MARTI NE of New Jersey. 1 
should like to ask the Senator how the 
other cost for a pair of shoes is made 
up. In material 

Mr. WEEKS. The other cost is made 
up in material, overhead cost, labor 
cost. The labor cost of making a pair 
of shoos is 22 per cent of the total cost. 

Mr. MARTI NE of New Jersey. But 
the machine takes the place of the 
former individual labor. 

Mr. WEEKS. Oh. no: the Senator 
lias not investigated the subject. The 
actual labor cost of making shoes is 22 
per cent to-day. It is 22 per cent of the 
cost of the shoe, in addition to which 
the machinery cost may be from two- 
thirds of a cent a pair to 6 cents a 
pair. 

Mr. MARTINE of Now Jersey. Even 
admitting that fact, it would seem that 
we are paying somebody an inordinate 
price for shoos. 

Mr. WEEKS. The average profit 
made by shoe manufacturers in the 
United States on all shoes sold is 
less than 7 cents a pair. Take shoes 
like those the Senator is probably 
wearing now. I presume that he paid 
$5, the retail price. 

The cost of those shoes was about 
$3 a pair to the manufacturer — prob- 
ably $2.75, hut call it $3 a pair. Of 
tliat cost 66 cents, or 22 per cent, went 
to labor; and of that cost not over 
4 1-2, probably not over 4, cents a pair 
was machinery cost. 

Mr. MARTINE of New Jersey. I 
know this fact. I have come in con- 
tact with a good many of the unfor- 
tunate and lowly in my walks in life, 
and I have come in contact with many 
of those who are making shoes and 
who have a pegging machine, a last- 
ing machine, or whatever else. 1 have 
talked with a number of them, and 
they all of them rebel that they can 
not own machines. I can not recall 
an instance where they have not re- 
belled at the thought that they had 
to hire the machines. I recall a Ger- 
man who said in his broken tongue 
that he felt when he had really to pay 
his money that ho should have the 
right to own his machine and not be 
restricted to buy his thread, his wax, 
his pegs, and God knows what — all 
that went into a shoe — from the com- 
pany tliat leased these machines. I 
heard his tale. 

Then I have heard the tale of a very 
distinguished and delightful gentleman 
whose name is Barbour, of the Bar- 
bour flax thread that enters into shoes. 

I happen to know Mr. Barbour, who 
is a multimillionaire, a fine type of a 
fellow, who had an ambition to run 
for Congress once in New Jersey. He 
lives in Paterson. But he was anni- 
hilated in the contest for votes. It 
was Mr. Barbour’s idea that it was a 
great blessing for the shoe man that 
lie could not buy His machines, that he 
had to lease them; and, by the way, 
he is largely in* the Shoe Machinery 
Co. 

Now, there were two sides; one was 
the poor devil who was using the 
machine, the other was the millionaire 
who was getting a profit out of it. 
They vie\ved it through a different 
lens. It does seem to me that there 
ought to be some way to get together. 

I do not know that it is unfortunate 
to he a shoemaker, but they work 
hard and long and get but little com- 
pensation. It does seem to me that 
there should be some way whereby the 
man who owns these privileges and 
patent rights should he reasonably 
satisfied and that the fellow who sits 
bending over His last at the tiresome 
task of making shoes the day long 
should have the right to own that 
which he was quite willing to pay for. 

I think it is an awful evil. 

I happen to know this gentleman, 
Mr. Barbour, that 1 speak of. He is 
a multimillionaire, as 1 said, a tine, 
genial gentleman, a very good, loyal 
friend; and I know other poor men 
with whom I come in contact, and 1 
very often ask myself, in God’s name, 
is there not some way by which these 
two ends may he reasonably and yet 
fairly satisfied? 

Mr. WEEKS. I do not know anyone 
who could make a more tearful plea 
for the manufacturer than the Senutor 
lias just made, hut if lie will take the 
trouble to examine the record of tiie 
hearings before tiie Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee of the Senate, he will not find 
a single word from a manufacturer 
of shoes who manufactures less than 
10,000 pair a day protesting against 
this process which lie is now criti- 
cizing, and I will say to the Senator, if 
t His legislation takes effect, instead of 
having 1,300 shoe manufacturers in the 
United States, some of them — the little 
follows he is speaking of — will be 
eliminated, so that we will liuve a 
monopoly in the shoe-manufacturing 
business, something that would bo a 
thousand times worse than that com- 
plained of in tiie case of machinery. 
Attempts are being made now — and 
I intend to show, before I get through, 
tiie animus of this attack on tiie United 
Shoe Machinery Cb. — for attempts are 
being made by those who manufacture 
on a large scale to break down this 
system so that they may get their ma- 
chines on different terms from those 
made to the smaller men, so that they 
may control the manufacture of shoes 
in tills country. 

Mr. MARTINE of New Jersey. As 
I said, the gentleman whose name I 
mentioned I know very well. He is 
a most companionable and delightful 
citizen. But 1 speak from the human- 
itarian side. My sympathies are very 
closely and very easily reached. Per- 
haps some of my fellows here have 
discovered it. My heart lias ached 
under tiie present situation. It lias 
seemed to me that with the wonders 
of our progress and our intelligence 
and our ingenuity wo should devise 
a plan somehow soon, whereby hotli 
these men might meet on fair ground, 
with ample and reasonable compensa- 
tion and justice to both. 


Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, the 
Senator’s heart will not ache for the 
particular individuals to whom he lit 
referring if tills legislation goes into 
effect, because they will he out of busi- 
ness. They, could not continue busi- 
ness if they had to buy the more than 
60 machines thnt are used in manu- 
facturing shoes. Some of those ma- 
chines cost a thousand dollars apiece. 

I referred to the pulling-over machine 
which would have to he sold at $3,500 
apiece. The Very fact thnt these ma- 
chines are leased on a fair bnsis, I 
think, enables the smallest man to 
start a shoe-manufacturing business, 
and thnt is the reason why the indus- 
try is so thoroughly distributed in the 
United States to-day. As I have said, 
more than half t»he manufacturers 
manufacture less than 700 pairs a day. 

Mr. OVERMAN. The Senator from 
Missouri (Mr. Reed) contends that the 
teeth have been extracted from this 
measure. I understand the Senator 
from Massachusetts to say if it goes 
into effect there will be n monopoly of 
shoe machinery. 

Mr. WEEKS. I wish to frankly say 
tliat I do not expect to influence any- 
one by what 1 am saying. The United 
Machinery t’o. is a Massachusetts cor- 
poration. It employs something like 
3.000 to 4,000 men. It pays them the 
highest average pay paid to any sim- 
ilar number of employees in uny in- 
dustry in the United States or in the 
world. I am interested thnt such an 
enterprise shall he fairly represented 
on the floor of the Senate, and it is for 
that reason that 1 am trying to ex- 
plain to the Senate and trying to pui 
in the Record what the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. is, what it has done or 
is doing, and 1 am trying to point out 
that it is not the reprehensible cor- 
poration which it lias been held to he 
in the discussions which have taken 
place. 

Mr. WEST. Before the Senator ’from 
Massachusetts drifts away from that 
part of the subject in reference to the 
making of shoes, he said a few minutes 
ago that it took 6 cents to pay for the 
labor and there was a payment of 4 
cents on the machinery. 

Mr. WEEKS. I said for such a shoe 
as would retail at $5. 

Mr. WEST. I wear a pair of shoes 
bought in this city for which I paid 
$6. 1 am curious to know where the 

balance of that $6 goes; 70 cents goes 
to the machinery and the labor; where 
the balance of it goes is what I am 
curious to know. Of course there is 
some part of the cost in the material. 

Mr. LIPPITT. Before answering 
that question perhaps the Senator will 
state what the wholesale price is of 
the shoe that retails at $6. 

Mr. WEEKS. I will. Of course I 
am not attempting to give accurate 
figures, because they will vary with 
varying cases; but the labor cost is 
about, as I said, 22 per cent of the 
cost. The other costs to the manufac- 
turer are the cost of his material, the 
overhead charges, and all the expenses 
that go to make up the cost in any 
manufacturing establishment; hut in 
the case of a shoe that would sell at 
lour dollars and a half, we will say, 
the cost of manufacture would be 
about two dollars and a half, possibly 
two dollars and seventy-five cents. 
The wholesaler would make, perhaps, 

5 cents a pair, certainly not over 10 
cents, and probably, ordinarily, not 
over 5 cents. It costs about 33 per 
cent of the selling price of shoes to 
retail them. Therefore, if you take 
a shoe selling at $4.50, 33 per cent of 
tliat would he $1.50, which would be 
the cost of retailing. The retailer may 
make 10, 15, or 20 cents a pair profit; 
the wholesaler may make 5 cents a 
pair on shoes costing the manufacturer 
$2^70 a pair. The average profit which 
the manufacturer makes on all the 
shoes made in the United States, as I 
said before, is about 7 cents a pair. 

Mr. REED. The royalty collected 
by this shoe machinery company may 
run as high as 6 cents a pair. 

Mr. WEEKS. It may run as high as 

6 cents a pair. 

Mr. REED. So the royalty collected 
by this one company may he almost 
equivalent to the profits of tliq manu- 
facturer who has taken all the chances 
of the business and who has done all 
the work of producing the shoe. 

Mr. WEEKS. Just a moment. The 
Senator will recall tliat in the McKay 
shoe tiie average royalty is 1 1-2 cents 
a pair, and there are more McKay 
shoes made than all the others put 
together, and that the average royalty 
paid for all shoes is only 2 2-3 cents 
a pair. 

Mr. REED. The Senator spoke 
about the organization of these three 
companies into one company, which 
is now the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
Does the* Senator know the name of 
the attorney who worked out tiie legal 
problems of tliat consolidation? 

Mr. WEEKS. I presume that there 
was more than one attorney engaged 
in doing it. One of the attorneys, who 
was for a long time a director of tiie 
company and who, I have understood, 
drew the leases which have been in 
operation ever since, was Mr. Bran 
dels. 

Mr. REED. The Senator spoke tills 
morning of tiie allegations upon which 
the Government is now standing in tiie 
suit against tiie Shoe Machinery 
Trust, and therefore 1 conclude he 
must he familiar with tliut litigation. 

I want to ask Him if it is not a fact 
that one of tiie main allegations in tiie 
Government’s suit is tliat these con 
tructs which the Senator says were 
drawn by Mr. Braudels uro violative 
of tiie Sherman Act? 

Mr. WEEKS. The Government's 
contention has been modified very ma- 
terially since it was originally made, 
but tiie Government is contending tliat 
the United Shoe Machinery Co. is a 
monopoly, and has brought suit to 
dissolve the monopoly. 

Mr. REED. I call the Senator’s at- 
tention to the seventh section of one 
of tliose contracts made tiie 3d day of 
August, 1910, between the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. and tiie Commonwealth 
Shot* & Leather Co. Section 7 reads 
as follows: 

”7. If at any time the lessee shall 
fail or cease to use exclusively welt 
sewing and outsole stitching machin- 
ery held by him under lease from the 
lessor, in the manufacture of all 
‘welted’ hoots, shoes, or other footwear 
made by or for him, the welts or soles 
of which are sewed by the aid of ma- 
chinery, or shall fail or cease to use 
exclusively turn sewing machinery 
held by him under lease from the 
lessor in the manufacture of all “turn’’ 


boots, shoos, or other footwear, the 
soles of which nre sewed by the aid 
of machinery, the lessor, nlthough It 
may have waived or ignored prior In- 
stances of such failure or cessation, 
may at its option terminate forthwith 
by notice in writing this lease and 
lieonse and any other lease or license 
of ‘Goodyear department’ machinery 
then existing between the lessor and 
the lessee, whether as the result of 
assignment to the lessor or other wise; 
and the possession of and full right to 
and control of nil the leased machin- 
ery and nil ‘Goodyear department’ ma- 
ehinery held by the lessee under lease 
or license from the lessor or its as- 
signor shall thereupon revest in the 
lessor free from all clnims and de- 
mands whatsoever.” 

I understand that to tie what is com- 
monly known as the tying clause of 
these contracts. 1 understand that the 
tying clause is the work of the legal 
ingenuity of Mr. Brandeis. If I am 
able to interpret it. it vests in this 
company the power to take out of any 
factory machinery obtnined from it 
which it has heretofore used or which 
it is now using; that no mntter how 
long the lease may run under Its 
terms, no matter what the conditions 
of the sale may have been, there is 
vested in tliis shoe machinery company 
the right to enter the premises where 
the machinery is installed and take 
it out if the lessor ventures to use any 
one of these machines tliat arc named 
which was not obtained from this com- 
pany 1 want to ask the Senator if 
those facts do not constitute one of 
the main grounds of the attack by the 
Government to-day in its suit? 

Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, that is 
one of the grounds. 

Mr. REED. I want to ask the Sena- 
tor if that system were to be extended 
and generally employed by those who 
may possess some patented article of 
great value if it not possible under it 
for the owner of a patented article to 
practically establish a monopoly not 
only over the patented article, hut 
over a great number of machines 
which lie may manufacture. 

Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, as a 
definite statement I think the Senator 
is correct, hut there are modifications 
which would apply to the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. which I will, when I 
have an opportunity, indicate to the 
Senate. 

Mr. REED. The Senator has stated 
that Mr. Brandeis drew this contract. 
I want to ask the Senator if this par- 
ticular form of contract was not at- 
tacked in the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts and some legislation attempted to 
make it impossible to make this kind 
of a contract? 

Mr. WEEKS. It was. 

Mr. REED. Does the Senator know 
who at that time was representing the 
Shoe Machinery Co. in resisting that 
legislation? 

Mr. WEEKS. The information I 
have on that subject is contained in 
a letter which 1 have before me, which 
was included in the hearings before 
the Committee on Patents of the House 
of Representatives. A letter written 
by Mr. ’ Coolidge, treasurer of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., to Hon. 
Calvin D. Paige, who represents the 
fourth district of Massachusetts, who 
was a member of tliat committee, in 
which he says, speaking of Mr. Bran- 
deis: 

“Mr. Brandeis helped to organize 
the United Shoe Machinery Co. Prior 
to 1899 lie was a director of the McKay 
Shoo Machinery C’o., one of the threo 
noncompeting concerns from which 
our company was formed. He was one 
of the first directors of the United 
Shoe Machinery Co. and one of its 
legal advisers, and as a lawyer he 
helped to draft the leases which ho 
now denounces. Assuming that he felt 
then as he says he feels now — that the 
director of a company occupies a fidu- 
ciary relation to its stockholders — he 
must have believed himself responsible 
for the character of our leasqs, even 
if he had not helped to draw them; yet 
throughout his association with our 
company he never criticized them, and 
in 1906 he appeared before the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature to defend the very 
methods which he now attacks.”

And later in that letter Mr. Coolidge 
pays, speaking of an opinion by him 
to Charles H. Jones, his client. In this 
published opinion he assured Mr. 
Jones — this is the quotation: 

"The lenses being invnlid. you enn 
not be liable for failure to perform, 
j Mr. REED. I wish to nsk, nfter the 
j Massachusetts legislature passed the 
hill which restricted the right to make 
lenses of this character, whether the 
Senator knows who it was who de- 
vised the plan to escape the effect of 
that law, the plan being to simply add 
a clause giving a right to terminate 
the lease — the clause, indeed, t hat 1 
read a moment ago, and under which 
I the proprietor of the machinery or 
lessor of the machinery can go into 
man’s factory the moment he puts In 
a machine that he did not make nnd 
take out all the machines there are 
there and close down his business nnd 
ruin him? I wish to ask if the Sena- 
tor knows whether Mr. Braudels de- 
vised that moans of meeting the stat- 
ute of Massachusetts? 

Mr. WEEKS. No, Mr. President; I 
have not any information on that sub- 
ject. 

Mr. REED. I want to nsk the Sena- 
tor, if 1 am not too much trespassing 
upon his time, if he knows who it was 
who first introduced into the House 
of Representatives a bill containing 
what is now substantially section 5 
of the Trade Commission bill, section 
5 being the provision that "all unfair 
competition is hereby declared to ho 
unlawful”? 

Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, I do 
not recall who introduced it. 

Mr. REED. I will say to the Sena- 
tor that that hill was introduced by 
Representative Stevens of New Hamp- 
shire. Representative Stevens of New 
Hampshire also introduced at about 
the same time House hill 13305, en- 
titled “ A bill to prevent discrimina- 
tion in prices and to provide for pub- 
licity of prices to dealers and to the 
public,” a clause which read as fol- 
lows : 

"That in any contract for the sale 
of articles of commerce to any dealer, 
wholesale or retail, by any producer, 
grower, manufacturer, or owner 
thereof, under trade-mark, or special 
brand, hereinafter referred to as the 
“vendor,” it shall be lawful for such 
vendor, whenever the contract consti- 
tutes a transaction of commerce among 
the several States * * * to prescribe 
the sole uniform price at w’hich each 
article covered by such contract may 
be resold.” 

Then follow some qualifying pro- 
visions. 

I w’ant to ask the Senator from 
Massachusetts if he does not know’ 
that that bill was introduced at the re- 
quest of the American Fair Trade 
League, and that Mr. Ingersoll, the 
president of the Ingersoll Watch Co., 
is the president of the American Fair 
Trade League; and if he does not also 
know that Mr. Brandeis is his attor- 
ney? 

Mr. WEEKS. I have not any inform- 
ation on that subject. 

Mr. REED. Well, evidently I have 
gotten into a field that the Senator 
from Massachusetts has not been over. 

Mr. WEEKS. I have no information 
at all on the subject. 

Mr. REED. The Senator from Mass- 
achusetts has stated that Mr. Brandeis 
did draw the contracts of the Shoe 
Machinery Trust. Does the Senator 
know at what time Mr. Brandeis sev- 
ered his connection with that concern 
as attorney or officer? 

Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, in that 
particular l have quoted what is a 
part of the public record in relation 
to Mr. Brandeis’s association with the 
organization. As an attorney for the 
United Shoe Co. in 1906 he did appear 
for the company before the legislature. 
Since that time he has been employed 
by others than the Shoe Machinery 
Co., and he has publicly attacked the 
laws which he is supposed to have had 
a very potent hand in drawing. 

Mr. REED. Does the Senator from 
Massachusetts know whether Mr. 
Brandeis had anything to do with in- 
stigating the litigation that is now 
pending and furnishing information? 

Mr. WEEKS. I have no definite de- 
tails, Mr. President, hut Mr. Brandeis 
lias represented those who have been 
very active in attacking the Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co., particularly Mr. Charles 

H. Jones of the Commonwealth Shoe 
Co. of Massachusetts. 

Some time ago, Mr. President, I was 
referring to a report which had been 
I made by the Committee on Patents 
relating to this subject, und I indicated 
that, in my judgment, there was no 
statement in that report which was 
accurate; that some of the statements 
were very far from having any basis; 
and that the records of the United 
States court in Boston would bear out 
the truth of my contention. Now I am 
going on to read some of the replies 
to the statements made in the report 
from which I have reud: 

“The record shows — 

That is, the record of the United 
States court — 

"Without contradiction, that of the 

I, 300 to 1,500 shoe manufacturers of 
the United States, the United Co.

incidentally, and peifiiaps properly to 
be referred to at this time, one of those 
who have attacked the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. for years is Mr. Richard 
H. Long of Framingham, Mass., a shoe- 
machinery manufacturer and a shoe 
manufacturer. Mr. Long manufactures 
what is known as the Waldorf shoe, 
a shoe well known in the trade, which 
lie sells through his own stores. Mr. 
Ixing has not to-day, and lie lias not 
had for years, a single machine in hia 
factory put out by the United Shoe 
Machinery Co.; all of ills machines 
are machines of his own manufacture 
or of the manufacture of some other 
than the United Shoe Machinery Co. 

The reason why manufacturers use 
the machinery of the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. is because it is the best 
machinery; it is a test of efficiency, 
pure and simple; it is not a question 
of a lease or of a tying clause or of 
u sale or of anything of that kind. 

The United Shoe Machinery Co. puts 
out something like 300 different ma- 
chines. Most of thoBe machines may 
be purchased or leased, at the option 
I of the user. It is only the three funda- 


mental machines relating to those 
parts of the shoe to which I have pre- 
viously referred which are leased, and 
only leased. 

I want to say now, for fear that 1 
may overlook It, that not only are 
these machines leased to every manu- 
facturer In the United States, large 
and small. East and West. North and 
South, on exactly the same terms, hut 
they are leased to every manufacturer 
In Europe who uses the machines on 
exactly the same terms. The United 
Shoe Machinery Co. manufactures ma- 
chines In England, in France, and in 
Germany, and It leases to the foreign 
manufacturer those machines which 
are manufactured where the labor cost 
is hardly more than one-third of what 
is tlie labor cost in the United States 
on exactly the same terms the lease 
Is made in this country. 

1 think I ought to say here that one 
renson why wo dominate — nnd it is 
the main renson — the shoe-ninmifnc- 
turlng business not only of tills coun- 
try, hut of the world, is because of the 
perfection of the machinery which has 
been developed by this company. 1 
have any amount of testimony here 
from manufacturers — and Senators 
can find it in the reports to which 1 
have referred — relative to the* excell- 
ence of this machinery. We not only 
provide ourselves with shoes in t h la 
country, but we are exporting shoes — 
a very unusual thing for us to do un- 
der the tariff conditions which obtnin 
— because we make them in this coun- 
try to fit the foot. We have developed 
the last and machinery to such per- 
fection that we are able to furnish 
any shaped foot with a shoe. Senators 
will recall that 20 years ago when tl\ey 
bought a ready-made shoe they almost 
invariably lind to break it in at con- 
siderable pain nnd trouble. Now you 
can go into any 1 of 20 stores down 
here on Pennsylvania avenue and the 
salesman will fit your foot with n 
shoe, so that you walk off with as 
much comfort as if you had worn it 
for a month. That is due not only to 
the perfection of the lasts, which we 
have developed in this country, but 
to the perfection of the machinery in 
making the shoe, nnd very largely to 
the Goodyear welt, which is the best 
form of shoe we have developed and 
of which there are made in this coun- 
try probably twenty times as many as 
there were when the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. was formed 1^5 years ago. 

Now, to proceed with the answers 
to the statement in this report of the 
House Committee on Patents: 

“Second. The record shows without 
contradiction that of the 1,300 to 1,500 
shoe manufacturers of the United 
States the United Co. leases machines 
to not more than 1,033, and to many 
of these it leases only one or two ma- 
chines of the hundreds which tney use. 

“Third. The record shows that the 
United Co. offers to all manufacturers 
leases of its leased machines without 
any tying clauses whatever. The ty- 
ing clauses*are used at the option of 
the shoe manufacturer in connection 
with wholesale and cheaper methods 
of obtaining the use of the company’s 
machines. Where he takes the leases 
with the tying clauses in them, he 
does so because he prefers those 
leases. 

"Fourth. The company requires 
manufacturers to buy nails or wire or 
eyelets of it only when they lease ma- 
chines, the entire payment for the use 
of which is comprised in the price 
charged for the nails or wire or eye- 
lets. The company does not require 
wax or any other necessities of the 
industry to be bought of it, either 
“under penalty ol’ having machinery 
ripped from the factory without no- 
tice or any other penalty.” 

There is a reason for buying nails and 
wire of a standard quality. A machine 
works well when the material with 
which it lias to work is of the highest 
standard, but it may work badly if the 
material furnished for that purpose 
is of low standard. Knowing the stan- 
dard of this product, in order to as- 
sure that the machines of tills com- 
pany will work satisfactorily, as they 
should work and do work, it has been 
considered advisable and desirable 
that the manufacturers using the ma- 
chines should buy the nails and wire 
of this company at the price at which 
they would be purchased in the open 
market. 

“Fifth. The record shows that the 
company sells outright to all custom- 
ers at uniform prices 170 different 
types of machines, or considerably 
more than half of the various kinds it 
manufactures. 

"Sixth. The record abounds in tes- 
timony from shoe manufacturers that 
the company lias never interfered with 
their obtaining machines of other man- 
ufacturers and using them side by side 
with machines obtained from the 
United Co.” 

I want Senators to remember that 
I am reading from the record of the 
trial of tills cuse in the United States 
court in Boston. I read further: 

“All the machines for stitching the 
uppers of shoes in every factory in 
tlie United States are obtained from 
manufacturers other than the United 
Co. Even the United States made no 
claim that the United Co. had a mon- 
opoly of machines for stitching the 
uppers of shoes. 

“It is unnecessary in detail to fur- 
ther refute the assertions made. The 
record in the case mentioned is a 
complete answer to them. The files 
of tlie Commerce Department of tlie 
United States show by the reports of 
its consular and other agents t hat tiie 
United States leads the world in the 
variety and excellence of its shoe ma- 
chinery, and tills result lias been ac- 
complished by the efforts of the United 
Co.” 

There probably has not been a year 
since the organization of that com- 
pany that at least $500,000 lias not 
been spent in developing machinery; 
and when the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. develops a new machine or an im- 
provement on an old machine, it takes 
out the old machine and puts in the 
new one without any cost to the manu- 
facturer, so that the manufacturer lias 
tlie benefit of up-to-date machinery all 
the time. If Senators could go hack 
to conditions which existed before 
1899, before ' !*•• organisation «>i this 
company, and understand under what 
restrictions tlie shoo business was car- 
ried on on account of machinery then 
used, they would the better appreciate 
and value what this company has been 
to tiie industry. For instance, every 
manufacturer of shoes wishes to have 


ns modern nnd up-to-dnte mnehinery 
ns can be obtnined. He would buy a 
machine which seemed to lie nil right 
which was so represented, lmt it had 
not been thoroughly tested, nnd ns a 
result it would buck. It was necessary 
for th*> manufacturer to keep nt hand 
a skilled mechanic all tlie time to 
make tlie necessary renewals and re- 
pairs. Under these conditions fre- 
quently such ninehines had to he taken 
out nfter they had done an amount of 
poor work, which would nffect ad- 
versely the business of the manufac- 
turer in addition to tlie actual loss 
Involved. 

The machines of the United Shoe 
Machinery Uo. are thoroughly tried 
out before they are put in, and tlie 
Shoe Mnehinery Co. employs men, 
available at all times, to keep the ma- 
chines in order, without any cost to 
tlie manufacturer except the cost of 
spare parts where new parts are need- 
ed. That policy is not only a benefit 
to the manufacturer, hut it is of spe- 
cial benefit to the shoe workmen. 

I have myself talked time and again 
with the employees of shoe factories 
in Massachusetts about the results ob- 
tained from this manner of conducting 
tlie business, nnd I never have seen a 
man who has not stated to me,’ “We 
get hotter results under the conditions 
to-day than we did in the old days 
when tlie ninehines were breaking 
down.” “Why?” "Because frequently 
a machine would break down under 
those old conditions and the manufac- 
turer would have to send for an expert 
to repair tlie mnchinc nnd wo would 
be lnid off for half a day, sometimes 
for a day, before the machine would be 
ready to go on with its work. Now 
in 15 or 20 minutes, in any large shoe- 
manufacturing center, an expert can 
be obtained who makes the machine 
workable, so that the workmen can 
complete a day’s work each day with- 
in reasonable hours.” 

Now, let me point out to you how It 
is a benefit to the small manufacturer. 
The extract which I will read is only 
one of hundreds of such from small 
manufacturers relating to this indus- 
try. It is written by Mr. R. O. Green, 
of Fort Dodge, Iowa, in which he 
refers to the advantages In very defi- 
nite terms and denies the truth of 
many statements that have been made 
concerning the Shoe Machinery Co. 
Mr. Green says: 

“Now as to any presumed extortion 
from the consuming public. What 
would be the result if we were oper- 
ating under old conditions? Several 
different machines for doing the same 
operations would be on the market, 
some good, some bad, and some quite 
indifferent, but none of them with the 
efficiency of the machines in operation 
now, because the United Shoe Machin- 
ery Co. do not put out machines until 
they have been thoroughly tested and 
found absolutely perfect in their op- 
eration. 

“This is necessary from every point 
of economy, because their revenue de- 
pends upon the perfect and constant 
working of the machines, as most of 
the royalty is paid so much per pair. 
Vhe shoe manufacturer is not a ma- 
chinist. When, under old conditions, 
he bought a machine he had to buy it 
outright and take his chances on its 
doing the work as represented by the 
company selling, and also take his 
chances on an improvement being 
made at any time which would make 
his machinery worthless. He would 
have to employ an expert machinist, 
competent to take care of all his ma- 
chines, which would hardly be done, 
for the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
people find they have to and do employ 
separate machinists for each system of 
machines. If such a machinist could 
he employed, he would be a very high- 
priced man, and the ordinary manu- 
facturer could not afford to pay the 
price, and if they did they would have 
to add the extra cost to the cost of 
the shoe. So, taking the expense in- 
curred by depreciating machinery, 
which would be constantly occurring 
in large degree, other than ordinary 
wear and tear on account of contin- 
ual supposed improvement, together 
with the large expense of employing 
at high salaries expert machinists to 
take care of and keep in repair the 
machines, the cost per pair over what 
it now costs would conservatively 
amount to four or five times as much 
as the present royalty system involves. 
What would be the result? Every 
small concern, and, in fact, every con- 
cern except the very largest, would he 
forced out of business, because they 
would not have capital enough to keep 
up their machinery account and em- 
ploy the high-priced experts to take 
care of it ,and we would have a shoe 
manufacturers’ trust far more formid- 
able and costly to the consumers than 
under present conditions. The fact 
is that under the admirable organiza- 
tion of the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
the industry of shoe manufacturing is 
stimulated, so that any energetic, cap- 
able person with a little money can 
go into tlie shoe-manufacturing busi- 
ness.” 

I will not quote further, but there 
is much more to tlie same general pur- 
port in the letter. 

I have here a statement made by 
Hon. James M. Curley, the present 
Democratic mayor of Boston. I pre- 
sume Mr. Curley, before he had in- 
vestigated, might have had in his own 
mind some doubt about the value of 
the policy which was being carried on 
by this compuny, but it seems that last 
summer he made an investigation, 
and 1 quote from a statement which 
lie made which was published in tlie 
Boston papers. Mr. Curley said: 

“I sincerely wish that it were possi- 
ble that every public man, especially 
our State and National officials, visit 
thiB industrial institution that they 
might grasp at first hand the grand 
work that the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. is striving to do, t hat the benefits 
it affords its home community, the 
State, and eventually the Nation might 
he comprehended. The policy of the 
State and National Governments would 
no longer persevere in the channels 
recently chosen, secondhand informa- 
tion would no longer ho accepted in 
substitution for facts, bitter and un- 
founded uttacks would he constituted 
a crime. The Government instead 
would throw about beneficent com- 
panies of this character a protecting 
arm, wurding it from abuse, suits, and 
legal entanglements which it now 
places in its path, that its energies 
he allowed to develop and he conserved 
for larger and more highly efficient 
industry.

“Look about you. New England cities 
and towns arc dotted with shoe fac- 
tories owned by whom? By the young 
men of New England, small manufac- 
turers who have prospered and de- 
veloped under tlie liberal policy of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., and to-day 
many of them are beyond the state of 
immediate financial worry. Young 
men, and in New England there are 
hundreds of them, who have nothing 
to offer this company as security but 
brains, energy, perseverance, and an 
expert talent for making good shoes, 
have by the policy pursued by this 
company become successful manufac- 
turers, grown and fostered by the 
United Shoe Machinery Co.” 

There is more of it, but that is an 
indication of what the mayor of Bos- 
ton said after he had made an exam- 
ination of the premises and the man- 
ner of cohducting the company’s busi- 
ness. 

Mr. President, what’ is the incentive 
for this legislation? Who has been 
creating the public sentiment which 
has apparently brought this company 
into such disfavor with legislators and 
in other ways? Why, it is none other 
than those who want to break down 
the policy which this company has 
been following in order that they may 
profit thereby. It is not the small 
manufacturer, for he has profited by 
their policy; but it is the large com- 
pany that wants to break down that 
policy so that it may buy its machines 
on better terms than the small com- 
pany can do, at wholesale prices, so 
to speak, for it knows that the little 
fellow can not raise the capital to buy 
the machines, and as a result the bus- 
iness would become concentrated. 
There is no doubt this would be the 
result if this bill becomes a law and 
the United Co. is compelled to change 
its method of doing business. 

My friend the junior Senator from 
Missouri (Mr. Reed) put into the 
Record yesterday a telegram from the 
International Shoe Co. of that State, 
and also a telegram from John C. 
Roberts, commending him for what he 
was doing in connection with this leg- 
islation, and showing a particular 
leaning against the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. As those telegrams are 
in the Record, I will not read them 
now; hut I want to say, before I over- 
look it, that Mr. John C. Roberts, who 
was referred to as tlie editor or the 
owner or the manager of the St. Louis 
Star, is one of the firm of Roberts, 
Rand & Johnson, shoe manufacturers 
of St. Louis, which is now a part of the 
International Shoe Co.; and, therefore, 
when a telegram is printed here from 
tlie International Shoe Co., it may be 
presumed that it is from Mr. Rob- 
erts as well, so no additional weight 
can he given to the telegram, which 
has been printed In the Record from 
Mr. Roberts. 

What is tire International Shoe Co.? 
This company lias an authorized cap- 
ital of $25,000,000 and an issued cap- 
ital of $21,000,000. They have the 
largest capacity of any shoe manufac- 
turing concern in the world — over 

50.000 pairs of shoes a day. There 
are very few concerns in the United 
States which have a capacity of 10,000 
pairs a day.

What 
about Cuba in 1898? 

We did not take Cuba, we merely in- 
stalled a system of government which 
we agreed to withdraw ns soon ns the 
people showed themselves capable of 
governing their country, and we car- 
people showed themselves capable of 
tied out our promise. We did not 
even take the Philippines, they were 
purchased from fepain, and I think 
for the best interests of the country. 

In your opinion is this the last 
great war? 

Nobody knows.

This play generally results in trou- 
ble for the boys, since they are usual- 
ly driven into out-of-the-way places, 
where nobody can prevent their fall- 
ing into bad habits. 

It should be clearly understood by 
all parents, as well as by the boys, 
that our playgrounds are for rich and 
poor, weak and strong. There is 
plenty of room on our playgrounds, 
and the supervision, wihch is liberally 
provided, will protect the boys from 
many dangers. 

At the present time the directors are 
organizing on our playgrounds, at 
least 6 football teams. These are ar- 
ranged for midgets juniors, and sen- 
iors. The boys who do not care for 
rugby football, will find great pleasure 
and helpful exercise in soccer foot- 
ball. 

All our parents should thoroughly 
appreciate what this supervision ot 
the plav-life of their boys means. Ev- 
ery boy who has been from 5 to 0 
hours during the day, in the school- 
room, should exercise vigorously, for 
at least an hour every day, out of 
doors. 

Send your boy to the director on 
the nearest playground who will see 
to it that he finds a suitable group of 
boys for an hour’s wholesome play. 

The parents should if possible come 
to the playground and talk with the 
director about their boys. 

Co-operation by all will make play- 
grounds a great blessing. We want 
all the boys.

P OT ROAST nmy be made with one 
of the cheaper cuts of meat and 
allows the housewife to econo- 
mize now that meat is so high. 

Cream of Carrot Soup. — Take two 
cupfuls cut carrots, three cupfuls milk, 
oue tablespoonful butter, one table- 
spoonful finely cut onion, one table- 
spoonful flour,' one-lmlf tcuspoouful 
salt, one-fourth tcuspoouful white pep- 
per ami one tnblespoonful chopped 
parsley. Wash, scrape and cut the 
carrots, cover with boiling water, add 
one-half tea spoonful* salt and boll thir- 
ty or forty minutes, or until tender. 
Drain ami mash. Put two cupfuls 
milk nnd one cupful stock (in which 
the carrots were cooked) on in top of 
double boiler. As soon as it boils add 
the carrots. Put the butter nnd onion 
in frying pan, cook one minute, then 
add the flour nnd one cupful milk slow- 
ly. Stir until smooth and creamy, then 
add to the milk. Add the salt nnd pep- 
per; strain and add the chopped parsley. 
Made With Chuck. 

Tot Roast Beef With Brown Pota- 
toes.— Take a one and one-half pound 
chuck roast and wipe with wet cloth, 
put into iron boiler or Dutch oven and 
sear on both sides. If you do not have 
an iron boiler or Dutch oven sear in 
frying pan. When seared put Into 
boiler nnd add one onion, cut small; 
one tnblespoonful salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful white pepper and two cup- 
fuls boiling water. Boil one and one- 
half hours; then add one qunrt pota- 
toes, which have been washed and 
pared. Boil twenty minutes, or until 
the potatoes are done, adding water as 
It Is needed. You must have two cup- 
fuls of gravy by the time It is done. 
Mix one tnblespoonful flour with cold 
water and add to the gravy; then add 
one tablespoonful caramel. 

Apples Are Cheap. 

Apple Fritters. — Take oue cupful 
flour, one tenspoonful baking powder, 
a little salt and yolks of two eggs, 
beaten light, with cupful of milk. 
Grate in three medium sized apples, 
bent weJI and fold in stifily beaten 
whites of two eggs. Drop by spoon- 
fuls into hot fat and fry until nicely 
browned. Drain on brown paper and 
serve with maple sirup. 

Drop Cakes.— Take one egg, beat the 
white separately, add oue cupful of 
sugar, one-lmlf cupful of butter or lard, 
two cupfuls of flour and two tenspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Beat the but- 
ter and sugar to a cream. Bake in 
small pans.

VEGETABLE OMELETS. 

F ANCY omelets are no more dilll- 
cult to make than plain ones. 
Almost any fruits or vegetables 
may be used in varying them. Some 
excellent recipes for the omelets are 
the following: 

Served With Tomatoes. 

Omelet With Tomato Sauce.— Take 
four eggs and beat until light and 
foamy. Then add two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of milk into which has been mixed 
a tenspoonful of flour, a third of a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder and a pinch 
of salt Beat all together well nnd 
cook in u buttered frying pan in a hot 
oven. 

Tomato Omelet.— Take six eggs, two 
ripe tomatoes, three ounces of butter, 
a piece of shallot and seasoning of 
salt and pepper. Skin the tomatoes 
and cut into small pieces. Add the 
shallot, chopped flue. Separate the 
eggs and beat both yolks and whites 
up light. Mix the tomato, shallot, salt 
and pepper with the yolks. Put the 
butter into t lit* frying pan and make 
quite hot; then stir the whipped whites 
carefully into the yolks and turn the 
mixture into the pan ami cook, stirring 
all the time. 

Use For Cold Vegetables. 

Potato Omelet.— Take a cupful of 
mushed potatoes, three eggs, with 
yolks and whites beaten separately, u 
scant tenspoonful of salt, a dash of 
white pepper, half a cupful of sweet 
milk and a heaping tenspoonful of 
Hour. Heat and grease a large sauce- 
pan or frying pan and pour the mix- 
ture into it. Keep on top of stove at 
moderate heat till set and browned 
on the under slilc. Then set on the 
rack in the oven to brown on top. 

Asparagus Omelet.— Break the yolks 
and whites of four eggs into separate 
dishes, bent the yolks till thick, add 
four tublespoon fuls of milk and salt 
and pepper. Then fold in the stifily 
beaten whites. Melt a little butter in 
an omelet pan, and when it is hot turn 
Pn tin* (*ggs. Brown well and then set 
in the oven one minute. Have uspyru- 
gus tii»s cooked and seasoned. Spread 
»n tho omelet, fold tin* lutter and turn 
:>u a hot platter and garnish with 
parsley,

Machinery Co., which is being at- 
tacked. It was formed by the combin- 
ation of many concerns, most of which 
were originally in competition with 
one another, selling their shoes In the 
South and Southwest. The combina- 
tion now includes 11 formerly inde- 
pendent concerns nnd controls 21 fac- 
tories in Missouri nnd Illinois. The 
nucleus of tlie combination was the 
firm of Roberts, Johnson & Rand, of 
St. Ivouis, which had developed a large 
business from a small beginning while 
using the United Shoe Machinery Co.’s 
machines on the very terms which 
they now denounce as oppressive and 
tyrannical. 

They never had made shoes at all 
until after the organization of the 
United Co. The Roberts, Johnson & 
Rand Shoo Co.’s first attempt at mon- 
opolizing the southwestern shoe busi- 
ness wns early In 1911, when they 
tried to effect a combination of the 
four largest shoe-manufacturing con- 
cerns in St. Louis, know’ll at that time 
as the “big four” — the Roberts. John- 
son & Rand Shoe Co., the Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co., the Brown Shoe Co., 
and the Peters Shoe Co. These con- 
cerns at that time did n business of 
about $80,000,000 a year. Prior to that 
time the Roberts, Johnson A Rand 
Shoo Co. had taken over the plants of 
three independent companies — tlie 
rseyvllle Shoe Co., of Jerseyvllle, 
111.; the Star Shoe Co., of Hannibal. 
Mo.; and the Desnoyers Shoe Co., of 
Springfield, 111. Hamilton-Brown and 
the Brown Shoe Co. preferred to re- 
main independent; but in December, 
1911, the International Shoe Co. was 
organized, taking over the business of 
the Roberts, Johnson A Rand Shoe Co. 
and the Peters Shoe Co. This gave 
them the control of 16 factories, 2 of 
which were in the State of Illinois 
and 14 in the State of Missouri. Ten 
of these had been managed by the 
Roberts, Johnson & Rand Shoe Co. 
and 6 by the Peters Shoe Co. 

December 10, 1912, the International 
Co. took over the business of the Fried- 
man-Shelby Shoe Co., who were then 
operating five shoe factories in Mis- 
souri. The Friedman-Shelby Co. w’as 
itself a combination, having taken over 
three independent plants — the Morris 
Bros. Shoe Co., of Mexico, Mo., in Octo- 
ber, 1907; the Giesecke Boot & Shoe 
Manufacturing Co., of Jefferson City, 
Mo., in January, 1910; and the Gie- 
secke-D’Oench-Hays Shoe Co., of St. 
Louis, in January, 1910. 

On August 1, 1913, the International 
Co. took over the business of the Ster- 
ling Shoe Co., in Belleville, 111. 

In July, 1912, after the retirement 
from business of the Monnig Shoe Co., 
the International Co. obtained posses 
sion of that plant In Marshall, Mo. 

It is not necessary for me to discuss 
any other phase of this attack on the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., as applied 
to large companies, than simply to 
give the details which 1 have given of 
tlie organization of the International 
Shoe Co. It in itself, as far as it can 
be, is a combination intended to dom- 
inate the shoe manufacturing business 
in the section of tlie South and South 
west which is tributary to its factor- 
ies; and, as far as it has been able 
to do it, it has done so, so that to-day 
it is the largest shoe-manufacturing 
concern in tin* world. A11 of tlie at- 
tacks — and the records bear me out 
in this statement — that are made on 
the United Shoe Machinery Co. are 
made by concerns similar to tlie In- 
ternational Shoe Co., big people do- 
ing a large business, who want to get 
their machines at wholesale prices 
and under such conditions that the 
small manufacturer can not buy them. 
That is the animus behind this whole 
Attack. 

Mr. President, I do not desire to 
delay the Senate any longer in a dis- 
cussion of this subject, except to road 
from a statement made by Mr. Fred- 
erick P. Fish, the great patent lawyer 
of Boston, one of the leading lawyers 
of the United States, in an argument 
which he made to the court in closing 
the case which the Government 
brought against tlie United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co., and I read it because it 
states in very definite terms the value 
of tills company to shoe manufactur- 
ing. i 1« lias been discussing the rea- 
son for the attacks made on the com- 
pany, and continues by saying — 

And why? Simply because this de- 
fendant company has succeeded in do- 
ing what the public wanted; that is in 
giving tlie best possible shoe machines, 
in organizing absolutely and radically 
ne w methods of dealing with and pro- 
moting the interests of its customers. 
In establishing new relations with 
them that were not foreshadowed, and 
which are not imitated to-day in any 
other business, in accordance with 
which thiH United Shoe Machinery Co. 
is the engineer for the shoe manu- 
facturers; it is the organizer for the 
shoe manufacturers; it tells them 
how to lay out their shops; it tells 
them how to do their business; it 
trains their help; and it finances them 
to the full extent of the machinery 
which it supplies. Thirty-five million

Mr. TOWNSEND. Before the Sen- 
ator from Massachusetts tak* s his 
s«>at, I w ish to say that I have listened 
with a great deal of interest to his 
argument, and to me it seems that he 
lias certainly made out a case in favor 
of the benefits which can come from 
this machinery; but that being true, 
there is one thing that I can not quite 
understand. As I understand, the ob- 
jection to these contracts is because 
of the provision which prohibits the 
lessor from using any other machinery 
than that of the United Shoe Machin- 
ery Co. in the manufacture of shoes. 
Now, if it is for the benefit of the 
small manufacturer to lease these ma- 
chines instead of expending the money 
necessary to buy them, if they are the 
best machines that can be put upon 
the market, why is it necessary to have 
that clause in the contract? 

•Mr. WEEKS. Mr. President, the 
Senator from Michigan, who has been 
good enough to listen to a large part 
of what I have been saying, evidently 
was not present when I tried to ex- 
plain that provision. In the first 
place, the only tying clause that ap- 
plies to any of these machines applies 
to the three fundamental machines 
made by the Goodyear Co., the McKay 
Co., and the McKay Lasting Machine 
Co. The United Shoe Machinery Co. 
puts out about 300 machines alto- 
gether, and, with the exception of half 
a dozen machines, it offers to sell or 
lease any of these machines, or all of 
them, at the option of the manufac- 
turers, who take them under the lease 
provision rather than buy them be- 
cause it is more economical for them 
to do it. It does not require as much 
capital to go into the business, and 
the net results have proven distinctly 
to the advantage of the manufacturer. 

It is only these three fundamental 
machines to which the tying clause is 
applied, and that is applied only be- 
cause those machines are supplement- 
ary to one another. They are not in 
competition in any way. One does one 
thing in connection with the making 
of a shoe and another does another 
thing. Now, if one of these machines 
were operating on a shoe and the ma- 
chine of some other manufacturer 
were employed in carrying on the op- 
eration, there might be such defects 
in the connecting link that the results 
would be unsatisfactory to the manu- 
facturer himself. 

I am not a shoe manufacturer and 
I am not ail expert in these details, 
but at one time 1 did give a great deal 
of attention to this question, because 
it seemed to me there must be some 
reason why, iu this particular indus- 
try. we dominated the whole world, 
not only in making shoe machinery, 
but in making sliocs; and I came to 
i he conclusion that it was due to the 
perfection of the machinery and tlie 
manner in which it was leased or sold 
to tlie manufacturer. 

I do not know that there would be 
any result which would be harmful 
to the companies or harmful to t Ue 
public if these tying clauses were en- 
tirely done away with; but, knowing 
the character oi’ the individuals and 
the companies which are fomenting 
this attack on the United Co., I am 
fearful that they have in mind a com- 
bination in manufacturing shoes which 
will make the combination of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., admitting, 
that it is as bad as its detractors 
claim, look, not like 30 cents, but like 
3 cents. (Laughter.) 

1 want to see the American people 
get good shoes at the lowest possible 
price, and I believe they are doing it 
under the system which now prevails.

For the purpose of informing the 
people of the country of the growth 
and importance of the coffee industry, 
the National Coffee Roasters Associa- 
toin have suggested that next week 
be known as Coffee Week and as much 
information as possible be given the 
public In the way of making coffee a 
purer, healthier and more enjoyable 
drink than ever before. 

Some idea of the consumption of 
coffee In the country enn he gathered 
from the figures in the U. S. depart- 
ment of Commerce, showing that the 
increase has been from 2.98 pounds per 
capita in 1830 to 10 pounds per cap- 
ita in 1914. 

The following facts regarding coffee 
may be of interest: 

Coffee, or “Gift of Heaven," as the 
wise men of the East declare it, is 
of the botanical strain of "Rubiaceae,” 
a family of beautiful and useful fruits, 
flowers and shrubs. The lovely gar- 
denia is a distant relative, and flavors, 
fragrances and beauties of form and 
color, as well as practical human ben- 
efit, are the treasures which this fam- 
ily of many graces bestows upon man. 

The coffee tree or shrub grows from 
seed into a small plant, which is trans- 
planted, developing into a bush or tree 
from about seven to sixteen feet high, 
and producing a crop in about four or 
five years from the planting of the 
seed. 

The leaves resemble laurel In form, 
and the beautiful starlike blossoms 
suggestive of jasmine, fill the air with 
fragrance in alluring promise of the 
fruit to come. Almost like “snow- 
flakes in the sun” the blossoms dis- 
appear a few days. Then follow clus- 
ters of green cherries which color 
bright red as they ripen and become 
bouquets of ripe fruit in about six 
months from the time of flowering. 
The cherries each contain two berries 
"coffee beans,” and shrivel and 
dry as the time for picking approaches. 

The functions of the wholesale 
roaster are among the most vital of 
coffee processes. 

It is in the roaster’s offices that 
coffee is put on trial for its ultimate 
value — drinking quality. 

Previously judged in the green “by 
appearances,” here, on the revolving 
round tables, it passes through the 
“fire and water” judgment of critical 
cup testers for its merit in beverage 
form for the consumer’s table — its 
final testing. 

In the roasting process the berries 
swell up by the liberation of gases 
within their substance. The aromatic 
oils contained in the cells are suffi- 
ciently developed or “cooked,” and 
made ready for instantaneous solution 
with boiling water, when the cells are 
thoroughly opened by grinding. 

The drinking quality is largely de- 
pendent upon the experienced knowl- 
edge of the coffee roaster and his sci- 
entific methods and modern machin- 
ery, by which the coffee is not only 
roasted, but cleaned, milled and com-

plotely manufactured to a high point 
of perfection. 

The true strength and flavor of 
roasted coffee is ground out. not boiled 
ut. The finer coffee is ground, the 
more thoroughly are the cells opened, 
the surfaces multiplied, and the aro- 
matic oils made ready for separation 
from their husks. 

The finer the grind, the better nnd 
grenter the yield. With pulverized 
coffee (fine as corn meal) the fully 
released aromatic oils are instantan- 
eously soluble with boiling water. 

In ground coffee the oils are stand- 
ing in “open packages,” escaping into 
the air and absorbing moisture, etc., 
necessitating quick use or confinement 
in air proof and moisture proof pro- 
tection. 

Correct brewing is not "cooking.” 
It is a process of extraction of the 
already cooked aromatic oils from the 
surrounding fibrous tissue, which has 
no drinkable value. Boiling or stew- 
ing cooks in the fibre, which should be 
wholly discarded as dregs, and dam- 
ages the flavor and puritv of the 
liquid. Boiling coffee and water to- 
gether is ruin and waste. 

The aromatic oils, constituting the 
whole true flavor, are extracted in- 
stantly by boiling water when the 
cells are thoroughly opened by fine 
grinding. The undesirnble elements, 
being less quickly soluble, are left in 
the grounds in a quick contact of 
water and coffee. The coarser the 
grind the less accessible are the oils 
to the water, thus the inability to 
get out the strength from coffee not 
finely enough ground. 

Too long contact of water and cof- 
fee causes twang and bitterness, and 
the finer the grind the less the contact 
should be. The infusion, when 
brewed, is injured by being boiled or 
overheated. It is also damaged by 
being chilled, which breaks the fusion 
of oils and water. It should he served 
immediately, or kept hot, as in 
double boiler. 

Tests show that water under the 
boiling point, 212 degrees, is inefficient 
for coffee brewing, and does not ex- 
tract the aromatic oils. Used under 
this temperature, it is a sure cause 
of weak and insipid flavor. The effort 
to make up this deficiency by longer 
contact of coffee and water, or re- 
peated pouring through, results in 
no extraction of the oils, but draws 
out undesirable elements, such as cof- 
fee-tannin, which is soluble in water 
at any temperature and is governed 
by the time of contact. 

Brewing is the final manufacturing 
process of coffee. All previous per 
fection is dependent upon it. Like 
food products which lose nutritive 
value by had cooking, coffee loses its 
best values by wrong brewing. 
Brewed by the very simple correct 
methods, it is an unfailingly clear, 
fragrant, taste-charming beverage, 
universally loved and scientifically ap- 
proved. 


in May, 1905, when, at the close of

Treasur- 
ing the lessons of the pnst, she active- 
ly lived in the present, and ever looked 
townrd the future, to he created by 
the ideals, actively lived, of the Past 
nnd the Present. 

She would approve a recent senti- 
ment of a French writer (M. Emile 
Faguet, in the preface to M. Gaston 
Riou’s Aux Ecoutes dela France qui 
Vient) "Above all, be good citizens. 
The good citizen is first of all a tra- 
ditionist, for the surest way to destroy 
one’s Country (Ia Patrie) is to cut 
the communications between the pres- 
ent generation and the preceding gen- 
erations; — a Country being the suc- 
cession of generations and the contin- 
uity of their sentiments and their 
thoughts. To put it in a single word, 
a Country is a Past.” 

That is the true message of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
to the times, Conservation of the Past, 
to make us good citizens in the Pres- 
ent, inspired to pass on the highest 
ideals for the forward march of the 
Future, from generation to generation. 

Finally, as to our dear friend, passed 
on before, the prayer of her father is 
again fulfilled, as it was in that other 
beautiful life of service, that of her 
sister, Sarah Allen Cooney, "God grant 
thnt our children may become good 
women, who, by their lives, shall leave 
the world better for their having lived 
in it ”

Miss Allen felt strongly that the 
chapters of the D. A. H. ought to pre- 
serve the memory of the loyal women 
of the Revolution, by naming the local 
chapters for local women patriots, if 
possible. She had, some time before 
the meeting, asked her sister Lucy to 
look up the historic women of Massa- 
chusetts, and particularly of Newton, 
and especially to he posted upon the 
career of the prominent and patriotic 
Jackson family, and its daughter Lucy, 
and he ready to present an account at 
the meeting, with the result that the 
chapter then and there decided to 
commemorate the name of Lucy Jack- 
son. Later, bylaws were drawn up 
and adopted, so that the chapter dates 
its full organization from December 
9, 1896. 

From the beginning, the Regent left 
no stone unturned to impress upon the 
Chapter the high ideals for which it 
was organized. The marking of His- 
toric spots was naturally the first Im- 
portant work taken up by the National 
Society and its chapters. The bronze 
tablets one sees In driving about the 
City of Newton testify to the generous 
and artistic work of this Chapter in 
this branch of historic preservation. 

Miss Allen was one of the few early 
leaders who foresaw that the patriotic 
work of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, to be lastingly effect- 
ive, must look to the future, as well as 
to the glorious inspiration of the past. 
And that the lessons of the past must 
he well understood, the purpose and 
the results of the nation’s struggle foi 
liberty, if intelligent patriotic work is 
to be done. 

She also especially desired that the 
Chapter should hold to the purpose for 
which a chapter exists, a distinctive, 
patriotic work. While she was the 
Regent, and as such, the leader iu out- 
lining a policy for the Chapters’ activ- 
ities. tin* successful carrying out of 
i lie policies was made possible by the 
loyul and affcetiouutc eo-operution of 
the oBurd and the Chapter members. 
She used with pride to say that her 
Chapter was always a harmonious 
one. 

Kven the necessities of the Chapter 
for raising funds, she made to serve 
its patriotic and educutiouul ideals. 
She it was who proposed and secured, 
with the consent of the Chapter, tin* 
distinguished historian, John Fiske, 
for a course of lectures to be given 
for the pecuniary benefit of the chap- 


ter. and for the intellectual benefit 
and pleasure of Chapter and commun- 
ity. As a community generally takes 
hut little interest in entertainments 
of this nature, it proved very hard to 
sell the tickets, and many came back 
upon the Regent’s hands. But by dint 
of hard, persevering house to house 
and hand to hand work on the part 
of Miss Allen and her sister, the tick- 
ets were at last sold, and the course 
was a success. Persistent persever- 
ance io accomplish her ends was a 
striking characteristic of Fanny Allen, 
and it almost always won its reward. 

A'fter the history course she tried 
literature, Mr. Henry Clapp being en- 
gaged to speak upon Shakspere. And 
she tried music, with a lecture by 
Louis C. Elson, for none hut the very 
best, experts in their several lines, 
would satisfy her ambitions for her 
Chapter. 

For addresses at Chapter meetings, 
she secured such leaders of thought 
as Edwin D. Mead und Julia Ward 
Howe. Never once, in planning the 
Chapter work, did she lose sight of 
the special mission and objects of the 
D. A. R. 

As to the projection of the Chapter's 
influence into the future, a plan that 
lay very near her heurt was work 
among boys and girls for their social 
uplift, as the coming citizens. Years 
before the Playground Associations 
were organized, she was anxious to 
have a public playground in West 
Newton, to keep the children off of the 
streets, and to give them properly 
supervised play. She hoped io have 
her Chapter inaugurate both of these 
works. When she realized that the 
work would have to be done on u 
scule fur beyond the Chapter’s re- 
sources, though it might be glad to do 
it if it roiild, she turned to various 
influential persons in the city, and in 
every right way, constantly used her 
influence, and kept stirring the matter 
up, and keeping interest alive, io huve 
these social services undertaken. So 
it is largely due to her advocacy that 
botii these tilings are in successful 
operutiou today, a playground and 
clubs for hoys and girls. Jt was a 
pleasure to her to Hee (lie old bull- 
field of her father’s seiiool, at thel 
corner of Elm and Webster streets, 
in use, us it now is, for such u play- 
ground. 

It is idle for me to attempt to ex- | 
press to you, who also knew and loved 
her, what she was; -beautiful, refined, 
graceful, intellectual, devoting uli her 
tulcnts and energies to the best tilings 
of life. Shall we ever forget thut day

The afternoon 
was devoted to the short distance 
rounds, these being the American 
Round and gentlemen’s Team Round 
for the men and the Columbia Round 
and ladies’ team round for the ladies.

Alderman Bartlett wanted to know 
why the License committee would not 
favor taxi cab lclenses to Fred Mac- 
Isaac and Emmanuel DeFazio and Al- 
derman Rice Bald that the present 
service at Newtonville was satisfac- 
tory and the committee did not favor 
granting any additional licenses there. 
Alderinnn Bartlett said he had not 
been able to get service when he had 
used the Newtonville station and de- 
manded what right the board had to 
create a monopoly in this business. 
Alderman Cabot said that the Newton- 
ville carriage service was as satis- 
factory as could be expected in a sub- 
urban village and said that on many 
days the proprietor did not make ex- 
penses. The present licensee had, at 
the request of his patrons, bought out 
two formerly competing concerns and 
the present petitions were evidently 
intended to work the same game again. 
Mr. Cabot said there was not business 
enough for more than one concern. 
The board then gave these petitioners 
leave to withdraw and took the same 
action on petition of the Telephone 
Co. for poles on Cross street. 

On recommendation of committees 
licenses were granted to J. V. Green 
for an intelligence office at Newton, 
Fred Barbati for pool tables on Adams 
street, attachments were granted the 
Edison C b. on Eddy street and Bow- 
en street, the Telephone Co. was 
granted attachments on Waldorf road, 
poles on Wiswall street and permission 
to remove poles on Washington street, 
Newton. The Edison Co. and the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Co. were granted joint 
poles on Elliot street. 

Leave to withdraw on abatement of 
sewer assessment on Rockledge road 
desired by A. T. Robinson, to E. H. 
Alexander for abatement, street 
sprinkling assessment on Greenougti 
street and to T. W. White for laying 
out of Bacon place. It was deemed 
inexpedient to sell the land where the 
old armory now stands but the mayor 
was authorized to dispose of the 
building. A hearing was assigned on 
November 2 on the widening of a 
part of Rowe street. A sewer wi 
ordered laid in Washington street near 
the Woodland Park hotel. The mayor 
and Aldermen Early, Alley and Barker 
were appointed a committee to confer 
with other officials in regard to a new 
bridge over Charles river near Norum- 
bega park. 

$18,768.15 was granted for city ex- 
penses in November, $78.19 authorized 
to pay a pension to Timothy Meade, 
$1553 was transferred for resurfacing 
of Watertown street, Newtonville and 
$1200 for Beacon street, Waban, the 
claim of Mrs. Annie B. Collette on ac- 
count of Waban Hill road was settled 
by accepting one half of the better- 
ment assessed, and $35.49 was ordered 
paid to Pitt F. Drew on account of 
court costs. 

A proposed ordinance requiring in- 
combustible roof covering on all 
houses hereafter erected in this city 
was the subject of some debate before 
it was sent back to the Rules commit- 
tee. Alderman Murphy wanted it laid 
over until a hearing could be given 
and Alderman Bemis thought it too 
radical a change to take effect at 
once, as it would work a hardship on 
persons who were contemplating build- 
ing and who could not afford a more 
expensive roof than shingles. He in- 
troduced an amendment making De- 
cember 31 the time the ordinance 
should take effect. Alderman Rice

NEW GARAGE LAW 


THE MOTHERS REST 


Many Restrictions Placed On Automobile Interesting Report of Its Work During the 
Owners Past Season 


JiKWTON MAN HONORED 

Mr. Albert Farwell Bemis of Old 
Orchard road, Chestnut Hill, has been 
elected a life member of the Corpora- 
tion of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, to succeed the late Gov- 
ernor Eben S. Draper. Mr. Bemis is 
now serving his fourth year as an al- 
derman of this city. He is past presi- 
dent of the M. I. T. Alumni Associa- 
tion and a trustee of Colorado College. 
He has been a member of the First 
Corps of Cadets and in the manage- 
ment of the National Association ot 
Cotton Manufacturers. He has al- 
ways been greatly interested in Tech 
and has been very active in the estab- 
lishment of the summer engineering 
camp at East Machias, and is in fact 
a member of the committee which se- 
cured and developed the location. 


Public garages must be of fireproof 
construction inside and outside. 

Second, third and fourth class gar- 
ages shall be outside fire limits. 

Private garages must have concrete 
floor, be located 20 feet from nearest 
building or 50 feet from any building 
more than three Btories high. 

No building may be converted into 
a garage unless of fireproof construc- 
tion. 

No building may be used for housing 
automobiles and horses unless pro- 
vided with non-connecting fire-proofed 
walls and provided with separate 
exits. Automatic sprinklers may be 
ordered in such a building. 

Garages may be heated by steam or 
hot water only. Heating plant to be 
separate from garage. 

Garages may be lighted by electri- 
city only. 

Sand buckets, fire pails and scoops 
must be installed in each garage. 

Chemical fire extinguisher required 
in every garage. 

Unless radical changes are made in 
the new garage regulations in charge 
of the state police, Newton, as well as 
the cities and towns all over the state 
having motor fire apparatus or other 
automobile apparatus as well as scores 
of individuals who own either private 
or public garages, will find themselves 
placed at heavy expense to obey the 
law and escape the heavy fine imposed 
on violators. 

These regulations have been placed 
in charge of the chief of the fire de- 
partment to enforce, he acting as agent 
for the district police. 

All of the regulations passed by the 
fire hazard commission are already 
effective excepting Chapter 4. which 
is one of the most important and which 
was to have become effective October 
1st. It is now understood, however, that 
Commissioner O’Keefe, who has super- 
vision over the provisions of the law, 
will give a hearing on the proposed 
matter sometime this month. It is 
understood that the law as adopted 
will not be altered excepting in some 
minor details, so that, as it stands, the 
present law is in force. 

The law' is especially aimed at pre- 
venting people living in the same 
building where automobiles are housed 
excepting under the most stringent 
rules. As firemen are housed in the 
various fire stations, these will have 
to undergo alterations that will result 
in an expenditure of thousands of 
dollars to the city. 

Under the new law any building in 
which a motor vehicle is kept is 
garage excepting in cases where the 
part of the building where such vehi- 
cle is kept shall be separated from the 
rest of the building by unpierced fire- 
proof walls and ceilings, with all 
metal construction or wood covered 
with metal and with wireglass win- 
dows. 

With such stringent regulations re- 
garding the use of buildings containing 
motor vehicles, horses and people, the 
expense to the fire department to con- 
form with the law will be seen. The 
fire stations must be equipped with

The annual meeting of the Mother’s 
Rest Association was held last week 
Thursday afternoon In the chapel of 
the Unitarian Church, Newton Centre. 
Interesting reports were received from 
the various committees and from the 
matron. 126 mothers and 160 children 
have been entertained at the Rest the 
past season. 

Rev. James T. Carlyon of the Upper 
Falls Methodist Church sang several 
solos which were much enjoyed.

The report of the matron is given 
below in full, — 

Thinking of the past season’s work, 
we seem to see a long procession of 
one hundred and twenty-six (126) 
women, and one hundred and sixty 
(160) children who have been guests 
at the "Rest” this summer; white and 
colored, Catholic and Protestant, each 
with their own personality, no two 
with the same ideas or aims; some 
lame, some stunted, others thin, most 
of them pale and sallow from living 
in shut-in city tenements where very 
little sunshine or fresh air could ever 
come. It is really wonderful what a 
change two weeks, mostly out of 
doors, with plenty of good food, and 
fresh air and clean rooms will make 
in the appearance of those who come. 
Even the conductors on the railroad 
trains notice the difference. One 
mother told me her six months’ old 
baby had only been out of doors four 
times in his life. As she lived on the 
fourth floor of a block and had five 
other children she could not get time 
to go out with him. We were obliged 
to have an extra shade over his car- 
riage for some days as the light and 
sun troubled his eyes, but after that 
how he did grow and enjoy himself! 

Some of this procession had been 
our guests in other years and knew 
to what grand things they were com- 
ing but others had no idea what the 
Rest was like or was meant to be. 
We have adopted the plan of telling 
each party, as they gathered in the 
Recreation Room, how the "Rest” 
came into being, by whom it is now 
supported, and the expense of a sea- 
son’s work. We have found the guests 
appreciate what is done for them 
much more than before they knew 
these facts. We try to teach a spirit 
of helpfulness to one another and have 
been much pleased to see how quickly 
it was practised by most of the moth- 
ers. The different nationalities (of 
which there have been twelve) have 
lived together in harmony for the most 
part. 

The Sunday services and evening 
prayer have been enjoyed, and a 
source of help to some tired and sick 
in soul, as well as body.

EDITORIAL 

During the next week each voter will 
receive from the City Clerk a circu- 
lar in regard to four referendums 
which will be on the state ballot on 
November 2, and earnest and thought- 
ful consideration should be given each 
of them. 

The first instructing our Represen- 
tatives to support the initiative and 
referendum should be emphatically 
rejected on the ground that it is not 
at all necessary with our present wide 
open system of handling legislation. 
When any citizen can present a peti- 
tion to the Legislature on any con- 
ceivable subject and be granted a 
hearing on the same, no reason can 
possibly exist for placing initiatory 
legislation on the ballot for ill-con- 
sidered action by all the people. The 
mere fact that there are four referen- 
dums on the state ballot this fall is 
conclusive proof that compulsory ref- 
erendum legislation is unnecessary. 

The second and third matters are 
both labor propositions and will un- 
doubtedly be blindly accepted by the 
unthinking voter. The act relative to 
two weeks’ vacation of all city labor- 
ers is a fine example of half baked 
legislation. It provides for a vacation 
for laborers “regularly employed for 
more than one year”. With 90 per 
cent of all city labor dependent on 
the weather conditions, the amount of 
work on hand and the limit of cost 
fixed by appropriations, it will take 
all the lawyers in the Commonwealth 
to determine just whom would be 
qualified to receive this gratuity from 
the taxpayers. It could probably be 
settled by giving a vacation to every 
person who ever worked for the city, 
a day or a week. The expense to 
Newton on this theory would amount 
to ten or twelve thousand dollars. 

The Saturday half holiday for all 
laborers engaged on work for the 
Commonwealth is only an indirect tax 
to the people of this city, altho it is 
certain to increase the cost of all work 
done by the state and thereby affect 
the state tax, already too high. 

The most important referendum, 
however, is that which would abolish 
party enrollment at primary elections. 
Here, again, there is undoubtedly a 
strong popular sentiment in favor of 
this remarkable proposition to allow 
persons, who ordinarily vote for can- 
didates of one party to use their votes 
at the primary to help nominate can- 
didates of the opposition. The meas- 
ure should be entitled “An act to al- 
low a majority party to dictate the 
candidates of opposing parties and so 
ensure to themselves permanent pos- 
session of the government.” 


T'. e proposed ordinances requiring 
the use of incombustible roof mate- 
ria on all new houses hereafter 
erected or undergoing substantial re- 
pairs in this city and that requiring 
a greater amount of space between 
wooden buildings, are both in the line 
uf better fire protection and should be 
approved in a general fashion. 

The requirement regarding roofing 
material will probably cause the 
greater hardship, particularly to those 
who ur<* trying to erect a home for 
themselves on a limited income, and 
in ibis respect the suggestion of Al- 
derman Bemis to have the proposed 
changes take effect at some future date 
is in the right direction. 

Tliis country is far behind foreign 
nations in regard to fire prevention 
and the figures as published by the 
fire insurance companies are a stand- 
ing disgrace to Americans. Let us 
"hope that the proposed changes in our 
Building (’ode will be a long step in 
correcting the evil.

It Is a trifle singular that while a 
successor to President Weston, who 
changed his residence from ward 7 to 
ward 3, while n member of the hoard 
of aldermen, was elected by the people 
nt lhe regular city election, legal ob- 
jections have been rnised to acting 
in a similar fashion, when President 
Blakemore creates a similar situation 
in moving from ward 1 to ward 7. As 
the same provisions of the city charter 
existed five years ago ns at present, 
either the election of Alderman Barker 
was illegal, five years ago, or the 
present ruling is altogether too nar- 
row. The city charter was amended 
some ten years ago to relieve the city 
from the expense of a special election 
when the became necessary. The 
coming vacancy has been known for 
some months and with n distinct pro- 
vision that the hoard of aldermen is 
the sole judge of the election and qual- 
ification of its members, it would seem 
ns if the board should have provided 
for filling the vacancy, without ap- 
parently straining nt the gnat the 
legal profession are placing in the 
path of such a sensible course. 


The city is distinctly honored by the 
selection of Alderman Albert F. Bemis 
of Chestnut hill by the Corporation of 
the M. I. T. ns a life member to suc- 
ceed so distinguished a gentleman as 
the late Governor Draper. 


Congratulations to Water Commis- 
sioner Whitney, who is the first city 
official to recognize the wishes of the 
board of aldermen in the use of n 
cheaper grade of automobiles. 

Let us hope that the seeming apathy 
towards our state politics is but the 
calm, dispassionate sizing up of the 
entire situation by the great army of 
voters. 


WHY THE NEW TAX? 

Since the United States is not en- 
gaged in war the American people will 
scrutinize closely the war taxes which 
are about to be imposed by Congress. 

There is no chance that the taxes 
will be approved by the people in a 
cloud of patriotism. Marching troops 
will not distract lhe attention of the 
voters. Bands will not be present to 
drown the protests of those who are 
pinched by the taxes. 

The people will want to know why 
they are being taxed. They will want 
to know whether such taxes are nec- 
essary, and whether they might not 
have been avoided by the practice of 
a little economy since the Democratic 
party came into power. 

If there were any real issues which 
influenced the election of the Demo- 
crats. aside from the split in the Re- 
publican party, they were the high 
cost of living and the pledge of econ- 
omy. 

The tariff for revenue only has 
proved a failure from a revenue-pro- 
ducing standpoint. Before the war 
began, imports had increased amazing- 
ly, but the revenue had fallen off. 

If the new tariff cannot be defended 
as a revenue producer, its acceptance 
by any portion of the public is doubt- 
ful. Certainly it cannot be shown to 
have reduced the cost of living. Its 
effect on business and employment is 
already an issue in the congressional 
campaign. 

By bringing forward a plan for war 
taxes, at a time when the United 
States is at peace, the Democratic 
party deliberately focuses attention 
upon extravagance and the failure of 
the tariff for revenue only. It sug- 
gests an inquiry as to the reason why 
economics have not been practiced, 
and why the tariff for revenue only 
has not produced the revenue. 

Many of these issues might have 
been overlooked by the public if they 
had been left as abstract problems, 
but with a large proportion of the pub- 
lic feeling the pinch in the pocket- 
book some original thinking will be 
done at the polls. — Washington Post.

In a very 
great measure the beans have the same 
properties as cotton seed, for nn oil is 
extracted that Is used for much the 
smile purposes ns cottonseed oil, and the 
residue, cnllod *l>onn cake,’ Is about the 
equivalent of cottonseed meal. My first 
acquaintance with the bean cake was 
in Japan, where I found it enriching 
the earth for vegetable growing. Japan 
imports nn average of half n million 
tons a year to put under Its crops. 
Manchuria also uses not a little for the 
same purpose."

We were pleased to receive a letter 
from the husband of one of the women 
who was in our second party, thanking 
us for the grand time his wife nnd 
children had with us. Several sent 
letters of thanks after going home. 
The entertai nments given b y 
young ladies have been most pleasing 
and much enjoyed, and the clothing 
we have been able to give has filled 
a renl need in many cases. There was 
in one party a German woman, a 
widow with two children to support. 
Just before the party left, 1 overheard 
her telling another woman how hard 
it was for her to earn enough to pro- 
vide clothes for herself and the chil- 
dren with her other expenses. There 
was a dress that had been left over 
from four parties before this one be- 
cause it was too small for any one, 
and it just fitted her. “Oh,” she said. 
“The l»rd must have meant that for 
me, He knew how much 1 needed it.” 
What a pleasure to help such a per- 
son. We have had some who were 
grandmothers, and some who were 
never mothers, but most worthy in 
every case. In one party all were 
Protestants but one. and in another 
all Catholic except three. In one party 
there were forty-nine (49) persons in 
the dining-room; thirty (30) of them 
children in high chairs. Many have 
been the stories of burdens, sorrows 
and want, that have come to our 
knowledge. In turn we have tried to 
tell the story of Him who said, “Come 
unto Me and I will give you rest.” 
Sowing the seed by all waters, leaving 
it to the care of the “Lord of the Har- 
vest." To the President of the Asso- 
ciation the Chairman of the House 
Committee and others, I wish to ex- 
press my thanks for all their kindness.

Modern Seamen. 

Tho new ship has transformed the 
jailor with Itself. He works among a 
nu l»tle nnd intricate network of ma- 
chinery. His brain Is quickened by tho 
effort to understand the new forces 
and appliances that be controls. He is 
drawn no longer from the lower strata 
of tho population of our ports, but In 
Increasing proportions from the ranks 
of skilled mechanics.

If an Ant Were as Big as a Man. 

An ant can carry a grain of corn 
ten times the weight of Its body, while 
n man or horse can carry loads only 
nbout equal to Its bodily weight It 
Is not a fact, however, that tile nnt Is 
greatly superior in strength. IT an nnt 
should grow to twice Its original size, 
still retaining Its gconietrlcnl and his- 
tological structure, its volume, and ac- 
cordingly the weight of its body, would 
Increase eightfold. Although the mus- 
cles grow’ to twice their original di- 
mensions. the increase in length does 
not increase the strength, which Is 
proportional to their cross section, and 
tho ant would only be four times ns 
strong ns before. As it now curries 
but five times its weight, however, it 
is relatively only half as strong. It 
is calculated that the same ant devel- 
oped to the size of u man would only 
be able to carry one one- hundredth of 
its own weight instead of ten times its 
own weight. 


Thrashing Wheat In Cyprus. 

The ancient Roman tribulutn. ns 
used for thrashing, may still be seen in 
the island or Cyprus. It is a board 
about six feet long and two feet wide, 
studded with sharp edged flakes of 
flint In use it is dragged by oxen or 
donkeys over the corn spread out on 
tile hard earthen thrashing floor, sepa- 
rating the grain nnd at the same time 
bruising and chopping up the straw. 
Thrashing time is enjoyed nllke by 
children and animals, the former riding 
on the primitive implement and the lat- 
ter gorging themselves with a hearty 
meat for in Cyprus the Biblical com- 
mand. "Thou shnlt not muzzle the ox 
that treadeth out the corn." Is still 
faithfully observed. Although the gov- 
ernment offers to thrash by machine at 
nominal cost, the conservative Cypriote 
prefers the old method. He says that 
the animals will not eat machine chaff- 
ed straw’, and straw they must eat, for 
there is no buy in Cyprus.— Wide World 
Magazine. 

First Fiction Known. 

The "Tuv* of Two Brothers." written 
3.200 years ago by the Theban scribe 
Etiunnn, librarian of the palace to King 
Merenptnb. the supposed Pharaoh of 
the Exodus, is the oldest w’ork of fic- 
tion extant 

The tale was w’ritten uppurently for 
the entertainment of the crown prince, 
w’ho subsequently reigned as Setl IL 
Ills name appears in two places on the 
manuscript probably the only surviv- 
ing autograph signatures of un Egyp- 
tian king. 

This piece of antique fiction, written 
on nineteen sheets of papyrus in u bold 
hieratic hand, was purchased in Italy 
by Mine. d’Orblney, w’lio sold it in 1857 
to the authorities of the British mu- 
seum, where it is now known as the 
D’Orblney papyrus.

Haven Railroad Corporation, Messrs.

NEW GARAGE LAW 


(Continued from Page 1) 


cement floors, must have fireproofed 
walls and ceilings, must have wire- 
glass windows, all stairways must be 
of iron and steel, fire-doors must be 
provided with automatic closing* ap- 
paratus. 

The law further requires that heat- 
tag of garages shall i"' by hot water 
or steam from a heating plant separate 
from the building. The lighting shall 
be by electricity. Repair shops must 
be separated from garages by non- 
combustible partitions with fire-doors. 

Not only on the city, however, is the 
effect of the new law felt, for people 
keeping two or three automobiles will 
be obliged to make extensive altera- 
tions to their garages, owners of one 
car will be obliged to meet certain re- 
quirements and the man who has been 
in the habit of running hts car into 
the stable in the rear of his house, 
whether horses are kept there or not 
may find that certain requirements 
will have to be met with before he can 
contiuuo that practice. 

While the new law is more lenient 
with motorists already owning their 
garages, it requires that the changes 
specified shall be made and in the 
case of new garages it requires that 
the law be fulfilled when building the 
structures.

Mr. Elbridge Bradshaw, a resident 
of Xewtonville for many years, died 
on Tuesday at the residence of a rela- 
tive by marriage, Walter L. Doten, at 
1 Bradshaw street, Dorchester, at the 
age of eighty-three years and about 
six months. He had been in failing 
health for the past three or four years 
and the death of his wife at Mr. Do- 
ten's home, just a week ago, is thought 
to have hastened his end. 

Mr. Bradshaw was the son of Levi 
Bradshaw of South Boston who was 
toll-keeper at the bridge from Boston 
to South Boston and it was in the last- 
named place that the son was born 
in the old-time tollhouse. His mother 
was before her marriage Miss Eliza 
Hall, of Dorchester. Mr. Bradshaw 
as a young man engaged in the candy 
manufacturing business in Xeponset, 
which he left to enlist for Civil War 
service in Company H of the Thirty- 
ninth Massachusetts Regiment. He 
served all through the war and on his 
return North he was employed for 
some time in the Boston Public Li- 
brary, but eventually he returned to 
the manufacture of candy with his 
place of business in Xewtonville. He 
made specialties in his trade. 

Mr. Bradshaw was from time to 
time a contributor of verses to the 
Transcript. His wife, whose death 
occurred a week ago, was eighty-six 
years of age. She was buried in Dux- 
bury, where the burial of her hus- 
band will take place. Mr. Bradshaw 
was one of ten children, the only sur- 
vivor of whom is his sister, Mrs. Eu- 
nice Smith of Bowdoin avenue, Dor- 
chester. Mr. Bradshaw was a member 
of Charles Ward Post 62 of Newton.

WAYS OF PUTTING UP PEACHES. 

P EACH marmalade tuny be made 
with stunll fruit, but only largo, 
handsome fruit should be chosen 
for canning or preserving. 

Fruit Must Be Stoned, 
reach Mnrtnnlnde.— Peel nnd stone 
some peaches. The smaller kinds will 
do for this. Weigh the pared nnd pit- 
ted fruit, allowing to every pound of 
It three-quarters of n pound of sugar. 
Cook the fruit by Itself for three- 
quarters of nn hour, stirring It con- 
stantly. At the end of this time turn 
In the sugar nnd cook for ten min- 
utes, tnking off the scum. You may 
either put It up nt this stage or you 
may add to It the chopped kernels of 
a dozen or so of peach -stones and the 
Juice of a lemon for every three 
pounds of fruit. 

There should he a good deal of ex- 
tra juice, and If this Is dipped out aft- 
er the addition of the sugar and of 
nny flavoring nnd sealed In bottles It 
mnkes n fine sauce for baked or boil- 
ed puddings. 

Natural Looking Fruit. 

Canning Peaelies.— This recipe saves 
many hours’ standing over a hot stove. 
Try to have as many jars ready as 
will he needed before beginning with 
the penches. Peel nnd cut in halves 
nnd drop in jars as fast as you peel 
them so they will retain their original 
color. Let the outside of the peach 
come next to the Jar and they will 
look like whole peaches. Now’ have 
ready a hot sirup made with tw’o cup- 
fuls of sugar to one-half of wnter. 
Use only one cupful of waiter If you 
like them quite sweet. Have covers 
hented, and after pouring hot sirup 
over the fruit nnd filling them to the 
brim adjust covers nnd rubbers and 
Bcrew ns tight as possible. Now’ place 
In a boiler of boiling hot water, cover 
closely nnd let remain until cool 
enough to handle, then screw lids 
down tight. When the Jars nre cold 
tighten ngaln. 

Left Over Juice Makes Jelly. 
Preserved Peaches.— Fill a dlshpan 
half full of penches, then cover them 
with boiling w’nter, let them stand 
three or four minutes, then drnln off 
the wnter nnd the peaches will peel 
very easily. When you have a ket- 
tleful peeled make a sirup of one cup- 
ful of sugnr nnd two cupfuls of wa- 
ter for every quart Jar. When It bolls 
put In your penches nnd cook until a 
stAiw will run through them easily, 
then can ns usual. If the peaches are 
very large cut them in halves after 
they nre peeled, leaving the stone In 
one half. If they are small ones put 
ttiem up whole. In either case leave 
the stones In, ns It helps to give them 
n nice fluvor.

Parker House Rolls.-Take three 
quarts of flour, one quart of milk, one 
tablespoouful each of butter nnd sug- 
ar, one teuspoouful of salt und one- 
hulf yeast cake dissolved in one-half 
cupful of water; sculd the milk, add 
the butter and one cupful of the flour 
to It while hot. Let it cool; then mix 
ull together with a knife. Let it rise 
three hours, cut It down, let it rise one 
hour; then make rolls. Let rise half 
hour in pans and bake in hot oven. 

Creamed Cauliflower With Hum.— 
Take one head cauliflower, three well 
beaten eggs, two cupfuls white sauce, 
three-fourths cupful finely chopped 
cooked ham. Trim the cauliflower and 
boll in boiling salted water until it 
is tender; then drain and rub it 
through a sieve. Add the eggs and 
one cupful of the white sauce to the 
cauliflower und pour the mixture into 
u buttered mold. Bake until firm. 
Turn out ou a hot. flat dish, cover 
with sauce and sprinkle with bam. 

A Dainty Dessert. 

Orange Charlotte.— Take one third 
box of gelatin, one-third of u cupful of 
cold water, one-third of u cupful of 
boiling water, one cupful of sugar, 
juice of one lemon, one cupful of or- 
ange Juice and pulp, whites of three 
eggs. Line a bowl with lady lingers 
or sections of orange, as preferred. 
Souk tlie gelatin in cold wuter until 
soft. Pour on tlie boiling wuter, add 
the sugar and the lemon Juice. Strain 
the orange juice and pulp and add 
with a little of the grated rind. Set 
in a pan of extremely cold wuter. 
When It begins to harden heat It until 
light. Add the heuten whites and 
beat together until the mixture is stiff 
enough to drop. Pour into the mold. 

Iced Tea. One of the most refresh- 
ing beverages is iced teu. Prepare a 
leu us usual. When cool pluce in 
• lean bottles— milk bottles ure good 
for thut purpose — cover and pluce on 
ice until very cold. Serve In tall glass- 
es partly filled with crushed Ice.

OSTRICH PLUMES 
FOR AUTUMN HATS 


These Feathers, Disguised In Many 
Odd Forms, Are Featured on 
Smart Fall Millinery — Novel- 
ties In All Seasonable Colors. 


T HERE are two very strong ar- 
guments in favor of ostrich 
as a fashionable trimming 
for fall, one of which is the 
unusunl demand for large hats enrly 
in the season. Perhaps no other plum- 
age shows to better advantage on 
shapes having graceful, wide brims, al- 
though numbers of small hats are 
shown employing ostrich. 

Not a little has been done by ostrich 
manufacturers to give the market nov- 
elties, which, while made up of the 
same fiber us a French plume, the ma- 
terial is burned and so managed as to 
entirely disguise It, excepting to an ex- 
perienced eye, says the Millinery Trade 
Review. Drenched and glycerined os- 
trich nre features which have been 
shown murked lavor, the first named 
having a drenched, uncurled appear- 
ance, while tlie glycerined ostrich has 
been treated by a process that gives it 
a smooth, glossy surface. Quills and 
fancy effects are developed of ostrich 
of this character and very cleverly 
adorn the new fall models. 

From present indications the demand 
seems to be for fancy effects and 
French heads, the longer numbers 
measuring nine, twelve and sixteen 
inches in length, while the demand 
for the small tips is fairly good. The 
last named nre made up into hands, 
which encircle the crown in Indian 
headdress effect or nre used In clus- 
ters of three. 

Owing to the fact that flat as well as 
high trimmings are in favor, all np- 
pliqued effects are in strong demand, 
being especially well suited to the 
wide brims of fall models. Both light 
and dark tones prevail, especial notice 
being given to white, tete-de-negre, 
eorbenu blue, beige and olive green. 
One of the most attractive features of 
this merchandise is the wonderful 
shaded effects that are shown as well 
as the color harmony that is produced. 
The darker shades prevail for street 
use, while those of lighter coloring are 
employed for evening wear, among 
which pink gives good promLse. 
Bronzed and metalized effects are in 
good demand owing to their harmoniz- 
ing so well with winter fabrics ns well 
as with the dark fur shades. 


For White Hands. 

To make a satisfactory lotion to 
whiten and soften tlie hands put into a 
bottle two ounces of glycerin, two 
ounces of water, four tahlespoonfuls of 
lemon juice and a few drops of car- 
bolic acid. Shake well. After wash- 
ing and drying the hands rub a little of 
the mixture into them. 


Fastening a Yoke. 

To keep a short neck yoke smoothly 
in place without a whole guirnpe or at- 
taching it to the waist sew on tapes 
to the lower outer corners of the yoke 
in the hack, bring them under the 
arms and tie just above the waist line 
in front. Fin tlie front corners secure- 
ly to the brassiere. 


Use For Old Curtains. 

If you have a pair of Russian net 
curtains take the flgures from one bor- 
der, fell them on linen at regular in- 
tervals, join them with narrow scroll 
cut from the edge of curtain and edge 
the piece with the lace taken from the 
front edge of the curtains and you will 
have a handsome centerpiece for your 
dining table. 


Cleaning Bottles. 

To clean bottles till them with scraps 
of torn newspaper and a little soap- 
suds, shake vigorously till the paper 
is dissolved to a pulpy mass and rinse 
thoroughly. You will he surprised how 
easily the dirtiest bottle will become 
clear and shining.

thought the ordinance all right for 
congested parts of the city but said 
it was a hardship to require it where 
there was no fire risk. He also said 
he had been informed thnt many of 
our present buildings were not con- 
structed strong enough for a slate 
roof when the present shingles needed 
to he replaced and believed a tin roof 
would be an eyesore to the community, 
Alderman Bartlett said his committee 
had favored the ordinance as many 
surrounding cities were taking sim- 
ilar notion, but he had no objection 
to recommitting the matter to the com* 
mittee for hearinj 
Similar action was taken on another 
proposed ordinance authorizing tin- 
chief of fire department to examine 
apartment houses, etc., for accumula- 
tions of combustible material after 
Alderman Bends had severely criti- 
cized the phraseology of the ordinance 
as submitted. Alderman Bartlett said 
the ordinance simply increased the 
scope of the present ordinance, but 
as some question had been raised as 
to the possible expense of the inspec- 
tion he would not oppose recommit- 
ment. 

Alderman Bartlett opposed an appro- 
priation of $1700 to buy an automobile 
for the chief of police, saying he be- 
lieved the chief should have a machine 
but that $500 to $1000 was ample for 
the purpose. He recalled that Alder- 
man Bemis had favored the purchase 
of Ford cars only a year ago and he 
did not favor a ear where the repair 
bills would be half its value. Aider- 
man Bemis said that the chief’s ear, 
which had been used for some years, 
had gone to pieces and the committee 
had considered the matter for six 
week’s to find some other way to pro- 
vide him with a car but without suc- 
cess. The chief was now using the 
patrol whenever he had a call to go 
about the city. Alderman Blanchard 
said that it would be ridiculous to 
have the chief of police ride about the 
city in a Ford car. The chief needed 
a car able to* carry three or four men 
with him in cases of emergency and 
he had been advised that any car 
under $1000 would not be strong 
enough. Alderman Bemis said he had 
not changed his mind in regard to 
Ford cars, but did not think it ad- 
visable to furnish them to either the 
Police or Fire departments as they 
should be able to make considerable 
speed and carry a considerable load 
when wanted. Alderman Bartlett said 
he had not been convinced of the 
reason for $1700 and said the city 
could afford to buy the chief a new 
Ford each year instead of appropriat- 
ing this large sum. Alderman Alley 
thought a Ford car would be danger- 
ous under some of the conditions aris- 
ing in police work and thought they 
should have a heavier car. Alderman 
Richardson warned the board against 
false economy and Alderman Winslow 
said the police mileage was large and 
they really ought to have two cars, 
one light and one heavy. The order 
was then passed with Mr. Bartlett 
alone in opposition. 

An order for the issue of $30,000 in 
sewer bonds was passed after Aider- 
men Bemis and Murphy had explained 
that the board had authorized sewer 
expenditures in excess of available 
funds and that the bonds would not 
be issued until the bond market was 
more satisfactory. 

The Water Commissioner was au- 
thorized to buy an automobile for $475, 
after Alderman Bemis had explained 
that this amount had been included in 
the budget under the item of Services 
and it had been deemed best to make 
a separate account of it. 

President Blakemore left the chair 
to introduce an order calling upon the 
License committee to investigate and 
report on present conditions in regard 
to liquor transportation and drunken- 
ness in this city under the recent ac- 
tion of the board. Mr. Blakemore' said 
that two things had happened, the 
transportation had been taken front 
licensed expressmen acting under po- 
lice regulation to non residents acting 
without any regulation whatever and 
also, the reports showed that drunken- 
ness had increased. He thought the 
committee had a duty in the matter 
and that the possibility of new legis- 
lation ought to be considered as well. 
Alderman Rice thought it better to 
wait a little longer and said t hat there 
would be plenty of bills before the 
next legislature on the subject. A1 
derman Richardson thought the com- 
mittee should report by December 7 
and Alderman (’ox raised a laugh by 
asking when the city election took 
place. When informed that it w 
December 8 he wanted the report by 
December 1 for he thought it would 
be a "grand report" and the people 
should have a chance at it before 
election, as it was a vital question in 
city politics. 

Alderman (’lark had a reference to 
t lie next city government on a petition 
for a sewer in Ransom road rescinded 
and the matter sent to a committee. 

Alderman Blakemore told the board 
that as he had moved into ward 7 his 
office would he vacant on January 1st. 
He believed that the people should fill 
the vacancy at the nex city election, 
but had been advised that this could 
only be done by iris resignation at the 
present time. There were some mat- 
ters coming up in which he was in- 
terested and he would like the advice 
of the board in the matter. Alderman 
Bemis said that it was unfortunate the 
charter did not cover the matter, but 
he saw no reason for the president to 
resign now and the board should be 
governed by the charter when the va- 
cancy occurred. Alderman Murphy 
agreed with Mr. Bemis but said that 
the charter wa« ami nded in ordi r to 
avoid special and costly elections and 
us there was no need of a special 
election in this case, there was evi- 
dently something wrong in the charter 
amendment. 

Alderman Bemis called attention to 
tiie inspection trip about the city post- 
poned on account of the weather and 
said the trip wuh a privilege and 
duty. He believed the board should 
get in touch witii the department 
heads and use t heir experience in re- 
gard to the needs for the coming year, 
He believed it would be a time of ex- 
treme conservatism both in city work 
und finances. He also suggested that 
the board should now consider the 
possibility of new legislation, or should 
i take up some phase of city work for 


special investigation. Alderman 
Blakemore said that he had discussed 
with the mayor the feasibility of an 
evening discussion with city officials 
and Alderman Richardson thought 
some brief typewritten statement from 
department heads as to work accomp- 
lished and its expense would "he of 
value. It was voted to request the 
mayor to take action on these lines 
The board adjourned nt 10.04 o’clock.

“Are the Newton people reading 
about the war?" repeated Miss Thurs- 
ton. Newton Head Librarian. "Well 
a little while ago we thought we would 
collect what hooks we have that bear 
on the war and put them together in 
one place. When we went to find them 
onlv two were in! And the interest 
is increasing every day.” 

This interest seems to lie centered 
almost entirely upon Germany. 
Though nearly every country in Eur- 
ope is engaged in the struggle, it is 
to Germany alone that people are 
turning for nn understanding of the 
war. Everything obtainable on Ger- 
many is being road, and especially 
those books which give a description 
of her social and political life and 
treat of her customs and institutions. 
Even the history of the country is 
being studied. Miss Thurston finding 
thnt the works on Frederick the Groat 
are in demand. Of the librnrv’s list of 
books relating to the war the majority 
are on Germany. This is the list which 
is so popular just now and to secure 
the books one must inquire for them 
early and late and all the time be- 
tween. 

They are: — Pan-Germanism, bv R. 

G. Usher; Germany and the Next War. 
by General F. Von Bernhard! ; Men 
around the Kaiser, by F. W. Wile; Wil- 
liam of Germany, by S. Shaw; Fran- 
cis Joseph nnd iris Times, by Sir H. 
Runibold; Sovereigns nnd Courts of 
Europe, by Politikos; How France is 
governed. by.R. Poincare; Armaments 
and Arbitration, and Naval Strategy 
by A. Mahan; Austria of the Austrians 
and Hungary of the Hungarians, by I. 
Kellner and Others; The Fall of Tsar- 
dom, by C. Joubert; The Human Har- 
vest. and Unseen Empire, by D. S. 
Jordan; The House of Hohenzollern. 
by E. A. Brayle Hodgetts; the German 
Emperor and the Peace of the World 
by A. H. Fried; The Whirlpool of 
Europe; Austria-Hungary and the 
Hapsburgs. by A. R. Colquhoun; Ger- 
many and the Germans, by P. Collier; 
Imperial Germany, by B. von Bulow; 
Thirty Years; Anglo-French Reminis- 
cences. bv Sir T. Barclay; The Great 
Illusion, by N. Angell. 

Two books stand out prominently 
on the list. Both are on Germany, 
nnd they are more difficult to obtain 
than all the rest together, in spite of 
the fact that there are seven copies 
of one and five of the other. It is on 
these two books that the war interest 
of the reading public of Newton is con- 
centrated. Thev are "Pan-German- 
ism.” by R. G. Usher; and "Germany 
and the Next War,” bv General F. Von 
Bernhardi. Especially does the lat- 
ter work bear upon the present strug- 
gle. prophesying almost the entire 
plan of it with even the details of 
campaign. Bernhardi, a German, 
wrote the book in 1912. He expressed 
in it the belief that the Germans must 
fight their wav to predominance re- 
gardless of the rights and interests 
of other people and force upon the 
world German culture and spirit, hav- 
ing proved themselves the ruling 
people bv the power of their arms and 
the loftiness of their ideas. The argu- 
ment of the book is that for the Ger- 
man Empire there is hut one of two 
things possible, "World Power” or 
“Decline and Fall.” The author savs 
"Wars which were produced with 
statesmanlike insight had the happi- 
est results." He foretells a naval war 
with England, the overthrow . of 
France, the disregard of the neutrality 
of Belgium and the methods and aims 
of Germany in her attacks on these 
two latter countries. 

"There is another book." said Miss 
Thurston, "for which we have had 
numerous calls and which we are just 
adding. It will probably rank in pop- 
ularity with ‘Pan-Germanism’ and 
Bernhardi’s work. T mean Hugo Mun- 
sterberg’s ‘The War and America. 1 

Besides the German books there is 
a good deal of interest shown in the 
pictures of the Belgian cities that are 
in the library. The collection includes 
Antwerp, Brusells, Bruges. Louvain, 
etc. The teachers of the schools are 
showing the children the pictures of 
the Rheims Cathedral and the cities 
of France, nnd the children themselve« 
are going to the library for mans and 
information concerning the Triple Al- 
liance and the Entente. But the map 
studv is not confined to the children, 
mans are being taken out bv many 
and the large one of Europe hanging 
bv the reading room door in the library 
entrance ball is exceedingly popular, 
even the women following the line of 
eamnaign with interest. 

Of the magazines most in demand 
lust now, Miss Stuart, the reference 
librarian says, thnt she has the largest 
number of reouests for the September 
issue of the World’s Work. This is 
a special war manual, containing a 
resume of everything that has hap- 
pened up to the date of publication 
giving a brief description of the war- 
ring countries. 

"But.” she adds at once, "in nothing 
is there as much interest manifested 
as in two German books: ‘Pan-Oer 
manism’ and ‘Germany and tbe Next 
War.’ ” 

It is the same in the branch libra- 
ries. Wherever cither of these books 
has been added interest has centered 
nnon it; and where neither is obtain- 
able there have been many requests. 
Miss Henshaw of the Newton Centre 
branch saya that it is in a desire to 
read "Pan-Germanism” that the people 
of Newton Centre have shown their 
interest in the war. And Miss Single- 
ton of the Highlands has met the 
same requests. 

‘‘It is tiie books on Germany that 1 
h/ive the most call for,” Bhe savs 
"Whether rightly or wrongly, we be 
lieve that Germany is at the root of 
the war, and we are reading every- 
thing about her in order to understand 
the Why of the present upheaval.”

No candidate for public office is 
waging n harder contest for election 
than William H. Carter of Needham, 
Kepublican nominee for Congress in 
the Thirteenth district. So persistent- 
ly lias Mr. Carter been nt work that 
Republican lenders believe he will re- 
claim tiie district from Congressman 
John J. Mitchell, who is seeking re- 
elcetion. 

Voters in this manufacturing dis- 
trict have been attracted by Mr. Car- 
ter’s tariff arguments nnd by bis per- 
sonal record. Many fool that he can 
well represent them at Washington, 
for he is a self-made man. The nom- 
inee was compelled to leave school 
when fourteen years old. Since thnt 
time lie has worked up from a boy at 
the bench to general manager of a 
concern operating three factories and 
employing more than thirteen hundred 
men. Another argument that has op- 
erated in Mr. Carter’s favor is the 
fact thnt he was one of the first manu- 
facturers in Massachusetts to volun- 
teer to give his employees the fifty- 
four-hour a week working schedule. 

But it is Mr. Carter’s tariff state- 
ments that are winning him votes, pol- 
iticians say. He tells the voters what 
effect the Democratic tariff has had on 
the district in which they live. So 
forceful are his arguments that it 
may be well to reproduce them in sub- 
stance: 

Thousands of men have been effected 
to the extent of millions of dollars 
in our own Thirteenth Congressional 
district. In Waltham the Waltham 
Watch factory is running about 600 
employees less than it does under 
normal conditions. 

"The Boston Manufacturing Com- 
pany in July, 1912, before the new 
tariff went into effect, was employing 
over 1000 hands and had at work over 
1600 looms. The early part of this 
summer the mill was forced to cut 
down its help over 300 and is now 
working only 1000 looms, and the men 
are working only five days a week. 

"In Franklin, on July 1, the orders 
at the Heywood Woolen Mills were 
just one-half of the number for the 
same period last year. These same 
conditions exist at the Taft Woolen 
Company. At the American Felt Com- 
pany work has been flat practically 
all summer, and at the American 
Woolen Company business has been 
so bad that it has finally beep forced 
to shut down completely. Another 
example of how our industries have 
been affected can best be shown by 
the little town of Plainville. The 
Whiting & Davis Company’s payroll 
from Jan. 1, 1913, to July 31, 1913, was 
$199,881.88. From Jan. 1, 1914, to 

July 31, 1914, it was $99,671.07. In 
Natick, Framingham, Marlboro, all 
shoe towns, the employees have been 
working on part time all summer and 
millions of dollars have been lost to 
them in the way of salaries. 

When the Democratic party came 
into power they found excellent busi- 
ness conditions, general prosperity of 
all the people, and full employment of 
labor. What are the conditions today? 
The Democratic party has just left 
behind it the following record for the 
first six months of 1914: Business 
stagnation; idle freight cars and near- 
ly a million men out of employment. 

The commercial failures from Jan. 
1 to July 1, 1912 amounted to $108,012,- 
223. In the same period in 1914 they 
amounted to $185,009,773, an increase 
of 71 per cent. The banking failures 
from Jan. 1 to July 1, 1912, were fifty- 
five, and amounted to $17,833,235. In 
1914 the number was ninety-three, and 
the total amount was $28,621,312, an 
increase of 60 per cent. The gross 
railroad earnings for the first five 
months of 1912 were $1,087,021,734. 
In 1914 for the same period they were 
$997,558,018, a decrease of $89,513,716, 
or 8 per cent.”

NEW THEATRE 

Newton Men Interested In Theatrical Enter- 
prise At Allston 

Newton men are interested in the 
new Allston Theatre on Brighton ave- 
nue, near Harvard street, Allston, 
which was formally opened last Satur- 
day night, and many friends of Mr. 
Theodore C. Walker, the president of 
the company, were present. Many 
beautiful flowers were sent to the 
theatre and used ns stage decorntions, 
among them being a beautiful horse 
shoe and pedestal and a handsome 
basket of American Beauty roses. The 
stage was banked with autumn foliage, 
yellow chrysanthemums and carna- 
tions. 

The theatre itself was most attract- 
ive. The walls are tinted rose pink 
and the hangings and fittings are of 
old blue with touches of gold. 

It is constructed of incombustible 
materials, and according to the latest 
methods of fire-proofing. The floor, 
balcony and roof are of reinforced 
concrete, and the walls are of brick, 
with granite trimmings. There are 
18 exits, or more than any other Bos- 
ton playhouse, and the entrance too, 
as well as the exits from the balcony, 
is independent of those leading from 
the main floor. These exits open on 
all sides. There is no basement under 
the main auditorium. 

The stage is fitted with automatic 
fire extinguishers and fire hose. The 
proscenium opening has a width of 
35 feet and a height of 25 feet, and 
the stage is large enough to, put on 
any production. 

With a length of 132 feet and a 
width of 70 feet, the main floor has 
a seating capacity of 700 while there 
are 500 seats in the balcony. The ar- 
rangement of seats affords more than 
the usual space between the rows of 
chairs, while the chairs themselves 
are wide enough to insure the maxi- 
mum of comfort. 

The heating and ventilating devices 
are modern in every way, and ar- 
rangements have been made for cool- 
ing the air in the theatre during the 
hot weather so that the atmosphere 
inside will be from 15 to 20 degrees 
cooler than out of doors. 

Special attention has been given to 
sight lines and acoustic properties so 
that from every seat an uninterrupted 
view may be had, and the lowest tone 
spoken on the stage can be heard in 
all parts of the auditorium. 

Retiring rooms for ladies and gen- 
tlemen are located on the mezzanine 
floor. 

The entrance lobby is finished with 
black and gold marble dado nine feet 
in height, above which is a freize of 
gold leaf. 

Special attention has been paid to 
the lighting problem. The latest type 
of concealed lights are used and the 
auditorium is always light during per- 
formances, thus doing away with the 
dark theatre’, which is objectionable 
to many persons. 

The picture machine booth is built 
according to the very latest ideas. 
The machines are of the most im- 
proved pattern and of the type that 
produces a clear picture with an ab- 
sence of flickering. 

Mr. Theodore C. Walker is the pres- 
ident and business manager of the 
theatre, Mr. Edward A. Watson is 
vice-president and theatrical mana- 
ger, and Mr. James H. Dalton is treas- 
urer.

EDITORIAL 


Once again, attention is asked to the 
referendum votes on the state ballot 
next Tuesday. Two of these measures 
are so called “labor" propositions, ai- 
tho there Is a seeming paradox in 
coupling vacations and labor. These 
matters were somewhat discussed last 
week, the referendum granting city 
laborers two weeks’ vacation will 
probably cost this city ten or twelve 
thousand dollars a year, besides arous- 
ing endless discussion as to what the 
act really moans. 

The abolition of party enrollment, 
while a popular measure, with those 
voters who do not care to accept any 
responsibility for party policies, will 
simply lead to some kind of a parlor 
caucus, preliminary to the primary 
election, and add still further to our 
already cumbersome political machin- 
ery. As was stnted last week, the act 
should be entitled "An act to allow 
members of one party to dictate the 
nominations of their opponents". 

The referendum instructing our rep- 
resentatives to support the initiative 
and referendum policy should be em- 
phatically negatived. It is contrary 
to the established policy of this state, 
it applies solely to this city, and would 
be manifestly unfair to our represen- 
tatives at the State House to be so in- 
structed. while their colleagues were 
allowed to use their own judgment on 
this political caprice of the day. Vote 
NO. 


While there is an apparent apathy 
towards the coming state election, the 
Republicans of this city have special 
reasons for attending to their duty 
next Tuesday. Mr. McCall should re 
ceive a good vote in this city, not only 
because he is by far the best quali- 
fied man for the office by experience 
and ability, but because the friends of 
Senator Weeks can thus indicate that 
the recent senatorial contest, was a 
contest among friends. 

Newton Republicans ought also to 
do their share towards redeeming the 
13th Congressional district from the 
Democracy. A district that has sent 
such men as Samuel L. Rowers and 
John W. Weeks to Washington, ought 
to continue to be represented by a 
Republican, as well as a man who will 
vote right on the tariff, in which the 
manufacturing interests of Massachu- 
setts have such a vital concern. With 
many men out of work, with factories 
shut down, and numerous firms either 
bankrupt or tending in that direction, 
no sentimental consideration in regard 
to the European war. should divert the 
attentions of the voters. 

Newton should give Mr. George H. 
Ellis of West Newton a heavy vote for 
the state senate. As one of our repre- 
sentatives for the past five years Mr. 
Ellis has made a splendid record at 
the State House, and is one of the 
ablest legislators on Beacon Hill. He 
has made a particular study of the 
railroad situation and will be greatly 
needed at the next session. The Dem- 
ocratic nominee is making a great 
campaign in the western end of the 
district, and Newton must cast a heavy 
vote for Mr. Ellis if he is to be elected. 

The remainder of the Republican 
ticket, with one exception, should be 
given hearty support. Mr. Cushing, 
for lieutenant governor has made a 
fine record as Speaker of the House, 
and is so far superior to the present 
lieutenant governor, as to be beyond 
comparison. Mr. I^angtry, for secre- 
tary served nearly two years in that 
office, and should be given the vindi- 
cation he* deserves. Mr. Burrill, for 
state treasurer, has the financial abil- 
ity for the office, which the present 
Democratic incumbent so clearly 
lacks. In addition, the state should 
emphatically show its disapproval of 
the "spoils of office” theory of which 
State Treasurer Mansfield is such an 
ardent advocate. For attorney gen- 
eral, Mr. Atwill brings the practical 
experience of several years as district 
attorney for Essex county, and can 
be depended upon to give the state, 
able and efficient service. Hon. Henry 
C. Mulligan, the Republican candidate 
for the Governor’s council has served 
several years in the state senate and 
has a long record of public service. 
Governor McCall should have the sup- 
port of a Republican council and this 
district should do its utmost to redeem 
the office from its present Democratic 
incumbent. For county commissioner, 
Mr. Gould is entitled to another re- 
election on his record of efficiency 
alone. While Mr. Gould's methods 
may arouse some antagonism, every- 
one will admit that the financial con- 
dition of Middlesex county is among 
the best in the Commonwealth, and 
that Mr. Gould has served this historic 
old county with unremitting zeal and 
industry. Moreover, as the County 
Commissioners will apportion the rep- 
resentative districts anew next year, 
it is of considerable importance that 
it should be a Republican body. For 
Representatives, the Republican nom- 
inees, Representative Bothfeld, Allen 
and Weston will probably have an easy 
victory, for Newton heartily endorses 
the splendid work of Republican legis- 
latures for the past generation and 
will continue to send men to the House 
of Representatives to help elect Re- 
publican Speakers and support Repub- 
lican policies. 

While the GRAPHIC intends to sup- 
port Republican candidates, whenever 
the editor believes them, at least the 
equal of their opponents, it will not 
support the party candidates, when it 
believes them unfit for political office. 
The Republican nominee for state 
auditor, in the opinion of the editor, 
comes within this classification, and 
♦.he present efficient auditor, altho a 
Democrat, should receive the votes of 
every patriotic citizen of whatever 
party. 

Every parent with children in the 
High school and every person in thu 
city interested in maintaining a stun 
dard of decency in school affairs, 
ought to protest against the playing 
of another game of footbull with the 
Wulthain High School. The repre- 
hensible actions on the football field 
last year and the disgraceful street 
riot which followed, should have 
taught our school authorities that an 
other game between these two High 
schools was out of the question. 


Our news columns have a signifi- 
cant item this week bearing on the po- 
litical situation. It refers to the con- 
ference being held today by the state 
Board of Labor and Industries and 
Governor Walsh and the mayors of 
the different cities in the Common- 
wealth in regard to the closing of fac- 
tories and the care for the unem- 
ployed. These conditions did not exist 
under Republican administration and 
the Democratic party and Democratic 
policies are clearly to blame for these 
unfortunate conditions. The remedy 
is obvious— Vote the Republican 
ticket next Tuesday. 


A FEW FACTS FOR THE VOTER 

Since the present Democratic tariff law went into effect, our purchases 
irom foreign nations have increased $102,000,000, while our sales abroad hav* 
decreased in the snme time $108,000,000. We have bought more and sold less, 
and the most of which we have bought from abroad should have been produced 
at home. We have lost in foreign commerce since this hill went into effect 
not less than $160,000,000. We have donated to Canadian lumbermen In tin 
snme period $2,000,000. which is the amount they contributed to the expenses 
of our government during the last year of a Republican tariff. Had they pain 
the old rate on what they shipped into this country during the first eight 
months of the Underwood law. they would have contributed twice $4,000,000 
to this government. 

With all this sacrifice, the consumer hns not pnid one cent less for his 
lumber. In the same time. $10,000,000 hns been given to the Sugar Trust 
and the consumer pays more for his sugar. To the foreign wool grower, a 
donation of $20,000,000 in duties has been made, and woolen clothes cost no 
less than before. The importers of beef and cattle have been relieved ot 
paying $6,000,000 toward the support of this government, and the over- 
burdened taxpayer pays more tor his meat. Now. to make up the deficit thus 
produced, and from which the consumer has received ho benefit, t ho people 
of the country are asked in a so-called "war revenue" bill to pay a direct tax 
of $105,000,000, in addition to the tax burden they are already bearing, at a 
time when our nation is at pence with all the world. Are you going to vote 
to continue this kind of Democratic inefficiency? 


The suggestion of President Blake- 
more of an investigation as to the 
liquor transportation situation in this 
city, is a move in the right direction 
and may have an important bearing 
on the license question next Decem- 
ber. The friends of temperance have 
a hard fight ahead of them in main- 
taining the NO vote at the city elec- 
tion, especially, when it is known that 
a YES vote does not necessarily mean 
that saloon licenses must be granted. 

The solution of the old armory mat- 
ter as proposed by the aldermen seems 
sensible and timely. The old building 
is a disgrace to the city in general 
and Newton village in particular, and 
should be removed as soon as possible. 
The value of the land as a future site 
for a modern fire station is so evi- 
dent, that it is the part of wisdom to 
keep it for that purpose. 


A mighty good principle for every 
voter to act upon in the matter of 
referendums on the state ballot, par- 
ticularly. where the voter is either 
uninformed or entirely indifferent, is 
to vote NO. It is far better to endure 
the ills with which we are acquainted 
than to fly to others of which we know 
nothing. I .earn to vote NO as a gen- 
eral principle. 


Some idea of the high standing of 
Newton residents among the business 
men of Boston, can be gathered from 
the recent list of nominations for new 
directors for the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. Out of seven nominees 
four are residents of this city. 


The two hundred and fiftieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the First 
Church at Newton Centre is a note- 
worthy event and its members have 
planned an interesting and dignified 
celebration. 


Once again the Weston bridge mat- 
ter is publicly agitated. Let us hope 
that something substantial will be the 
outcome of the present suggestion.

THE XEWTO^ METHODIST CHURCH 


At the church reunion held last 
week Thursday evening the following 
brief historical sketch was given by 
Mr. J. Wesley Barber. 

The first twenty-five years of the 
history of the Newton Methodist 
Church was so thoroughly done by 
our former historian. Henry J. Woods, 
that anyone who wishes it in detail 
will find it duly recorded in the NEW- 
TON GRAPHIC under date of Novem- 
ber 1, 1889. 

Referring to that article, the fol- 
lowing persons left the Watertown 
Church to form the Newton Methodist 
Episcopal Church viz. John Fisk, Mar- 
tha A. Gay Aaron F. Gay, Edwin W. Gay, 
E. M. Mosher, Olivia Mosher, Mary M. 
Mosher, Thurston Priest, Mary A. 
Priest, James Skinner, Mary A. Skin- 
ner, Henry Thrall, Minerva Thrall, F. 
M. Trowbridge, Ahhie A. Trowbridge, 
Abram Thomas and Arethusa Thomas. 
Also as probationers, Emily J. Thrall, 
Maria L. Thrall and Minerva J. Thrall. 

'The meetings were first held in 
Cole’s Hall which was the principal 
hall before the present Eliot Block 
was erected. The first church edifice 
was dedicated Sept. 26th, 1869, and the 
record says, ‘There were serivees in 
the chapel, and a feast in Eliot hall, 
afternoon and evening.” Instead of 
the present Eliot Block, t lie first story 
of tin* ground lloor of this building 
was occupied by a door sash and blind 
Btore room. The quotation says, ‘The 
festivities in the hall concluded in a 
most agreeable manner the exercises 
of the day. The tables in the centre 
were loaded with fruit and flowers 
ami tlie crowd assembly were bounti- 
fully entertained with excellent viands 
prepared by the ladies of the society, 
enlivened by strains of music from u 
fine stringed band. There were quite 
a number of visitors from Boston and 
surrounding towns.’ 

"Of the first communicants, but one 
remains — Olivia M. Mosher — who is 
unable to leave her room, hut is rep- 
resented by her daughter, Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Parks. Of those worshipping 
in Cole’s Block previous to the erec- 
tion of the church, hut one remains 
so far as is known, namely Mr. M. F. 
Blanchard, son of Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
shall Blanchard. Mr. Blanchard is here 
this evening and this church has a 
warm place in his affections from the 
fact that he married his wife from the 
church, and though living in Cam- 
bridge, all of his children have been 
christened at our altar. 

Of those who were at the dedicatory 
exercises, there is perhaps one person 
here this evening and lie was one of 
four who came from Boston, repre- 
senting the Bromtield St. Church. A 
feature of the evening’s entertainment 
was th auctioning off of bouquets, of 
which there were a large number, and 
the present historian, then a young 
man, outbid his companion from the 
Bromtield St. Church and then pre- 
sented the bouquet to Charlie Hatha- 
way’s heBt girl. And to show that it 
makes a difference who presents t lie 
bouquet, Mrs. Rev. ('buries S. Miller 
over the ’phone toduy did not remem- 
ber anything about thut special bou- 
quet. 

"The pulpit wus occupied in the first 
twenty-five years by thirteen different

6. Alfred A. Wright, whose pastorate 
closed in 1873. (and Bro. Wright 
therefore graces this occasion as 
the Dean | 

6. Frederick Woods, whose pastorate 
closed in 18f4. 


“Of this number. Brothers Wright, 
Huntihgtcn, Nichols, Bronson, Butters 
and Laeount are with us at this time 
and Brothers Holmes (now a Con- 
gregational minister in Westfield) and 
Dr. Grose (President of De Pau Uni- 
versity) are unable to be with us this 
evening. 

"It was interesting to take from the 
records the number of parishioners 
and probationers for the entire period 
at the close of the different pastorates.

Of Mr. Alonzo S. Weed — “Stalwart, 
splendid, worth walking miles to see 
him smile." 

Of that “Double Barber’’ — Amelia 
Barber Barber — “That cultured, re- 
fined gentle soul." 

Of William A. Alexander "What a 
friend — strong, quiet, a faithful, noble 
man." 

Of Mrs. Charles Lawrence — "That 

glorious woman." 

Of Washington Warren — "Faithful 
and earnest." 

Of Alden Speure — "A man of all 
men." 

Of Bradford K. Pierce — "A man of 
great affection" while 

Mrs. Pierce was — "Of a queenly 
character but wonderfully sweet." 

Of Henry J. Woods — "This wonder- 
ful Christian spirit.” 

Of Hiram Leonard — “Tall, splendid 
soldier, whose life meant a great deal 
to the spiritual life of Newton and 
whose two sons are with us tills eve- 
ning." 

etc., etc., while many were mentioned 
without special reference to charac- 
teristics. 

I)r. Huntington well characterized 
in his remarks the four features that 
hud made the Newton church peculiar 
and which hud much to do with the 


fact that there has never been aught" 
hut good fellowship. 

1 The church should he a "Con- 
solidated Home", and the Newton 
church has always had a warm, con 
geniai atmosphere. 

2. It must he hospitable, and the 
Newton church with its doors always 
open has a quiet loving hand for all 
those who worship with us. 

3. It should have an interest In 
civic and social Ideals for the uplift 
of the community, and our little 
church small In memberahlp had fur- 
nished its full quota in all civic and 
association matters relating to our 
city. 

4. Its religious ideals are concen- 
trated upon the great ideals as it 
should be In the consolidated home. 

Dr. l^eonard's remarks covered his 
coming from Winchester to which 
charge perhaps he was sent on the 
ground that they had no parsonage, 
and who was told when he was ap- 
pointed to Newton, "You won’t have 
any revivals because they haven’t any 
sinners over there." It was also re- 
lated of the woman who wished a 
proper motto on her husband's tomb- 
stone and searching for a sentiment, 
some one suggested "Gone to a better 
land,” to which she quickly replied, 

“ I guess not, he died in Newton." 

Fayette Nichols’ remarks w-ere char- 
acteristic of the man, and in speaking 
of his retiring from the active minis- 
try, he said. "Today a pastor needs 


two preachers.” 

Dr. Butters’ remarks were ci 

by two sentences — "We loved you in 
the days gone by; we love you today 
more than ever.” 

Brother Laeount referred tt 
older members present, to Mr. Butters 
as his Father Confessor and to Dr. 
Rice “Who fathered me for six years. 

Dr. Bronson who introduced the 
speakers of the evening was very apt 
in his remarks as usual, and the clos- 
ing feature of the evening was a few 
words from our present pastor, who 
said that he felt he was only a novel- 
ty in the midst of the antiques but he 
believed with deep sincerity that this 
was a possible spiritual enterprise.

NEWTON OFFICER LOSES CASE 


After deliberating 15 minutes a jury 
in Judge Lawton's court Tuesday re- 
turned a verdict of $1500 in the $10,000 
suit instituted last December by Miss 
Alice F. Walsh of Boston against Pa- 
trolman Janies H. McMahon of the 
Newton police force, for alleged breach 
of promise to marry. 

The plaintiff’s contention was that 
she was introduced to McMahon a year 
ago February, that the policeman be- 
came a constant caller, “ardent and 
affectionate, and frequently declared 
he would soon make her his wife.” 

She declared that the approximate 
time of the wedding even was set, and 
that she purchased part of her trous- 
seau. A friend corroborated her tes- 
timony, and added that she had seen 
McMahon hold Miss Walsh on his kuee 
and kiss her frequently. 

McMahon’s defence was a denial of 
any promise to marry Miss Walsh, and 
the testimony of witnesses to the effect 
that the plaintiff really was engaged 
to a man “down east” whom she in- 
tended to marry in case the policeman 
did not marry her.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee Wednesday night the resigna- 
tions of Miss Mabel Leach, an assist- 
ant in the special class in the Claflin 
school, and Miss Claire Levy, a kin- 
dergarten teacher in the Hyde school, 
were accepted.

The Literature de- 
partment is to work for the better 
teaching of English in the public 
schools. Attention was called to the 
Travelling Health Library by the 
Public Health chairman. 

Miss Georgle A. Bacon, the new sec- 
ond vice-president of the General Fed- 
eration. and vice-chairman of the Gov- 
erning Board of the Pure Food Ex- 
position, spoke of some of the features 
of the Exposition which the club wo- 
men should not fail to see. 

The conference was then turned 
over to the Education department, Mrs. 
Ellor Carlisle Ripley presiding dur- 
ing the rest of the afternoon. Mr 
Ripley has just resigned as chairman 
of the department in order to become 
chairman of the same department in 
the General Federation. In opening 
she urged the clubs to have a commit- 
tee on Education, to give It work to 
do and then demand contributions 
from it. Tiie work for the year is well 
established, a certain subject having 
been assigned to each member and a 
comprehensive graph let was presented 
embodying the points which the clubs 
should work for the coining winter.

WAS A SON OF PROFESSOR 
HACKETT 

Horatio Balch Hackett, for thirty 
years connected with the leather trade 
in Boston, died Monday at his home 
at 74 Highland avenue, Newtonvllle.

The framer* of the Federnl Con- 
stitution had in mind a limitation 
upon the functions of Government 
which ought to bo exorcised, and they 
adopted only those which they regard- 
ed ns absolutely essential for the life 
and welfare of the Nation. Evident- 
ly they believed in permitting this 
country to be developed through in- 
dividual effort, and with the least pos- 
sible governmental interference. Un- 
til a very recent period no one ever 
questioned the wisdom of this policy. 

Our people believed that civiliza- 
tion was dependent upon the progress 
of the individual, and the greater his 
progress the gronter the general prog- 
ress of mankind. We Americans had 
every reason for this belief. We had 
no reason to favor the substitution of 
a paternal government for individual 
self-dependence. 

The millions who have crossed the 
sens to become citizens of our coun- 
try have been largely influenced to do 
so by the belief that they could better 
their condition through Individual 
freedom in the conduct of their own 
affairs. They believed in the doctrine 
of Thomas Jefferson, that "that gov- 
ernment governs best which governs 
least.” 

No Nation ever advanced as rapidly 
as our own under the stimulus of in- 
dividual freedom in commercial life. 
Within the past generation, however, 
the sentiment in favor of a paternal 
government has taken strong hold on 
the minds of the American people. 

There are two distinct theories of 
the economic functions of government. 
One may be called the individualistic, 
and the other the socialistic. One is 
founded on the belief that noninter- 
ference with the individual should be 
the leading principle of government 
and interference the exception only. 
The other is founded upon the belief 
that all industries which minister to 
the welfare and convenience of sub- 
stantially all the inhabitants should 
be owned, supervised or controlled by 
the Government. Under the first the- 
ory the working units control the rul- 
ing units, and under the second the- 
ory the ruling units control the work- 
ing units. 

France is the best illustration we 
have of the first theory, and Germany 
of the second. In no country in the 
world is individual freedom in com- 
mercial affairs so fully protected as 
in France. The success of the in- 
dividual contributes to the success of 
the Republic. In Germany, however, 
the success of the Nation contributes 
, to the success of the individual. The 
Government of the Empire of Ger- 
many is thoroughly paternal. It ere 
ates its own standards and ideals, and 
every Individual is supposed to strive 
to conform to them. 

In this country there is a rapidly 
growing sentiment in favor of the 
German or socialistic theory. There 
has been a tremendous increase in 
the exercise of Federal power during 
the past 30 years. Under the welfare 
clause of the Constitution, and under 
its taxation power, together with the 
authority to regulate interstate and 
foreign commerce, it has been found 
that the Federal Government may ex- 
ercise, under the provisions of the 
Constitution, a control and supervision 
of commercial life which was never 
thought possible in the early days of 
the Republic. 

Our people demand that customs 
duties shall be levied with a view of 
fostering and stimulating certain in- 
dustries. This we call incidental pro- 
tection. Our people demand that the 
merchant shall be protected from un- 
fair competition, and to that end Con- 
gress enacts laws which interfere with 
individual freedom in commerce. Our 
people demand a regulation of the 
rates charged by transportation com- 
panies for the protection of the ship- 
per and the traveling public. 

They demand appropriations for the 
preservation of forests, for the con- 
struction of good roads, for the es- 
tablishment of departments to furnish 
expert knowledge relative to the culti- 
vation of the soil, the raising of grains 
and vegetables, the cultivation of flow- 
ers, and even for the breeding of ani- 
mals and the propagation of fish. At 
the present time the Federal Govern- 
ment is expending more than $700,000 
per annum for the distribution of 
seeds, of shade trees, grapevines and 
strawberry plants. 

This exercise of paternalism has a 
tendency to bring the people a little 
closer to their Government and stim- 
ulates a love of the Nation which we 
call patriotism. 

There probably is no people in the 
world so devoted to their country at: 
are the Germans, and it is undoubtedly 
true that this growing paternalism on 
the part of the United States toward 
its people is creating an increased re- 
gard and love for the Nation. — Boston

BUSINESS ANI) THK CHURCHES 


Tbn churches have been so long re- 
garded from the spiritual standpoint 
and ns objects of charity, that their 
great value as business factors has 
been frequently overlooked. A few 
years ago, a police commissioner In 
New York remarked that the average 
church In New York, regardless of 
denomination, "did ns much to pro- 
mote good order ns eight policemen. 
The cost of eight policemen with all 
other expenses associated with them Is 
between fifteen and twenty thousand 
dollars. This Includes cost of arrests, 
police courts and other expenses of 
the criminal classes. The average nn- 
nunl church budget Is not half so 
great. The average snlnry of the 
ministers In America is about one- 
half as much as that of a New York 
policeman. 

In round figures, the country spends 
on its public schools a half billion dol- 
lars. An equal amount Is spent for 
motion pictures, theatres and enter- 
tainment. Four times that amount Is 
spent for liquors of various kinds, and 
twice the amount for tobacco accord- 
ing to careful estimates, yet all the 
Churches get along with less than a 
quarter billion dollars, or less than the 
amount which is spent for ice cream, 
candy and soda water. Moreover they 
are one of the most desirable business 
assets of any community. The renl 
estate promoter starts his building 
operations with a church whenever 
possible. The residential section of 
our cities want churches while they 
exclude other kinds of buildings. 

The churches in all ages and lands 
seem to have been the chief inspira- 
tion and promoters of art, the leaders 
in education and reform and th^ cham- 
pions of law and good government. 
Before and since Columbus was sent 
forth by Isabella to discover and con- 
vert new lands, the church has led 
the way in discovery. Trade has fol- 
lowed in paths made by missionaries 
in all lands and times. Without en- 
tering into a discussion of its ad- 
mitted chief work as a religious force, 
the church has always been one of 
the greatest factors in business and 
one of the best investments of the 
human race. — W. C. Poole in Truth.

KIRK PROOF MOTOR APPARATUS 
STATIONS 


Fire Prevention Commissioner O'- 
Keefe. of Massaehusetts. has informed 
fire departments in that state what 
they must do to make all motor fire 
apparatus stations fire proof. In the 
first place the space used for the stor- 
age of motor fire apparatus must have 
a cement or eoncrote floor. Its walls 
shall be constructed of fireproof ma- 
terial or metal lined and it shall have 
a metal or fireproof ceiling. The win- 
dows shall have metal frames for the 
glass and where they open out in near 
contact with other property the panes 
shall be of wired glass. In other 
words, hereafter, in nil stations used 
for the storage of apparatus using 
gasoline, either for tractors or pumps, 
or having automobile motive power, 
the building shnll be made ns near 
fireproof ns it is possible to make it, 
and the roofs of all such houses shall 
be slated or of non-combustible mate- 
rial. This means the rebuilding of 
many fire stations, which not a few 
believe is not necessary. They say 
that fire stations with firemen and fire 
apparatus in them all the time are 
safe enough as they are, and that there 
is no just reason for reconstructing 
old stations just to make them abso- 
lutely fireproof, which, if carried into 
effect, means the reconstruction of 
hundreds of practically new stations, 
which nre now as near fireproof as 
any actual necessity requires. The 
construction of new stations, they say, 
should be in accordance with the com- 
missioner’s regulations, but old sta- 
tions should not be disturbed to any 
extent, as they are under constant fire 
protection by the men and apparatus 
occupying them. Deputy Chief George 
C. Neal, of the District Police, who is 
the fire marshal of the State, had al- 
ready started on this very thing, the 
requirement that fire department 
houses, especially those housing motor 
apparatus of any kind, shall be made 
fireproof before the office of fire pre- 
vention commissioner was created. 
The new metropolitan fire hazard act 
makes the power of the fire preven- 
tion commissioner mandatory and he 
intends that there shall be no more 
delay than is absolutely necessary.

The fire (‘Onimisslopers of Buffalo, N. 
Y„ askod the Corporation Counsel of- 
fliihlly to express an opinion on that 
question ; also to defend the commis- 
sioners in a taxpayer’s action brought 
by A. J. Marsch to restrain firemen 
from painting interiors of fire stations. 
A temporary injunction is sought by 
Marsch, who asserts that fire com- 
missioners have no right to order fire- 
men to paint, that their jurisdiction 
is confined to approving plans for re 
pairs and alteration, and that this 
■’amateur” painting is wasteful and 
injurious to property. The commis- 
sioners, in defense, contended that 
painting is an exercise for the fire- 
men who are instructed to devote as 
much time as is possible and consist- 
ent to physical development, and the 
cornmiHiboncrs claim painting is in 
line with this development.
